Depends on the Public. 


** The Educational Policy of the Com- 
munity ’’ was the subject of a very in- 
teresting and instructive talk by Supt. 
of Schools A. L. Safford of Beverly, 
Monday evening. The talk was given 
under the auspices of the Municipal club 
of Beverly Farms, at a meeting held at 
Marshall's hall. It was the second such 
meeting held under similar circumstances 
within the past month, to which the gen- 
eral public was invited. 

Although the bad weather prevented 
many from getting out, nevertheless a 
good sized audience greeted Supt. Saf- 
ford and heard his talk with. much in- 
terest. Mr. Safford spoke in part as 
follows: 


*“ Dr. Chancellor, Superintendent of 
Schools, Washington, D. C., says in 
his book entitled, ‘Our Schools.’ 
“The hope for good schools does not 
rest in boards of education, butin the 
educational policy of the general public.’ 
The degree of success of a school system 
depends in the long run and without es- 
cape upon that intangible but irresistable 
force in our social and political life called 
public opinion. 

““Many features of educational policy 
are determined by the public statutes of 
the Commonwealth or by the city char-

Special Town Meeting. 

A special town meeting is called for 
Monday evening, Jan. 13, to see what 
action the town will take in regard to 
separating the boards of selectmen and 
assessors. [he wording of the article 
in the warrant is as follows: 

To see if the town will accept the 
provisions of Sec. 339, Chapter 11, R. 
L. of Mass., whereby the Selectmen 
and Overseer’s of the Poor shall be 
elected as follows: If the number fixed 
by the town is three, it shall at the annu- 
al meeting, elect one for the term of one 
year, one for the the term of two years 
and one for the term of three years, and 
at each annua) meeting thereafter, shall 
elect one for the term of three years.’’ 

The new law relative to the election 
of assessors went into effect Jan. 1, and 
says that the’ assessors shall be elected one 
each year fora period of three years. 
Now in Manchester the board of select- 
men and the board of assessors are one 
and the same.

Another Hotel Destroyed. 


The Colonial Arms, the largest sum- 
mer hotel on the North Shore, was 
burned to the ground Wednesday even- 
ing, with practically all its furnishings. 
The loss is estimated at $225,000, with 
$110,000 insurance. This is the second 
of the large North Shore hotels to de 
burned since the close of last season, the 
New Magnolia being destroyed early in 
October. The Colonial Arms was 
one of the finest hotels along the Atlan- 
tic coast. It was built only three years 
ago, and wasconsidered a success. Geo. 
O. Stacy of Gloucester owned the place, 
and he leased it to H. W. Priest & Co., 
A. J. Sherrard of Aiken, N. C., man- 
ager, for five years at $15,000 a year. 

The hotel was unoccupied and the 
source of the fire is a mystery. 

The blaze lighted up the heavens and 
the reflection could be seen for miles. 
From Manchester it looked as though 
there was another big fire at Magnolia.

It is understood that among recom- 
mendations which the Safe Roads Auto- 
mobile association will make for new 
legislation this year will be one to pro- 
vide for an imprisonment penalty, at the 
discretion of the court, in cases of fla- 
grant violation of the automobile law re- 
quiring every automobile to display a 
number plate. 

At present the only punishment for 
this offence is the imposition of a fine of 
$25 forthe first offense, $50 for the 
second offence and $100 for the third 
or subsequent offence committed during 
each calendar year. 

It is held by members of the Safe 
Roads Automobile association that the 
failure to display a number plate tf the 
intent of such failure is to conceal the 
identity of the motor vehicle, should be 
punished as severely as the substitution 
of a false number.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 
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DEPENDS ON PUBLIC OPINION 


Continued from page one 


ter. For example, the laws provide 
that the schools shall be governed by a 
commission or committee. I under- 
stand you have recently been consider- 
ing whether that system might not be 
established advantageously in place of a 
mayor and city council for the manage- 
ment of the general affairs of the city. 
Without presuming to discuss that ques- 
tion, I think I may say very positively 
that government by a commission or 
committee of not more than nine, better 
five, is the most effective and pencrally 
desirable scheme of management for 
public schools. 

** Another policy which is determined 
by the city charter is the method of pro- 
viding funds for the schools for support 
and for buildings and other equicment. 
In Great Britain, the school boards are 
entirely independent of the town coun- 
cils and have not only the direction of 
the schools, but also full power to deter- 
mine the expenditures and to levy local 
school taxes. It is open to serious ques- 
tion whether the American system of 
_ giving to city councils the function of 
levying taxes and making appropriations 
for schools is the wisest one. St. Louis, 
Boston, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Min- 
neapolis, Omaha, Lincoln, and New 
York are instances among American 
cities that are exceptions to the rule. 
Their school boards have been given the 
power of taxation and they are thus es- 
tablished as completely independent of 
the city councils.”’ 

Mr. Safford alluded to the provisions 
of the Beverly Charter, relating to the 
erection of schoolhouses and sketched 
the history of the controversy between 
the School Committee and the City 
Council, relating to the matter. He 
said in part: ‘‘If the City Council 
are to select the architect and build the 
schoolhouses, they should give the 
School Committee the opportunity of 
stating fully and somewhat in detail the 
needs of the schools. But who shall 
build the schoolhouses is of small con- 
sequence compared with the question of 
the kind of schoolhouse that the public 
will ‘stand for.’ In this respect, pub- 
lic opinion in Beverly has made great 
advance in the past fifteen years. - Taken 
as a whole, Beverly has many things to 
be proud of in her schoolhouses, but 
also she has many things to aspire to in 
the way of future improvements especial- 
ly in the matter of laying out the school

grounds.’’ 

Medical inspection in schools was dis- 
cussed and the present status of the mat- 
ter in Beverly explained. He - said, 

After all it is for the public to decide 
whether it wants medical inspection or 
not.’”’ 

In regard to teachers, he said, “‘The 
most important factor in every school is 
the character, personality, and teaching 
efficiency of the teacher. More school 
systems have been ruined by a lax policy 
in the appointment of teachers than by 
all other causes combined. The com- 
mittee needs the support of the public in 
order to resist the importunities of the 
incompetent and maintain its present 
high standards by appointing only those 
teachers that can do the most and _ best 
for the education of Beverly children.’’ 

In regard to finances, he referred to 
the last annual report for details and said 
that the public opinion of Beverly had 
given the schools splendid financial sup- 
port during the past fifteen years and had 
thereby expressed their belief in educa- 
tion and had endorsed the management 
by the school committee. In return the 
school committee had been frank and 
conscientious and had obtained large re- 
turns considering the amount expended. 
So much could never be done at so little 
relative expense.

Dur- 
ing the half century now completed he 
has been detained from the pulpit by _ill- 
ness not more than 12 Sundays, and has 
preached over 5000 sermons, besides 
giving many lectures and addresses, and 
written largely forthe press, publishing 
one volume, a Memorial History of 
Manchester, Mass., 1645-1895. Mr. 
Lamson’s home is in Newton, Mass.’’

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Monpay evening the voters of Man- 
chester wiil be called upon to decide the 
question whether the Board of Selectmen 
will be elected for a period of three 
years, or whether they will be elected 
annually as now. ‘This is brought about 
through the new law which says that the 
Board of Assessors shall be elected to 
serve three years. As the Board of As- 
sessors and the Selectmen are one in 
Manchester it must be decided whether 
the two boards shall be kept one, or 
separated. 

In our opinion the two boards should 
be separated. While we think the law 
relating to the Board of Assessors is a 
good one, we think the Town of Man- 
chester is not yet ready to elect select- 
men to serve for three years. Inatown 
like Manchester, with a valuation of 
twelve millions, the position of assessor 
is an important one, and one that only 
the very best men that can be found, 
should be asked to serve. Especially if 
this recommendation of Governor Guild 
on corporation taxes goes through, will it 
be essential for the town to have its 
best men to serve in this office as asses- 
sors. 

‘The assessors have only one function 
to perform,—that of assessing. The se- 
lectmen have varied duties, “There

might be varied reasons, therefore, why 
the citizens might wish to have a new 
board of selectmen. There is no reason, 
of course, why the same men should not 
serve as selectmen and assessors. For 
instance, if the present board of select- 
meh is satisfactory to the town, they 
might be re-elected selectmen for the 
coming year, and they might also be 
elected assessors, one for three years, 
one for two and one for one year. 


In his inaugural last week Governor 
Guild made a suggestion which, if 
carried out, would cause Manchester to 
suffer a great loss. He recommends 
that the corporation tax be retained by 
the state instead of being returned to the 
cities and towns where the owners reside. 

Under the present conditions the state 
collects taxes from corporations, rail- 
roads and industrial enterprises, and re- 
tains an amount representing the shares 
of stocks held by persons living outside 
the state. Inthecase of railroads this 
portion amounts to about one-third of 
the taxes collected. The remainder of 
the corporation tax, two-thirds, is dis- 
tributed among the cities and towns in 
sums based uponthe number and value 
of the shares of stock held by residents. 
These amounts are disbursed by the state 
twice a year, and the total distridution is 
about $4,500,000. 

The legislature each year apportions 
a direct tax among the cities and towns, 
to meet the appropriations, and _ the 
revenue from this is about $4,000,000. 
Gov. Guild recommended to the legis- 
lature that the law be changed so that 
all of the corporation taxes be retained 
by the state and that no direct state tax 
He pointed out that the in- 
come from the corporation tax would be 
about equal to the amount raised by the 
direct tax. 

Under the proposed change, towns 
like Manchester, containing a large 
number of wealthy residents, would lose 
more than their share of the recent 
state tax, while the cities and small 
towns especially would correspondingly 
benefit. 

last year Manchester received 
$48,151.69 as its share of the corpora- 
tion tax, while its portion of the state tax 
was only $15,360, sothat the proposed 
plan would mean a loss of $32,791.69 
to the town. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that no

such measure as this will go through, as 
a loss of this kind would mean on the 
face of it that the Manchester tax rate 
would jump from $9 or $10, as it is 
now, to $14 or $15.

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Gypsy and Brownetail Moth Work. 


Supt. Kirkland, who has charge of 
the gypsy and brown-tail moth work, 
says it will cost as much this year to fight 
the pest as it did last year. He will ask 
the legislature for $300,000 to do the 
regular work, and perhaps $10,000 ex- 
tra with which to continue the parasite 
investigation. 

Manchester is called upon to spend 
some $430 more than last year. Last 
year $4302.18 was the sum called for, 
and this year the sum stipulated to be 
spent, by the order of the state superin- 
tendent, is $4732.48. The state year, 
in this department, begins with the pres- 
_ent year on Dec. 1, so that this amount 
is to be spent between Nov. 30, 1907, 
and Nov. 30, 1908. 

The legislature will be asked to change 
the law in relation to the state’s right to 
enter private property, as the law now in 
operation gives thestate no authority, even 
for scout duty before the owner has _ had 
a certain amount of time in which to 
clean the property. The past year the prop- 
erty owners were given until Dec. 1 in 
which to attend to the moth pest. Up 
to that time they could keep the state 
and town employees off their premises, 
this having been determined in court, 
but after Dec. 1 the employees had a 
right to enter private land and to charge 
the owners for any work they did to sup- 
press the moth pest. 


Six-Cent Fares Again. 


The long-talked-of increase in fares 
for riding on street railways is to be put 
into effect first on the Blue Hill Street 
Railway, which extends from Mattapan 
square, Boston, through the edge of 
Milton to Canton and Stoughton. One 
penny is added to the present five-cent 
rate, beginning on last Sunday. The 
length of ride fora single fare will be 
the same as heretofore; the fare will be 
six cents instead of five. 

Whether other companies will now 
follow the lead of this one, remains to 
be seen. Many of them have been dis- 
cussing the need; and for the last year 
or two, if not for an even longer period, 
there has been a rather general adoption, 
outside of the Boston system, of some 
device or other for bringing in more 
money. ‘The probability is that the six- 
cent unit will become fairly general out- 
side of Boston.

MORTGAGE BURNED 


Impressive Exescises at Beverly Farms Last Night as Friends’ Bible Class 
turns Pastor’s House over to the Church. 


A crowning event in the history of 
the Friends’ Bible class and a red letter 
event, too, in the history of the Beverly 
Farms Baptist church, were the exercises 
at the church last evening in connection 
with the burning of the mortgage and 
presentation of the deeds of the pastor’s 
house on High street, by the class to the 
church. 

The gathering was called for 7.45 and 
James B. Dow, teacher of the class for 
a number of years, presided. After sing- 
ing by the choir, and prayer by Willis 
A. Pride, ~Mrs. Duncan Smith pre- 
sented the secretary’s report and treasur- 
ers report was presented by Mrs. 
Sarah Crowell. 

The reports told how the class had 


been organized on Oct. 21, 1895, 
largely through the efforts of the late 
Mrs. Sarah Whitman. Among _ the 


work it had done was the installing of 
heating apparatus in the church at a cost 
of $532.00, shingling the church, $200; 
painting the church, $150; payment 
of note in bank, $75; payment toward 
bell, §50; payment toward salary of 
janitor, $84; painting side roofs of 
church, $14; a total of $1105. The 
report then went on to show how the 
class determined to build a pastor’s house, 
and toward this end they had bought the 
land from the heirs of John Larcom, 
had paid $800 cash, and hired $200 
more. ‘The class had expressed in many 
ways interest in the church and _ the last 
effort of importance was in 1903, when 
the house at 17 High street was started. 
The house cost about $4234.98, which 
had been fully paid and the class now 
has on hand a balance of $236.82. 

Following these reports the donation 
committee made their report, and there 
was singing by the gathering. 

Then came the impressive, though 
simple ceremony of burning the mortgage. 
A vessel on the table contained a_burn- 
ing candle, and to this Mrs. George 
Batchelder, the assistant treasurer, 
touched the piece of paper, which burned 
slowly. Silence ruled supreme until the 
last flicker has passed away and all that 


remained of the mortgage was a little 
pile of ashes. 

The presentation of the deeds by 
Mrs. Wm. C. Webster followed. Mrs. 
Webster is president of the class, and it is 
to her that much of the success of the 
class especially during the past few years, 
is due. Briefly and unostentatiously Mrs. 
Webster handed the deeds to Rev. C. 
5. Pond, the pastor, with these words: 
‘“‘T have the pleasure of presenting in 
behalf ofthe Friends’ Bible class the 
deed and keys of the parsonage on High 
street for the Beverly Farms Baptist 
church. Long may you enjoy and pros- 
per with it.’’ 

Mr. Pond accepted the deed and keys 
with afew remarks and he also accepted 
the insurance papers which were pre- 
sented by Elmer Standley, representing 
the trustees. 

James B. Dow then made a few in- 
formal remarks, telling about the originl 
of the class, how its real start was made 
about the time of the founding of the 
Neighbors’ library in 1882, of the great 
interest Mrs. Whitman always had in the 
class, and of her desire that it should do 
such work as this, and he brought the 
recollections of those present down to 
this special work and the organization 
of the class in 1895. Inthe movement 
Mrs. Whitman was the principal figure. 
He expressed the hope that the class 
would be perpetuated and that some other 
suitable work be started, urging the 
younger people to take up the work 
where the older ones had left off. 

After singing by the gathering there 
was a social hour, ice cream, cake, etc..,. 
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being served. This part of the exercises 
was in the chapel. 

The exercises were largely attended 
and will long be remembered by the 
members of the church and all who 
were interested in the work'done by the 
class.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


Manchester Selectmen will be Elected Annually and not for a term of Three 
Years. Important Question was decided Monday Evening. 


The Board of Selectmen in Manches- 
ter will continue to be elected annually 
instead of for a term of three years. 

This was decided at a special meeting 
called for last Monday evening, the pur- 
pose of which was to see if the select- 
men should he elected at the coming 
March meeting, one for a term of three 
years, one for aterm of two years and 
one for aterm of one year, and there- 
after one annually for a term of three 
years. 

This is the manner in which the 
Board of Assessors is to be elected in the 
future, in accordance with the new law. 
But the selectmen will be chosen as they 
have been for the past seventy years or 
more,—annually. While the two boards 
are separate, this does not mean, how- 


ever, that the same members could not 
be elected to both boards. 

The meeting was called to order at 
7.40 by Town Clerk A. S. Jewett, who 
read the warrant. Raymond C. Allen 
was elected moderator. 

Art. 2. ** Tosee if the town will ac- 
cept the provisions of Sec. 339, Chapter 
11, R. L. of Mass., whereby the Select- 
men and Overseers of the Poor shall be 
elected as follows: If the number fixed 
by the town is three, it shall at the 
annual meeting, elect one for the term 
of one year, one for the term of two 
years and one for the term of three 
years, and at each annual meeting there- 
after, shall elect one for the term of 
three years.’’

THE CHURCH AND THE WORKING MAN 


Subject of Talk by Henry Abrahams, Corresponding Secretary of Boston 
Central Labor Union, at Magnolia, Last Sunday Evening. 


Henry Abrahams, corresponding sec- 
retary of the Boston Central Labor 
union, spoke at the Village church, 
Magnolia, last Sunday evening on ‘* The 
Church and the Working Man,”’’ it be- 
ing one of aseries of talks being -ar- 
ranged by the pastor, Rev. F. J. Libby, 
in what he terms the “* People’s Forum.”’ 

Mr. Abrahams spoke for almost an 
hour on the trade unions and the work 
they are accomplishing for the working 
man, and he expresséd the hope that 
some day we would see a five-hour day, 
five work days a week and five dollars a 
day. In the audience was a number of 
union workmen, members of the car- 
penters’ local, which had been invited 
to attend in a body. Mr. Abrahams 
said in part: 

“<T¢ T understand the church right, it 
is working for a higher, a better, a 
grander ideal; so is the trade union. 
First we were slaves, then serfs and now

citizens. Had any one told those ancient 
Greeks that their descendants would be 
the rulers of eighteen millions of people, 
that those slaves would become serfs and 
then citizens, that they would be at the 
head of a great government, they would 
not have believed it. Nevertheless it 
has cometrue. We are citizens. 

** The trade unions want» something 
more. We want ashorter work day. 
We want an eight-hour day. Personally 
I want a five-hour day. I believe the 
day is coming when five hours will con- 
stitute a day’s work, five dollars be the 
minimum wage and five days a week. 
Not tomorrow, not the next day, but I 
believe it is coming. I believe in a 
shorter work day because I want the 
men to enjoy better health, they will 
have a sufficient number of hours to 
work. I believe in a shorter work day 
because I want men to see their wives

Mr. Jewett read the Revised Laws in 
regard to elections. 

C. C. Dodge inquired if any provis- 
ion was made whereby we might return 
to the present method in case it was 
voted tonight to elect the selectmen for 
three years. 

Samuel Knight said he didn’t think 
the town wanted to make a change in 
the manner of choosing selectmen at 
present. The selectmen had _ been 
elected this way for 70 years and he 
didn’t see why we should change now. 

M. E. Gorman moved that the board 
of selectmen be elected fora term of 
one year as heretofore. The modera- 
tor said the motion hardly carried the 
point. 

A. S. Jewett then offered the follow- 
ing motion: “‘I move that the town ac- 
cept the provision of, Section 339, Chap- 
ter 11, R. L. of Mass., and that the Se- 
lectmen and Overseers of the Poor shall 
be the same persons; that they shall be 
elected one to serve for the term of one 
year, one for the term of two years and 
one for the term of three years, and that 
at each annual meeting thereafter one 
person shall be elected for the term of 
three years.’”’ 

G. S. Sinnicks said he was not in 
favor of electing the selectmen for three 
years, though he was in favor of having 
the assessors for three years and the se- 
lectmen for one year as now. ‘They 
may be the same men if necessary. He 
would like to have the mover of the motion 
show reasons for his motion. 

Mr. Jewett said he had made the 
motion so as to bring the matter before 
the meeting. He then read the act rela- 
tive to the election of assessors, and on

credited back to the department. 

S. Knight supported the moderator in 
ruling the motion out of order. 

Mr. Swett said the selectmen were 
now placed ina peculiar position. They 
had already approved bills to the amount 
of about $200 expecting this money to 
be transferred. He asked forthe ex- 
pression of the meeting as to whether 
the moth work should be continued as 
outlined by the state board for the next 
month and a half. 

_ A vote was taken and counted, 48 
voting in favor and 21 against. 

E. P..Stanley said the treasurer had in 
hand tonight $16,000. We have a 
$10,000 note to pay, and interest to the 
amount, of $375. That leaves less than 
#6000 to pay the bills of the next month 
and a half. ‘The water, highway. and 
school departments would want money 
and he didn’t see where it was coming 
from. 

N. P. Meldrum would like to cndw 
why the selectmen can’t .call a special 
mecting and borrow enough money to 
carry the town through the rest of the 
year. 

Mr. Swett said he hoped the people 
wouldn’t think the town was in a hope- 
less condition, financially. He explained 
that some $15,000 in corporation taxes, 
wrongly credited to some other place, 
would be forthcoming soon, and the 
taxes had not come in as well as might 
be expected, due, no doubt, to the 
financial stringency. The town had 
plenty money but it was not available. 

S. Knight said that he didn’t under- 
stand this moth work, anyway. The 
state goes On one man’s property and 
cleans it off and the next door neighbor 
has to clear his property himself. He 
didn’t believe in doing things that way. 
He wouldn’t transfer this money. 

Mr. Swett then read the letter from 
Supt. Kirkland outlining the work for 
the coming year, and telling how much 
the town was expected to spend begin- 
ning Dec. 1, 1907. 

The meeting adjourned at 8.18.

and families. 

‘*T have no prejudice against a man 
because he is rich. I realize that all 
rich men are not bad and all poor men 
not angels. Human nature is alike. 
What is a fair day’s pay for a fair day’s 
work? I believe that every married man 
should live in a house containing a bath- 
room. 1 believe that his children should 
be well cared for. I believe he should 
have all the necessities of life. I believe 
he should have books upon the shelves, 
he should have pictures upon the wall. 
In order to have those thi: gs, he must 


have wages enough to buy those pictures | 


and to have a home such as I speak of. 

‘Tt am a trade unionist because I 
know that the trade union has secured a 
higher wage and shorter work day, be- 
cause it has secured better conditions for 
the work of laboring men. I find that 
the church at the present has not taken 
the active part that we believe that it 
should. The church has not advocated 
the shorter work day; neither would it 
oppose child labor. 

‘Why do we love the trade union?”’ 
The speaker answered the question by 
saying not merely because it gives a 
higher wage, but because of the benefits 
derived in time of sickness or death, or 
when out of work. ‘The union comes 
to the aid of its members in dozens of 
ways. ‘I don’t care what position in 
life a member finds himself in, the trade 
union is back of him and he ane its 

He gave instances of what the trade 
unions are doing in the way of shorten- 
ing hours, and increasing wages, in bet- 
tering the sanitary conditions of shops 
and factories, and of the benefits 
to the community) as well as to the 
workers. He spoke also of the amend- 
ment to the constitution now  beirg 
urged which says that no married women, 
widows or girls will be allowed to work: 

** The good book tells us that long, 
long ago Cain said, ‘ Am I my brother's 
keeper?’ Well, let us ask ourselves the 
question fonsehes If we desire the wel- 
fare of the union at least we have got to 
be our brother’s keeper. His welfare is 
ours. If we don’t work for our broth- 
er’s welfare, we will totter and all go 
down together. It has been said that 
the church was not interested in the 
welfare of the workman, that clergymen 
were so interested in dogma that they 
forgot they were upon this earth. [ 
heartily think that is not true. 

“I believe that the church is awaken- 
ing to the necessity of doing something 
in order that we may in the near future 
appreciate the fact that the church has 
always preached the fatherhood of God 


and the brotherhoed of man. Men who 
do not believe in that should not bea 
member of the trade union. I believe

New York Pastor Preached at 
Manchester on Money,—Giving. 


Rev. Arthur T. Brooks, pastor of 
Grace Baptist church, New York city, 
preached at the Baptist church, Man- 
chester, last Sunday morning, taking for 
his. text: ““How is it that I hear of 
thee? give an account of thy steward- 
ship; for thou mayest be no longer 
steward.’’? (Luke 16: 2). His sub- 
ject was ‘“ Christian Stewardship.’’ 

In his preliminary remarks, Rev. Mr. 
Brooks said that there was a time when 
ministers stood in the pulpit and asked 
for money; they felt like beggars. “They 
were beggers no long:r, however, but 
stewards, —stewards of God. ‘“‘If your 
pastor is a steward to you, you should be 
to others.’ 

““There is a great need of preaching 
along the line of Christian stewardship,’’ 
he said, continuing, “‘for it says in the 
Bible for us to preach the gospel to every 
creature. Read the Patriarchs, the 
Kings, the Prophets, in fact, all the par- 
ables of Jesus, and you will find a great 
number of sermons all about money. 
“Lhey all revolve around money and giv- 
ing, and so, if we are to hear those 
words: ‘Well done good and _ faithful 
servant,’ weare to be stewards, —Chris- 
tian stewards. 

“* If we are to worship God we must 
give. Giving is worship, for it is abom- 
inable for a man who professes to bea 
Christian to come to church and wor- 
ship God in prayer or song or speech 
and neglect to give a ‘tenth’ of his 
money. Money is life. If God gave 
his life for us why is it not right for us to 
give our life, our money, to Him? 

‘* And again, great men leave legacies 
to churches, to institutions, and to 
schools, which is all right; yet how 
much good could have been done with 
that money had it not been stored away 
until the. giver had passed beyond, but 
had it been used for the maintenance 
and uplift of some poor, needy soul who 
was hungering for Christ. “Then, there 
is the great work upon the home and 
foreign mission fields; here there are 
great possibilities. 

“* At home if you give a tenth of your 
income or more, you could live and pay 
your debts on the day they are due, you 
could pay your pastor $1500a year or 
more, you could give tothe poor, you 
could extend the word of God to every 
creature and many souls could be saved. 

“It puts us to shame when we see 
how little we are doing for the foreign 
mission work. Our work in this great 
field is small compared to other denomi- 
nations. Oh! how much good could 
be done if we were to give what is right- 
fully God’s! Remember that the night 
cometh when no man can work. As 
you start in the new year see to it that you 
are giving to Ged that which is his, so 
that the work of God may be carried on

THE county commissioners have made 
up their estimates for the year 1908 and 
willask for $494,086.07 as against $424, - 
700.00 last year, an increase of about 
$70,000. The increase is largely due 
to the increase of the county debt and 
interest account because of building the 
new registry of deeds building, these 
items increasing $37,000. Manchester’s 
county tax the coming year will no doubt 
be much in excess of that of last year.

attempt is made, as in most botanical and 
forestry books, at giving the bewildering 
technical names and phrases. ‘This 
treatise points out clearly how one can 
tell the commercially valuable trees of 
Massachusetts in a plain and untechnical 
manner. Mr. Rane says he hopes this 
handhook will be a source of inspiration 
toward assisting people, generally, in 
knowing our trees. The handbook is 
offered by the state, free of charge, and 
may be obtained by addressing F. W. 
Rane, State Forester, Boston. 


Ir is to be regretted that some people 
are so uninterested in town government 
and in the choice of officials to serve in 
important offices that they allow them- 
selves to be governed in the selection of 
such officials by personal enmities and 
purely selfish interests. At this season 
of the year, especially, as town meeting 
approaches, is this condition brought to 
our attention. 

In a small town like Manchester it is 
sometimes very difficult to get the best 
men in the town to run for town office. 
One of the reasons, if not the rrincipal 
reason, why the business men of the 
town are loathe to accept any of the im- 
portant offices with which the voters 
would like to honor them, is this attitude 
taken by many in the past, and the fear 
that they, too, will be treated in like 
manner, thus suffering a loss of business. 

We believe our town officials as a rule 
act in all matters affecting the town with 
their best judgment and when they de- 
cide to do a certain thing they arrive at 
such decision only after honest conviction 
that they are right. 

It is very difficult to please all, how- 
ever While the act might have pleased 
the majority of the citizens, it might 
have affected someone adversely. It is 
this ‘‘ someone’”’ to whom we are re- 
ferring. We have known of people, 
some of them summer residents, refus- 
ing to trade with certain merchants be- 
cause of the latter’s attitude on certain 
matters. How can we expect our busi- 
ness men to serve the town if they are 
to be subject to this sort of treatment? 
We know of a certain town official, now 


serving on an important board, who has 
lost hundreds of dollars from one cus- 
tomer that turned his trade elsewhere 
simply because this official acted in a cer- 
tain matter against the cust»mer. Yet, 
this customer was governed by personal 
interests and did not take into consider- 
ation the fact that this official was con- 
serving the best interests of the town by 
his decision. - 

We call attention to this condition 
hoping we may in some measure defend 
the town officials against this unjust per- 
sonal enmity and selfishinterests. These 
same people forget that they are injuring 
themselves by taking such an_ attitude, 
for the tendency is to keep our best men 
out of office, thus opening a place for 
men less competent in handling the 
affairs of the town. And a town like 
Manchester, witha valuation of twelve 
million dollars, can ill afford to have any 
but the dest men serve her.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS. 
BY D. F. LAMSON. 


With all of .good Izaak. Walton’s 
humor, gayety, love of nature, of trees 
aiid flowers and a fresh morning in May, 
of the songs of thrush and leverock, of 
chansons, of pretty milkmaids, and of 
good cheer, there was a more sedate side 
to his nature; ‘‘all his serious thoughts 
had rest ‘in heaven.’’ If he loved to 
picture the beauties of woods and fields, 
of primrose banks and osier hedges, of 
steepy mountains and meadows green 
and the sweet brook’s watery stream, he 
loved much more to portray the excel- 
lences of noble character and winning 
grace. 

We are to remember that Walton was 
born in 1593, ten years before the death 
of Queen Elizabeth, and so was rightful 
heir to the literary spirit of that brilliant 
period in English literature. He early 
acquired a competence _ with which 
he retired from business life and 
was free to pursue his favorite occu- 
pations, reading, studying, writing and 
angling. His first wife was a descendant of 
the great Archbishop Cranmer; his sec- 
ond was a sister of the saintly Bishop 
Kerr. Walton had befriended George 
Morley when ejected from his living, 
and after his friend had been made 
Bishop of Winchester Kerr found him 
in the Bishop’s house, a loved and 
reverend member of the family. Walton 
had thus every opportunity and incentive 
to cultivate his natural gifts, and to live 
the life of a scholar and a refined courte- 
ous gentleman. It was in such congenial 
atmosphere that some of the “*Lives’’ 
were produced. As finally completed, 
they included the Lives of Dr. John 
Doune, Sir Henry Wotton, Richard 
Hooker, George Herbert and Dr. Rob- 
ert Sanderson... The work was published 
in 1670, in one volume, and has often 
been reprinted. It is interesting to 
know that it was one of Dr. Johnson’s 
“most favorite books.’’ Of these 
characters some are little known at the

“Tue reorganizntion of the’ Board of 
Trade was hinted at in this columna few 
weeks ago as a most fitting means of 
bringing about matters pertaining to the 
best interests of Manchester. Since that 
time there has been more or less talk 
along this line, suggested to a-certain ex- 
tent, no doubt, by what we had to say 
on the matter. 

The good such an organization could 
accomplish, —whether it-be called Board 
of Trade, Improvement suciety, or what 
not, —is more apparent as the town year 
draws to-a close and. town. meeting... ap- 
proaches. Some organization composed 
of representative citizens of the town, 
could accomplish much for the town, 
and might possibly be a means of cutting 
down some of the heavy appropriations 
could the matters be discussed before 
hand and the ‘‘whys’’ and ‘“ 
fores’’ considered before they come be- 
fore the town and are pushed through 
without hardly a word being said by any- 
one. 

In looking over our Exchanges, es- 
pecially at this time of year, we are read- 
ing constantly of the doings of Village 
Improvement societies, and Good Gov- 
ernment associations, Boards of Trade, 
and kindred organizations. In Brook- 
line the Village Improvement Society is

a potent factor in town affairs, expendi- 
tures, appropriations, etc. 
too, there-is--an Improvement. Society. 
Last week they held their annual meeting 
and matters pertaining to the city,-- 
schools, parks, expenditures of various 
kinds, were freely discussed, by business 
man, working man, city official, summer 
resident,—the discussion was open to 
all 

Now Manchester has no such organ- 
ization. In 1906-07 almost $300,000 
was spent,—money that had been appro- 
priated at town meeting, a greater part 
of it with no other discussion than the re- 
commendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee, which, in turn, had recommend- 
ed such appropriations after a number of 


meetings squeezed into the last two or 


three weeks of the year. ° 

We are glad to know that steps have 
been taken the past week toward. calling 
a meeting of men who would be. inter- 
ested in such a matter, with the view of 
either reorganizing the old Board of 
Trade or of organizing a new society, 
one of the principal objects of which 
would be to take up matters to be 
brought forward at town meeting, to dis- 
cuss such matters that they might be 
more intelligently placed before the town. 
It is so late now that itis very doubtful if 
anything definite will be done for the 
coming town meeting, but we are 
pleased to know the movement has been 


started and we hope it will not be drop- 


ped. 

We have no doubt tbat the members 
of our summer colony would only too 
gladly cohere with the townspeople in a 
matter of this kind. 


Wecall attention to the communica- 
tion on another page from one of our 
summer residents on the matter of a 
new hotel at Manchester, which has been 
agitated in the Breeze for several weeks. 
The. writer-refers to the hotels at Poland 
Springs, Stockbridge, Lenox, etc., and 
to the fact that these hotels are open the 
year rounds, pratically, and suggests that 
an up-to-date hotel on the North Shore 
conducted along the tines of the hotels 
referred to could keep open the year 
around. We heartily second this opin- 
ion. ‘There is no question but what a 
strictly first-class hotel on the North 
Shore could be kept oren practically the 
year round.

The boy’ s smisdeed is not 
ignored, but itis not a ‘‘crime,’’ to be 


merely punished. It constitutes ‘* delin- 
quency,’’ which is a condition to. be 
changed. The question for consider- 
ation is not merely what the boy did, 
but what he is. The powers of the 
court are substantially the same as under 
the old law, but the purpose is reclam- 
ation rather than mere punishment.

is to prevent juvenile crime by proper 
treatment of children before they break 
the laws and come to the courts. Play- 
grounds, boys’ clubs, the transformation 
of bad gangs into good ones, the person- 
al interest of good men and women in 
the neglected and the wayward, the im- 
provement of bad homes—all these and 
kindred efforts must be the reliance of 
the community for the reduction of ju- 
venile crime. 

In time, if proper attention is given to 
preventive measures, if every bad boy 
comes under the influence of a good man 
or woman; if those who are going astray, 
as well as those who have gone astray, 
are looked after, the bad boy will become 
less numerous. It may not be agreeable 
work, but it is duty, and the results are 
pleasant to remember. 

Mr. Spaulding illustrated the various 
points in his address by incidents drawn 
from a long experience and a very close 
contact with the work.

Mr. Bing- 

ham expressed his pleasure in being able 

to attend the gathering. He closed his 


remarks by _ reciting Longfellow’s 
“* Psalm of Life.’’ 
Rev. Fr. Wm. F. Powers was the 


second speaker.. He gave a very inter- 
esting talk, filled with much good humor 
as well as deep sentiment. He spoke as

““In rising to address a gathering like 
that which now meets my eyes, a speak- 
er may assure himself of a comparative- 
ly peaceful resception, no matter what 
queer things he is going to say; for if it 
be true that people who live in glass 
houses not only should not, but actually 
do not, throw stones, I may safely make 
remarks here that would excite an ordin- 
ary audience to riot.

‘trimmer,’’ is the man who failed, last 
spring, to trim my rose-bushes according 
to promise. 

““Moreover, gardeners all, though you 
may not be tainted with what was a few 
weeks since called ‘* Fitzgeraldism,’ "you 
are a race of unblushing i grafters?®? 
for any man calling himself a gardner, 
who has not done any grafting in arbor- 
iculture, has yet to learn his trade. 

‘Abe Ruef and ex-mayor Schmitz 
are known as the Californian grafters; 
but the most notorious Californian graf- 
ter of them all is Luther Burbank, who, 
according to late advises, has grafted a 
Virginia Creeper on a Scarlet Runner, 
and has thuschanged the pace of each 
vine.

‘Hence, to my mind, Edward Mark- 
ham’s poem, ‘ The Man with the Hoe,’ 
has not a clear ring. For though the 
man who weeds and who cultivates has 
his eyes on the ground; he sees there 
immeasurably more than is discerned by 
the brute beast; aye, with his eyes on 
the ground, he brings order out of chaos, 
he draws light from darkness,—in short 
his i is a creative energy. 

‘Again, to every man on this foot- 
stool there is given some special aptitude, 
which needs but the initiative and the 
purpose to make his life'a benefaction to 
his tellows. It is my conviction that 
there is, for all of us, sucha thing as 
vocation. And blessed is the man whose 
vocation itis to nurture the silent life 
of the garden. There, in the chosen 
sanctuary of his labor, and looking up 
confidingly to his appreciative self, are 
sweetness and place and harmony; and 
if his vocation has, as it should, become 
warp and woof of his being, how that 
sweetness and that place and that har- 
mony instill themselves into his soul, 
making him superior to the ugliness and 
strife and discord of ordinary existence! 

“Let work tell you that there is no 
royal road to success in your calling, that 
every step means labor, and, it may be, 
self-denial, that the past years have been 
but the promise of the time that is. still 
yours, and that if life is activity, activity 
is work. 

“Let duty tell you that you are re- 
sponsible for the vocation that God has 
bestowed on you, that you are not drift- 
wood washed up on the shores of the 
world, but Argosies .in search of the 
golden fleece of success, success in your 


homes, in your citizenship; for fidelity to . 


duty is the surest criterion of the most 
generous measure of success in life.’’

present day; Dr. Doune was Dean of 
St. Paul’s, a man of devout and con- 
templative mind, and a poet of no mean 
order of the mystical school; of his 
preaching the high praise is given, of 
** carrying some to heaven in holy rap- 
tures, and enticing others by a sacred art 
and courtship to amend their lives, here 
picturing a vice so as to make it ugly to 
those that practised it; and a virtue so as 
to make it beloved By those who loved it 
not; and all this with a most particular 
grace, and an unexpressible addition of 
comeliness.’ Sir Henry Wotton was a 
scion of a family distinguished for gen- 
erations in letters, in public service, and in 
all worthy living; he was himself a great 
scholar, a skilfull and honest diplomat, 


and withal a humble andsincere christian ; 


~ 


rejoicing as he neared the end of a life 


in which he had not always floated on a 


calm sea, but had met with cross winds 
and storms, that God had prevented him 
from “‘ making shipwreck of faith and a 
good conscience, and that now I see that I 
draw near my Richer of death, that har- 
bor that will secure me fom all the 
future storms and waves of this restless 
world; and I praise God that I am _ will- 


ing to leave it, and expect a better; that 
world Phen dwelleth tighteous 
ness; and | long for it.’’ Richard 


Hooker was the author of the “* Ecclesi- 
astical Polity,’’ a most grave and rev- 
erend divine, a profound scholar pre- 
ferring the quiet of a country parson- 
age to the scenes of the Court and the 
honors of a bishopric; a most humble 
man, meek and patient, leaving behind 
him not oniy the reputation of learning 
and intellectual greatness but the aroma of 
a godly life. Of George Herbert, the 
youthful poet of the ““ Temple,’’ and the 
saintly parish priest, cut off by early death, 
born to affluence and a family name, but 
setting higher value upon the privilege of 


"ministering to the poor and lowly, of 


fine musical taste, playing his viol and 
singing his way to heaven, wearing life 
out in constant vigils and devotion, the 
frail body at last yielding to the pressure 
of the keen and earnest spirit, it is 
enough to say that no finer or more 
beautiful soul ever ado:ned the history of 
the venerable Church of which he was 
so devoted and loyal ason. Dr. Robert 
Sanderson, the least known perhaps of 
the group, deserves a place in the bead- 
roll for his learning, piety and services, 
a valiant disputant and doughty champion 
of the Church, an able and judicious ad- 
ministrator, a man of vast learning, 
dying in the eighty-fifth year of his age, 
‘“*4 pattern of meekness and_ primitive 
innocence.’’ 

The style of Walton abounds in 
archaisms, is at times dignified and 
stately, and at times easy and flowing, 
and carries the reader on with an_ ever- 
increasing sense of the author’s virility 
and grace. Of the “‘Lives’’ those of 
Sir Henry Wotton and Herbert have a 
special charm; the latter especially is a 
classic, and has often been reprinted with 
editions of the “‘Temple:’’ it is one of 
the most gracious and graceful pieces of 
biography in the English language, a 
rarely beautiful story of a rarely beaut ful 
life, a story and life that breathe of the 
lily of the valley and the hills of frankin- 
cense. 

Walton was a most pronounced 
churchman and royalist; he treats all 
nonconformity with scant respect; he 
could see no good in Puritanism, though 
it numbered in its ranks such men as 
Milton, Cromwell and Hampden, John 
Cotton, John Harvard and ‘Thomas 
Hooker, and many another whose names 
are now ‘writ large’? among the 
world’s true heroes aud helpers. Her- 
bert, with all his churchliness, was of 
broader calibre and wider outlook, as 
witness his famous lines which narrowly 
escaped the ban of the Censor, 


“‘Religion stands atip-toe in our land, 
Ready to pass to the American strand. ” 


Walton lived to the great age of ninety 
years, and to the last day of his life pos- 
ce 
sessed all that should accompany old 
age, as honor, love, obedience, troops 
of friends.’’ He was laid to rest among 
the virtuous and wise in Winchester 
Cathedral. Upon the marble slab in the 
pavement above his grave is this in- 
scription: 
Here resteth the body of 
Mr. Isaac Walton 
Who dyed the 15th of December 
1683 
Alas hees gone before 
Gone to return noe more: 
Our panting breasts aspire 
After their aged Sire 
Whose well-spent life did last 
Full ninety years and past 
But now he hath begun 
That which will nere be done 
Crowned with eternall blisse 
We wish our Souls with his.

‘Iwo pretty little misses 
from Miss Connolly’s second year class 
at Roxbury, Genevieve O’ Connor and 
Katherine Green, —then gave an exhibi- 
tion of some fancy steps, and when they 
had completed they were each presented 
with a beautiful bouquet of roses. 

Dumb-bell exercises,.in which bean 
bags were substituted for dumb-bells, and 
relay races by the class were the next at- 
tractions and this was followed by classic 
dancing by Miss Anna Connolly. . Misses 
Marguerite Higgins and Gertrude Con- 
nolly, Sargent School, ’09, gave an ex- 
hibition of indian club swinging and fenc- 
ing. The concluding numbers by the 
class were classic dancing (the caprice 
movement) and dodge ball.

subscribers, handicapped by the ruling 
above mentioned.

Although absolutely new in this coun- 
try, the ‘‘ fresh air school’’ is not an ex- 
periment, asit has demonstrated its use- 
fulness in European countries to. the ex- 
tent that in many cities in England and 
on the continent they are considered a 
necessary part of the school system.

UPzTOzDATE BURGLAR 


Drinks Wine and Smokes Cigars, then Jumps Wall 20 feet to the Ground. 


Manchester had a burglar scare Thurs- 
day night, but as far as can be ascertained 
the would-be burglar escaped with noth- 
ing more than the contents of a bottle of 
wine, a gill or two of whiskey, and after 
he had smoked four good cigars. 

The scene of the excitement was the 
summer cottage of the Walter J. 
Mitchells at Manchester Cove. Owing 
tothe good work of the caretaker, Joseph 
Katen, and the prompt actions of Chief 
of Police Peabody the burglar was in- 
terrupted in his work before he had pro- 
ceeded far. 

Before 3 o’clock Mr. Katen noticed 
tracks leading up to the house which at- 
tracted his suspicions, especially so as 
he could not find where the tracks led 
away from the house again. He later 
telephoned to the police and Chief Pea- 
body took the 5.15 train for Magnolia 
and was soon at the house. Meanwhile 
the chauffeur, Fred Southergreen, with 
a rifle; William Roberts. the coachman, 
with a revolver, and a young man living 
at the Cove had surrounded the house. 
The Chief and Mr. Katen entered the 
basement while the others kept guard 

~ without. 

They passed from the basement to the 
first floor and the first thing to attract 
their attention was the fact that a small 
closet near the front door of the house, 
was locked, but there was no key either 
on the outside or inside, and they passed 
on through the house and up stairs to the 
attic. 

In the attic traces of his presence were 
found in the butt ends of two cigars, an 
almost empty bottle of wine and a bottle 
of whiskey, the contents of which had 
also been investigated by the visitor. 

They were looking around for further 
evidence of a visit when they heard shots 
on the outside and it was later found that 
the burglar had broken the shutter off the 
window in the little closet down stairs 
and had escaped. He was seen by one 
of the three men watching and the others 
were quickly notified with the result that 
the fellow was persued by all. 


He jumped over a wall, some twenty 
feet tothe ground on the back side of 
the house and escaped to the highway 
down over the hill, but not until four 
shots from the weapons carried by the 
coachman and chauffeur had been sent 
in his direction. ‘The fellow left his cap 
behind, —the only thing with which to 
identify him.

WEST BEACH CORPORATION. 


Some Facts of Interest Connected with West Beach, One of the Most 
Popular Spots Along the North Shore, 


In view of the fact that the annual 
meeting of the West Beach corporation 
—-the Beverly Farms’ town meeting—is 
to be held at Beverly Farms next Mon- 
day evening, and inasmuch as West 
Beach is probably used to a greater ex- 
tend and by more people in the summer 
months than any other beach along the 
North Shore, the following facts in _re- 
gard to the property and the corporation 
which owns it might be of interest to a 
big proportion of BREEZE readers. 


The West Beach corporation property 
is located at Beverly Farms, and the 
West Beach corporation was incorpor- 
ated by an act of the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature in the year 1852, it being a grant 
from John West to the people living 
within that portion of Beverly known as 
the West Farms, which portion embraces 
all of that part of Beverly east of a 
straight line at Pride’s Crossing running 
through the estates of Miss K. P. Lor- 
ing and Judge W. H. Moore to the sea. 


The West Beach corporation was 
created so that there might be a place for 
boating, bathing, the gathering of drift 
stuff, etc. , by the inhabitants residing with- 
in the district. 

In the natural order of events and es- 
pecially within the last few years there 
has come a material change in almost 
everything connected with the property, 
as formerly the property was simply cer- 
tain upland, beach and flats, used as a 
general rule by fishermen and farmers 
and with but few buildings; - today, ow- 
ing to the increase of population a con- 
siderable portion of the upland and some 
portions of the beach are utilized for 
buildings, they being practically all bath 
houses, many and varied in size and 
style; to such an extent has the property 
become a boating and bathing resort that 
it has become congested and it will be 
necessary in the near future to provide 
better facilities, especially with the idea 
of utilizing the property in such a man-

The young man who is thought to 
have broken into the W. J Mitchell 
cottage at Manchester Cove is now safe- 
ly locked in a cell at the Manchester 
police station.

He wasthere Thurs- 
day and Friday nights, and about 8 this 
morning he was discovered by Mr. Sar- 
gent on the beach, curled up against a 
big tree stumpthat had drifted ashore, 
and a boat, covered by a coat and with a 
double barrel gun he had taken from the 
shanty. He also wore Mr. Sargent’s 
cap. 

Mr. Paige of the almshouse drove to 
the beach and brought the fellow to the 
police station.

ner, that there may be plenty of reath- 
ing and playing space for the younger 
portion of the people in this part of the 
city where the inhabitants may rest or 
play. As amoatter of fact the children 
practically live there in the summer sea- 
son. 

The change in boating and bathing de- 
manded some few years ago that a suit- 
able pier be constructed, which was done 
and has proven a great suceess and in 
themselves the pier and bathing facilities 
have greatly enhanced the value and 
rental of property at Beverly Farms and 
Pride’s Crossing. 

The corporation has had built many 
bath-houses, mostly in the large rectangle 
at the easterly end of the property. Un- 
der the by-laws the directors have al- 
lowed certain members of the corpora- 
tion to construct upon a portion of the 
property bath-houses which shall be re- 
moved when the corporation may be 
able to provide a suitable building or 
buildings of its own. 

A certain portion has been leased from 
time to time to different persons for a 
good land rental, the conditions being 
that a sea wall was constructed, the land 
filled and an agreement entered into with 
the aforesaid persons that they shall 
vacate said property atthe will of the 
directors. 

The present board of directors inherit- 
ed a law suit brought by the Preston es- 
tate for a certain portion of the property 
and which has been in litigation for a 
number of years. This suit has been 
tried before an auditor, then a jury and 
at last was brought before the superior 
court, a final decree being made the 
latter part ot last May, as a result of 
which the corporation retains privileges 
which otherwise would have been lost. 
It has cost the corporation much money 
and the board of directors much time 
and labor. 

Thus far no persons except the mem- 
bers of the corporation have taken much 
interest in the corporation or its affairs; 
in fact, only the members of the corpor- 
ation know its history, and it might be 
added in fairness that nearly all the mem- 
bers are numbered in the regular in- 
habitant or native population. They 
have borne all of the burdens, many of 
them having given unsparingly their time, 
endeavors and aid, while onthe other 
band everyone who comes here even for 
a short period in the summer derives all 
the benefits and privileges which the cor- 
poration can give and of which, certainly, 
advantage is taken. 

The proportionate part of real estate 
within the corporation limits owned by 
the resident population is very small when 
compared with the real estate and_per- 
sonal property owned by the summer re- 


sidents and only one conclusion can be 
drawn as to what portion of the com- 
munity derives the greater benefit. 

The following statements might also 
be made: 

The corporation has a Board of Dir- 
ectors consisting of seven members who 
are elected annually. 

The act of incorporation does not al- 
low borrowing of money. | 

For money borrowed in the past the 
indorsements of members of the corpora- 
tion on notes have been obtained. 

‘The running expenses may be classed 
as follows: The caring for interest and 
sinking funds on pierf note; the caring 
for notes issued from time to time in 
anticipation of rental and subscriptions; 
the cleaning uf-beach, care of pier and 
bath-houses and patrol on beach who 
acts also as caretaker of property; the 
cost of the Preston law suit, so called; 
the filling of upland and when possible 
any general improvements; maintainance 
of the public highway from Lee’s gate 
to the railroad crossing; clerical work. 

The income may be classed as fol- 
lows: Subscriptions to pier fund; 
rentals from land; subscriptions to beach 
cleaning fund; rental from-bath-houses; 
from storage of floats. 


In view of the above facts it would 
seem that co-operation and aid should be 
cheerfully extended by our summer resi- 
dents toward making West Beach as 
beautiful and attractive as any other por- 
tion of Beverly Farms.

ADDITIONAL WATER SUPPLY 


Important Question to come before Manchester Voters for Action at 
Special Town Meeting Next Monday Evening. 


The much-mooted question of ad- 
ditional water supply for Manchester 
will come before the town for action 
next Monday evening, Feb. 24, at which 
time the special committee appointed at 
the last annual meeting will be ready to 
report. 

In fact, the printed report of the com- 
mittee has already been read, no doubt, 
by a majority of the voters, as it was dis. 
tributed around town on Monday. ‘The 
special article in the warrant on which 
the voters will be called upon to act is as 


- follows: 


““ To hear and act upon the report of 
the committee appointed at the annual 
meeting of 1907, and their consulting 
engineer, said committee having been 
appointed to ‘At once petition the Leg- 
islature for permission to use the waters 
of Gravelly Pond and to report at an ad- 
journed meeting their findings;’ and 
also to ‘Investigate any available sources 
of additional supply and to report to the 
town their findings at a future town 
meeting;’ and. tosee if the town will 
ratify and approve the doings of said 
committee in presenting a petition and 
bill to the present Legislature, asking

All things are evidently not going to

for permission to use the waters of 
Round Pond in addition to those of 
Gravelly Pond.”’ 

Next to the installation of the original 
water plant in Manchester this question 
of additional supply is probably the most 
important question that ever came before 
the town, as it involves an expenditure 
of $160,000 or over, besides an annual 
fixed charge for a mirnber of years, at 
least, of very nearly $15,000 more. 

THe special committee appointed at 
the last annual meeting to take up this 
matter is composed of Raymond C. Allen, 
chairman; Frank P. Knight, secretary; 
N. P. Meldrum, Frederick J. Merrill, 
Jeffrey T. Stanley, Dr. G. W. Blais- 
dell, D. T. Beaton, C. L. Crafts and 
Prof. C. L. Norton, and they have 
made a very plain and concise report of 
their findings, though the salient feature 
of their report, of course, is embodied 
in the words of their consulting engineer, 
Desmond Fitzgerald, eminently and 
widely known as authority on matters of 
water supply. 

A perusal of Mr. Fitzgerald’s report 
will at once convince one of the thor- 
ough manner in which he has investi- 
gated the subject and that his conclusions 
are well founded. He enters briefly in- 
to the present supply and the capacity of 
the present works and speaks more at 
length on the quality of the present sup- 
ply. 

He does not decry the present supply, 
but rather speaks regretfully, of the fact 
that more of the water is not available to 
meet the future needs. ‘“‘ One of the 
great advantages of the Manchester wa- 
ter,’’ he says, ‘‘is its low temperature 
and freedom from color, tastes and or- 
ganisms, very high recommendations. 
If a considerable quantity of similar wa- 
ter can be found in close proximity to 
the present supply, it would be an excel- 
lent source for the town to adopt, even 
though temporary in character due to its

ADDITIONAL WATER SUPPLY 


Continued from first page. 
proximity to a possibly increasing popu- 
lation. It would probably cost compara- 
atively little and would enable the town 
to tide over for many years the question 
of an additional supply involving large 
expenditures, and advance the question 
of change to a period when the burden 
could be more easily borne.’’ 

But before proceeding further he 
touches upon the. matter of population 
and shows that if the present increase 
keeps on it is reasonable to suppose that 
within ten years more the present total 
population of 3400 will be increased to 
5000 people, including the summer col- 
ony. And if the population increases as 
above the consumption will increase ac- 
cordingly. 

With this in mind he says: ‘‘ Look- 
ing at the matter broadly it seems evi- 
dent that in consider‘ng an additional 
supply of water, we should demand a 
source capable of yielding at least 500,- 
000 gallons daily throughout the year, 
and that if possible we should incline to- 
wards that which shows promise of a 
capacity for increase in the future to 
1,006,000 gallons daily. With an aver- 
age daily consumption of 500,000 gal- 
lons the supply should be also capable of 
yielding for short periods at least 1,500,- 
000 gallons daily.”’ 

Then having thus arrived at a con- 
clusion as to the amount of water which 
Manchester needs, he passes on to an 
examination of those sources which are 
available and discusses their several 
merits. 

The cost of developing the Saw Mill 
Brook source he believes is ‘‘ prohib- 
itory.’’ He says further, “‘I am led to 
the conclusion that the development of 
this system should only be resorted to in 
the case of there being no better pros- 
pect in view, and even then it would be 
wise to provide some additional storage 
above ground. ‘Ihe town should, if 
possible, secure some source of supply 
where the question of quantity can be 
placed beyond a_ reasonable doubt.’’ 
He still further disposes of this source by 
saying that the water contains iron in ob- 
jectionable quantity, necessitating some 
form of purification, probably aeration 
and filtration, which would be a source 
of continuous trouble and expense, even 
when carried out and maintained under 
the best possible scientific supervision. 

On the other hand—‘‘ The quality of 
the water at Gravel Pond is beyond 
question for a surface supply. It is 
colorless, clear, soft and free from ob- 
jectionable taste. The reason for the 
exceptional quality of Gravel Pond water 
is that there is no swampy water draining 
into it, and that the watershed is so small 
that the water is improved by being held 
along time in storage exposed to the 
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sun’s rays.’” 

Mr. Fitzgerald places the measure of 
efficiency of Gravel Pond at 135,000 
gallons daily, and says this is inadequate 
as a source of supply, but adds that ‘‘ The 
pond, however, has so many excellent 
characteristics, and is so favorably situ- 
ated, that it would be of great value if it 
could be reinforced from some outside 
source.’” Asan “‘outside source’’ he 
suggests Round Pond. While this latter 
water is not as good as that of Gravel 
Pond, it may be used in such a way as 
not to harm the latter water. 

“Taking everything into consider- 
ation,’’ he says, ‘“I believe Gravel Pond 
to be by far the best source of supply for 
Manchester to adopt. With the two 
supplies of water, one of ground water 
at Saw Mill Brook, and the additional 


‘supply at Gravel Pond, the town of 


Manchester will be in a peculiarly favor- 
able position to supply its inhabitants with 
water of excellent quality. If in the 
future, for any reason, it becomes wise 
to abandon the Saw Mill Brook supply, 
the whole supply of the town may be 
taken from Gravel Pond.”’ 

In concluding his report Mr. Fitz- 
gerald says that ‘‘from a general expe- 
rience in water works construction, I am 
satishied that the Gravel Pond supply 
will prove the cheapest in the end and 
that the development of this supply will 
de within a reasonable expenditure for 
the town at this time.”’ 

The committee in talking up the pre- 
paration of plans for the development of 
the supply on the lines suggested by the 
engineer, went to work along the fol- 
lowing lines, the installation of a high 
service being assumed: (1.) A force 
main from Gravel pond to the present 
force main at Vine and School streets, 
and a connection witha new standpipe 
on Moses hill; (2) a pumping station 
with necessary pumps, boilers and en- 
gines at Gravel pond and dams at Gravel 
and Round ponds; (3) a standpipe on 
Moses hill; and (4) a new equipment 
of engines at the present pumping sta- 
tion, designed to pump to the new 
standpipe. 

They estimate the cost of the pipe 
line as follows: 


Gravel Pond to Pleasant Street $39, 000 
Pleasant Street to Vine Street 14,000 
Force main to Standpipe 3,000 

Total, . $56,000 


Then there is the plant at Gravel 
ponds, dams, etc., and the pumps at the 
pumping station would have to be re- 
placed, and then there is the new stand- 


pipe. The estimate for all this (exclu- 
sive of land damage) is given as follows: 
Pipe lines $56,000 
Dams 3,000 
Gravel Pond plant 45,000 
New plant, Manchester 14,000 
Standpipe 27,500 

Total, $145,500

‘* Assuming that the new plant cost |

cent. per annum were issued, payable, 
as are the present ones, $6000 per year, 
the addition to the fixed charges would

As a-result of the investigations made 
under their direction the committee pre-. 
sent their findings as follows: 

1. That there is a real and increasing 
need for an additional supply of water in 
the town of Manchester. 

2. That in the judgment of their en- 
gineer and the State Board of Health, 
after thorough and careful investigation, 
the best and most practicable source of 
additional supply, of the quantity and 
quality necessary, is found in the use «of 
the waters of Gravel Pond, reinforced in 
the future by the waters of Round Pond, 
treated by filtration. 

3. That any development of | this 
source should be made in‘anticipation of 
the installation of high service, and that 
the town should secure the land for the 
new standpipe. 

4. That the cost of a complete addi- | 


tional plant, with high service standpipe 


and new pumps at Manchester, should 
not exceed $160,000, including land 
damage; and that the additional yearly 
fixed charge, resulting from the opera- 
tion of the new pumping plant four — 


-months in the year, and the retiring of

5. That if high service is omitted 
and the present pumps continued for a 
time in the Manchester station, the cost

Joe. MacDonald, the young man 
brought to the Manchester police station 
Jast Saturday morning, and who con- 
fessed that he was the man looked for in 
connection with the break at the Walter 
‘Mitchell house a week ago Thursday af- 
ternoon, was before the court in Salem 
Monday and pleaded guilty to the charge 
against him, and was held over for the 
May sitting of the grand jury in $500 
bonds. He is now in Salem jail.

own, and are not distanced by their 
quick-selling modern rivals; that the 
works of Bacon, Shakespeare, Milton, 
Dickens, are in steady demand; that 
among the largest issues of the press 
next to the Bible, to which Pilgrim’s 
Progress and Spurgeon’s sermons are a 
close second, are D. L. Moody’s works 
equalling 2,500,000 copiesayear. The 
world has not all gone daft yet. 

One is not to be charged with lack of 
patriotism if he has little sympathy with 
war spirit that sometimes crops out 
among us, and that is sometimes fostered 
by some of our public men who ought 
to know better. 

Aside altogether from all christian and 
humanitarian sentiment, all our interests 
are in the line of peace. Peace at any 
price may be an unworthy principle, war 
may sometimes be unavoidable; but there 
is nothing in sight at present which justi- 
fies the bellicose vaporings of a certain 
class of politicians and newspaper writers 
among us. 

The more conscience and moral sanity 
and hopefulness we can have in our 
business and political world, and the less 
of selfishness and buncombe, the better. 
It is easy to write Jeremiads and to fall 
into the slough of Despond, but there is 
reason to hope that the great mass of the 
American people are at heart in favor of 
fairness, honesty and right; the great 
trouble is, matters get so much into the 
hands of demagogues, shysters and men 
who have an axe to grind, that ,the 
people are seldom heard from. 

Let some great national and moral 
question stir the nation to its depths, and 
we Shall see a force set in motion as of 
mountains upheaving, a force with which 
politicians and place-hunters and all who 
vampire-like draw the blood of the body 
politic will have to reckon. 

kmerson said, ‘“ Your goodness must 
have some edge to it, else it is none,’’ 
is not very much of the goodness that is 
extolled and practised at the present day 
of a soft, flabby, jelly-fish nature and 
contour, that has no firmness and no dis- 
tinct: outline.

* The condition of the property, it is 
true, has been criticized by many, es- 
pecially by those who are not members 
of the corporation and a general feeling 
that more should be done has caused a 
great holding back of those who, did 
they realize even in a small way the 
denefits derived, could do much toward 
aiding in improving the property so_ that 
it would be of vastly greater benefit to 
the community besides giving equitable 
service to our members.

For many years Mr. Dalton has spent 
his summers at Beverly Farms and was 
known to almost the entire North Shore 
summer colony. He it was who gave 
the name of West Beach hill to that sec- 
tion of the Farms where he spent his 
summers. It previously had been known 
more familiarly as Dalton Hill. Mr. 
Dalton is survived by his wife, formerly 
Miss Mary McGregor, and by.a brother, 
Henry R. Dalton of Boston. 


Brookline’s Water Supply. 


Inasmuch as Manchester folk are 
much interested at the present time in an 
additional water supply the following 
clipping from last Sunday’s Boston Herald 
on Brookline’s water supply is quite 
apropos: 

** Non-residents who drink Brookline 
water in summer wonder how it is kept 
so cold. ‘hey cannot understand why 
it should be so refreshing at times when 
water in other cities and towns is warm. 
The secret of Brookline’s water is that 
it never sees daylight until it runs out of 
the faucet. 

“Tn 1873 the town voted $400,000 
for water works. [The water now dis- 
tributed through Brookline for household 
ures has the advantage of being taken 
from subterranean sources of remarkable 
purity, at a temperature of about 50 


degrees. 


oe ° 
Algae forms in water, however 
pure, thus taken from the ground, if the 


water be left in storage reservoirs ex- 
posed to light. Brookline first 


intro- — 


duced to its high service system a c v- 
ered receiving tank upon a hill, with the 


result that algae did not form there. A 
covered reservoir of large dimensions 
was then built for general use, and the 


effect upon the water has been all that~ 
was promised, for now every household — 
gets water as pure and al nost as cool as — 
when taken from the underground gravel 


deposits six miles away on the shores of 
the Charles river. 

‘* Brookline’s water is not ‘actually 
taken form the Charles river, but fron 
about 170 driven wells situated on the 
>anks of the upper reaches of the stream. 
‘These tap the springs which supply the 
river, so in this sense the water comes 
from the river. From the wells, the 
water is pumped direct to the covered 
reservoir on Fishers’s Hill.’’

We are pleased to learn that, though 
Senator Shaw has served his logical term 

‘as Manchester's representative in the 
Senate, his G-oucester friends are so 
much pleased with the manner he _ has 
represented the district that it is doubtful 
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if he would find oppesition in that 
quarter next fall did he choose to run for 
a third year, especially if he stands such 
a good chance of being the next presi- 
dent of the senate. In that capacity 
Senator Shaw should certainly be in a 
position to give this district the very best 
service. 


THE Annual meeting of the Town of 
Manchester which begins on Monday _ is 
one of unusual importance; and in view 
of the large expenditures involved, and 
especially the important question of the 
extension of its water system, this im- 
portance begins at once in the choice and 
election of its town officers. A large at- 
tendance is expected and desired, called 
out especially to determine who are to 
direct the affairs of its Water C »mmis- 
sion and the important duties pertaining 
to that office. ‘There is a strong feeling 
in the town that‘it is important to’ begin 
rizht, and to that end to secure officials 
who are best fitted to adopt and carry out 
the proposed work of extending and in- 
creasing the water supply which is, or 
soon will be inadequate to the ever in- 
creasing. demand. Whether _ these 
officials are to be the present board or 
whether a change is to be desired or ob- 
tained, the votes on Monday will de- 
termine. 


No other candidates have appeared for 
any of the town offices than those men- 
tioned in these columns last week, with 
the exception of James Hoare, whose 
paper for water commissioner was filed 


Monday. There are three aspirants for 


‘the board of selectmen beside the pres- 


ent board, and there are two applicants 
each for the one and two year terms of 
the board of assessors. But F. K. Swett 
is the only candidate for the three year 
term. From what we have been able to 
see and hear the past week, we should 
judge that the present board of selectmen 
—F. K. Swett, E. S. Knight and W. 
R. Bell—will be re-elected, and that 
they will also be elected assessors for the 
various terms for which they are candi- 
dates. In view of the recommendations 
of the appropriation committee it would 
seem that it is the cheapest thing for the 
town to have the same men serve on both 
boards, and thus save the expense of 
having two off—ices,two sets of desks, etc., 
for the present year at least. 

As long as the present board is running 


for both offices it would be much cheaper 
in that way,to have the same men serve 
in both. It is feasible at any rate to have 


the same chairman for both boards, as it 


is best to keep the office open as it has 
been the past year.

“It is very unfortunate that the plans 
and specifications are not ready now so 
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that you could take advantage of the pre- 
sent low prices, as you know pig iron is 
now at very low cbb. 

“You are very fortunate in having a 
supply so near the town. It is not by 
any means unfavorably situated. Most 
of the towns have gone through exactly 
the same experience as you. The sys- 
tem is outgrown even before you antici- 
pate what it is going to be. The great 
point is to anticipate it in time, because a 
sufficient supply of good water is the 
greatest boon a town can have.’’ 

Samuei Knight said that it was good 
water and an abundant supply of it that 
the town was after. He had read the 
report of the committee and engineer 
very carefully, and he assumed that 
others had done so, also. Yet, there 
was a feeling in the minds of many, 
he thought, that we ought to go to 
Beaver Dam swamp; that this would 
Jatt 10 or 15 years and that the 
cost would not be half of the Gravel 
Pond project. 

Mr. Fitzgerald replied to this that there 
was plenty of water at Beaver Dam _ but 
it is another question how to develop it 
and use it. It isn’t a good water, he 
said, and it would cost an enormous sum 
to make it right for domestic use. In 
the first place there must be a storage 
reservoir. Unfortunately this brook 
(Saw Mill) runs through several swamps 
and these are the best places f. r reservoirs. 
‘These swamps take up a large amount 
of organic matter and a large quantity of 
algae form in the summer, so that the 
only way to get a good reservoir is to dig 
out the mud, and that is very expensive. 
The result is you have a more expensive 
system than we recommend and the 
water is nct nearly as good. 

In reply to further questions Mr. 
Gerald said that the water of Gravel Pond 
is absolutely good,—white as spring 
water. Round Pond water: is slightly 
colored, but as this would be taken into 
Gravel Pond only in small quantities each 
day it will have become bleached before 
it is distributed. But the time will come 
when the water from Round Pond will 
be taken in such quantity that it will have 
to be filtered. 

M. E. Gorman asked questions which 
brought out statements from Mr. Fitz 
Gerald that Chebacco lake and Gravel 
pond are some 500 or 600 feet apart and 
that a bank of gravel separates the two 
through which the water does not pene- 
trate. 

Questions by Mr. Morley seemed to 
indicate that he was strongly in favor of 
the Gravel Pond project to all ‘others. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Mr. 
FitzGerald for his kindness in coming to 
the meeting and for the information he 
had given the meeting.

by on the other side; all that is best and 
bright in social life would shun our _ bor- 
ders. All this is self-evident. The 
town therefore is in debt to the churches. 

“* Frankly, how can that debt be dis- 
charged? By making the work of the 
churches just as easy as possible. By 
this I mean that forces antagonistic to 
thejchurches should be put under check. 
If there is anything that opposes the 
evangel which the churches proclaim, 
that thing should be removed. Nothing 
so obstructs and nullifies the work of the 
churches as the saloon. For that reason 
the town should see to it that no-license 
is granted for the sale of liqours. 

‘There are two reasons why men will 
vote for license atthe town meeting. 
First, because they want it. I have little 
to say to this class, except to express the 
conviction that on sober second thought 
many of these so-called license advocates 
would vote ‘ No.’ 

“There are few men so selfish as to 
wish to imperil the morals of hundreds 
of young people simply in order that their 
taste for liquor may’be gratified. These 
are few fathers who want their children 
to look through the swinging doors of a 
bar room on their way to and from school 
almost every day of the year. That 
seems to be the inevitable lot of city chil- 
dren, God pity them, but it need not be 
the lot of children in the villages of Mas- 
sachussetts. 

“* Another reason why men will vote 
for license is because the no-license law 
has not been enforced. I wish to speak 
very earnestly to this class. You should 
vote for no-license, first, from principle. 
If you believe the saloon is an evil you 
should never join hands at the polls with 
those of the opposite belief. Would you 
like to be photograped standing along- 
side the liquor dealer holding up a ballot 
marked the same as his in the space de- 
voted to the question “Yes’ or ‘No?’ 

““Second, you should vote ‘ No’ be- 
cause a no-license law is the only possible 
basis upon which efforts making toward 
a clean town can rest. If there were no 
such law, however zealous you might be 
for the suppression of the saloon, your 
zeal would not only go for nothing, but 
you. would be laughed at for your pains. 

“Third, you should vote no because 
the larger the no-license vote the greater 
heed will the officials elected pay to your 
demand that the law be enforced. 

“Tt is held by many that a no-license 
law cannot be enforced in our town. 
First, because it is complicated; second, 
because itis unpopular. Neither of these 
reasons are sound. In fact, they are no 
reasonsat all. If the law is complicated, 
who made it so? It would be perfectly 
simple if impartially administered. Any

Its framers intended that through its 
adoption the people could get relief from 
the presence of an unsavory nuisance. 
If the officers receiving the majority of 
votes at the next town election should be 
restrained from entering upon their sev- 
eral offices by a revolutionary element we 
should be greatly scandalized, and wheth- 
er we had voted for them or not we 
should all feel under equal obligation to 


put down the revolutionary uprising, and 
to see that these men lawfully elected 
were inducted into office. The same 


principal applies when considering the 


enforement of the no-license law.

Economy was the keynote of the an- 
nual town meeting in Manchester on 
Monday and Tuesday of the past week. 
Curtailments were in order all along the 
line. Though a total of $169,553.76 
was appropriated, all sums were» voted 
with an eye toward economy. 

The election Monday afternoon had 
many surprises. First of all former 
Chairman Swett of the Board of Select- 
men, who was looked to as an easy 
winner, lost the election by seven votes. 
While many expected George L. Allen 
would win out, few thought Mr. Swett 
would be the losing man. 

It is very evident, now that the election 
is over, that Mr. Swett lost, not through 
any concerted movement to throw him 
down, but through the over confidence 
of the voters that he, of all others, would 
be elected. No man has filled the office 
of selectman in recent years, with more 
general satisfaction than Mr. Swett, and

ways. 

Edward S$. Knight (now chairman) 
and Walter R. Bell were returned on 
the board of selectmen, and also on the 
new board of assessors, Mr. Knight for 
the two year term, and Mr. Bell for the 
one year term. Mr. Swett was elected 
for the three year term, and has since 
been elected chairman of the board. 

The election of James Hoare as water 
commissioner for three years over N. P. 
Meldrum, by nine votes, was another 
surprise. 
to Mr. Meldrum from the fact that Mr. 
Hoare did notenter the field until the 
last week, and because Mr. Hoare was 
the third candidate. Mr. Hildreth re- 
ceived 94 votes. 

Frank A. Rowe was an easy winner 
in the contest for park commissioner for 
three years. He received 181 votes to 
121 for C. O. Howe, the retiring com- 
missioner, and 134 for J. S. Reed. 

The license vote was __ strongly 
‘* apainst,’’ the vote standing 260 ““No,”’ 
to 182 ““Yes:’’ Last year- it was 163 
““Yes,’’ and 224 “‘No.”’ 


Many conceded the election 


The total vote cast was 470, one of 
the largest, ;if not the largest, ever re- 
corded at a Manchester town election. 
In 1906, 465 votes were cast. Last year 
the vote was 409. 

The meeting was not what might be 
called a lively one, though the discussion 
waxed warm when the school department 
and highway department appropriations 
were under consideration. 

Much credit is due the moderator, 
Raymond C. Allen, for the manner in 
which he handled the business of the 
meeting. Very few meetings with so 
many articles, calling for so many appro- 
priations, have been put through in such 
a short time. When the meeting closed 
Tuesday evening every article in the 
warrant had been acted upon, except 
a few which were held over to the ad- 
journed meeting. 

Allthe credit, however, should not go 
to the moderator, but the appropriation 
committee are to be praised for the very 
efficient and complete report presented 
by them, which aided materially in ex- 
pediting the business of the meeting.

WHAT WAS SAID AND DONE AT MANCHESTER TOWN MEETING 


Town Meeting was called to order . 


Monday morning at 9 o’clock by Town 
Clerk A. S. Jewett, and after the reading 
of the warrant, R. C. Allen was elected 
Moderator, 36 ballots being cast. 

In accepting the office Mr. Allen 
thanked the voters. “* This marks a 
rather important year in the administra- 
tion of affairs in Manchester,’’ he said. 
““ Expenses have been increasing every 
year for the past 14 or 15 years. This 
year the town will have to spend consid- 
erable money, and in view of the present 
stringency of the financial condition, it is 
important that we be careful. There 
are two things that appeal to me: first, 
everybody that has anything to say, say 
it; ask questions, perhaps it will lead to 
others asking questions; second, vote. 


It is arevelation to me to sit in this chair 


and see the large number of | citizens that 
vote neither one way nor another.’’ 

The following tellers were appointed; 
SveevV. Hoare, T. .C. Rowe, R. J. 
Baker and W. R. Bennett, by the select- 
men; Edward Crowell and G. A. 
Knoerr, by the Moderator. 

F. K. Hooper moved that all unex- 
pended balances of last year be turned 

back into the town treasury. Voted. 


Art. 3. Mr. Swett moved that the 
polls be opened at 12 noon and close at 
5.30 p. m. Voted. 

Art. 2. Acceptance of reports. 


F. K. Hooper in presenting the report 
of the Finance Committee said the com- 
mittee had tried from the start to be con- 
servative in their recommendations, and 
to that end they recommended a reduc- 
tion all along the line wherever it can be 
had, one reason for which is the inevit- 


able fact that the valuation of the town 
_ will be much less next spring than the 


_ past year, on personal property, because 


_ of the business depression and the con- 
_ sequent depreciation of bonds, stocks, 
a Ctc.

_ than usual, but the committee had tried 


Mr. Hooper said that he wished sev- 


_ en-eighths, rather than one-fortieth of the 


voters were present. The report of the 
committee, he said, was a little larger 


to go into things a little more fully. 


There is no question, he said, but what 


_ the bank and corporation tax will be less 
next year, even if the valuation of the 


_ town remains the same. 


In making up 
the report the heads of departments were 


_calledin and in every case they were 


asked if they couldn’t cut down expenses 
_ in some way. 


“* Last year,’’ said Mr. Hooper, “‘ you 


appropriated money for state and county 
taxes, but you paid $3000 more than you 


appropriated. So this year the county 
tax will be some $3000 more, probably, 
_ making $6000 more than we appropriated 
last year. In view of these facts the 


~ 


committee have recommended a curtail- 
ment in some departments. In one de- 
partment it was raised. The committee, 
however, do not feel that what they have 
done is necessarily final.’’ 

The reports of the various town offic- 
ers, committees, boards, etc., were act- 
ed upon. 

Water report. Samuel Knight asked 
about the “‘uncollectable’’ water bills, 
which the board asked to have abated. 
Why should they be abated? Aren’t 
they collectable?’ The fact that a man 
sells his property is no reason why he 
should not pay his back water bills. 

N. P. Meldrum. I think I know 
as much about the efforts to collect these 
bills as anyone. It is impossible to. col- 
lect some of them. I don’t know any 
way to collect unless we sue the parties. 

F. K. Hooper moved an indefinite 
postponement of the recommendation 
fer abatement. Carried. 

Art. 70. F. K. Hooper moved an as- 
signment ofa portion of this article to 
7.30 in the evening. Carried. 

Police report. W.C. Rust asked to 
have read the directions given the police 
regarding the enforcement of the laws. 

Chairman Swett of the selectmen read 
the instructions as entered on the secre- 
tary’s book, dated May 27, 1907, in 
which the board voted to instruct the 
chief of police to enforce all laws of the 
State of Massachusetts in an impartial 
manner. 

Mr. Rust. That’s all well enough as 
far as it goes. “There are laws about the 
enforcement of the liquor law, too. 

F. K. Hooper thought the police had 
carried out their instructions very well 
indeed. He really thought they had 
done first-rate work the past year. Mr. 
Hooper called for an explanation from 
the chief regarding the recommendation 
as to the giving over to the police de- 
partment the use of the room over the 
station. 

Chief Peabody said that the room was 
needed by the department for several rea- 
sons. If people are there sick, it makes 
it very uncomfortable to have noise over- 
head. ‘The doctors had said there ought 
to be some place in the center of the 
town to take people injured, or sick, and 
it was suggested the station, or rooms 
over head would make a good place. 
People very often called at the station to 
see the police on business and it was very 
embarrasing on such occasions to have 
drunks, or others locked up, within hear- 
ing distance, and sometimes swearing. 

S. Knight thought $75 (the rent now 
received) did not grow on every bush. 
If the drunks swear, chloroform them. 

Dr. Tyler moved the report of the 
chief be accepted, but the recommenda- 
tions be held over until 8 o’clock in the 


evening. 

Park commissioners’ report. A. Cun- 
ningham asked if the life boat at Singing 
Beach was in really good condition, as 
the report stated. 

C. O. Howe said it was. 

The discussion of the. morning came 
when the school committee’s report was 
taken up. W. C. Rust. started this. 

The more money we appropriate’’ 
said Mr. Rust, ‘‘the less good we seem

to get out of the schools. What is the 
reason so many of the scholars go out of 
town to school, to Gloucester, princi- 
pally?’’ 

E. A. Lane said that tne High school 
stood as high as any in the state. One 
reason, he thought, why the young peo- 
ple went to Gloucester to school was be- 
cause the school there is much larger, 
has military training as an attraction for 
the boys, and other aversions not found 
at home. 

Samuel Knight, G. S. Sinnicks, F. K. 
Hooper, H. T. Bingham, John Baker, 
Dr. Tyjer, FJ: Merrill, .D. LL Bing- 
ham and A. S. Jewett were the other 
speakers. 

S. Knight. It seems to me this is a 
very pertinent question. I wish the par- 
ents who have children go out of town 
would give some explanation. 

G. S. Sinnicks said this was a very 
delicate question for him to talk upon. 
His reason for having his boy go to Glou- 
cester was not because he wanted to serd 
him, but because the boy was doing bet- 
ter work, he is getting better results than 
he was here. 

F. K. Hooper, had always believed 
Manchester should be liberal with its 
schools. But it is time to cut /lown 
somewhere,—cut down rather that in- 
crease. 


C. R. Fish would like to ask the ap- 
_propriation committee one question: 
Did they advise a cut down and expect 
to provide schools like Gloucester. 

Dr. Tyler said he thought it a pretty 
wise move to cut down the salary of 
the superintendent to $1000. 

E. A. Lane said that whatever the 
town voted and recommended, he would 
try as one of the committee to’carry out. 
He thought the schools were ona very 
much better footing now than when the 
present superintendent came here. 

G. S. Sinnicks. One of the strong 
points was that we should have a_ super- 
intendent all the time and that he could 
take care of a class at the High’ school. 
If we needed him three years ago every 
day in the week and paid him for every 
day in the week, why not now? 

fF. J. Merrill, said he had sent his boy 
to Gloucester because he could do better 
work there. “There is more school spirit, 
more enthusiasm, it makes a boy broad- 


en out and he enjoys his work. Mr. 
Fish has done a_ great deal for our 
schools. If there was need of constant 


supervision three years ago, there is now. 

A. S. Jewett. In listening to what 
has been said it is a question whether by 
reducing the appropriation we would im- 
prove our schools. The boys go 
out of town because they like it better, 
they can do better work; they have what 
we Call esprit de corps—that mingling with 
larger numbers. We gave R. M. Morse 
$10,000 for his time on the Beach bank 
case, yet it is safe to say he did not spend 
many solid weeks of work on that case. 
Wehad to pay him for the 30 or 40 
years of experience and knowledge be- 
hind it all. In your superintendent you 
have all these past years of accumulated 
knowledge; you have what you call an 
expert. What we need is that healthy 
stimulus in our community. I call it 
healthy stimulus to have men of experi- 
ence, men of culture and education about 
us. 
D. L. Bingham spoke of the way the 
pupils of the High school are using the 
library for help on their work. He had 
noticed it more the past few years than 
ever before. “The principal of the Glou- 
cester schoo], he said, was an exceptional 
man. After a boy is in contact with him 
for a while he cannot help but have that 
manly appearance we hear about here. 
You know one of the most important 
works of the teacher is to direct and lead 
the young. 

E. A. Lane. When the gentleman 
came here he was employed for $1500. 
He had been here a year and wanted 
more pay. We gave him a slight in- 
crease. [he next year he wanted more 
or take on more work. We decided to 
let him take on Amesbury. We con- 
cluded we could not finda man for any 
less money capable of superintending 
our schools. 7 
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This closed the discussion and the re- 
port was accepted. 

Report of Trustees of Public Library. 
D. L. Bingham spoke of the increase of 
circulation the past year and of the num- 
ber of books for consultation. All the 
fiction is passed upon by a committee of 
the American Library association, he 
sard,—an excellent feature.

Pound Keeper C. O. Howe: By 
vote last year the selectmen were author- 
ized to build a pound. It was built, but 
they failed to puta padlock on. Now, 
I suggest that they put a padlock on and 
give me the key. 

Art 4. Jury list. Accepted. 

Art. 34. Memorial Day observance. 
E. P. Stanley stated that there were $15 
or $16 left over from last year. This 
year the post would have to pay $146 for 
a band, against $75 last year. It is up to 
the voters to say whether they shall give 
us $200 or more. The additional cost 
of band is due to union prices, that being 
the least they can receive. 

W. F. Spry: I would like to correct 
the last speaker. I think he is mistaken 
as to price. [he band they have en- 
gaged is costing them just twice as much 
as they would have to pay the Manches- 
ter band. 

W. C. Rust moved $200 be appro- 
priated. Carried. 

The recommendation in the report of 


police, pertaining to the use of the rooms 


over the station, assigned to this hour, 
was called. On motion of W. C. Rust 
the recommendation was passed over. 

Art. 50. To see if the town will 
accept a deed and dedication of certain 
woodlands along the Essex New Road as 
a public park, in addition to similar 
acceptances heretofore voted by the 
town. 

R. C. Lincoln said that when that 
article was put into the warrant it was the 
intention to deed a piece of land given 
by Julius F. Rabardy, but it turned’ out 
since that the land is not in the town of 
Manchester, but in Essex. So far as 
this article is concerned he would ask 
that it be passed over, but he would 
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offer the following resolution: 
Reso_tvep: ‘That whereas our towns- 
man, Mr. Julius F. Rabardy has given to 
the trustees of the Essex Woods 
Fund certain land in the town of Essex, 
bordering upon the beautiful woods-road 
between Manchester and Essex and ad- 
joining the lands in Manchester hereto- 
fore accepted by our town as a_ public 
woods-park, said land to be held by them 
in trust as a part of this reservation, 
Now therefore, the town of Manches- 
ter desires to express and record its ap- 
' preciation of the public spirit and gener- 
osity which prompted this gift made by 
~ Mr. Rabardy in the hope that others may 
feel a like interest in promoting the pub- 
lic benefit. . 

On motion of Samuel Knight the reso- 
lutions were adopted. 

Art. 5. Appropriation committee. 
John Baker moved that the town appoint 
an appropriation committee for three 
years, said committee to be appointed by 
the chair. The moderator appointed 
D. T. Beaton, F. P. Knight and John 
Baker, the three members whose terms 
expire this year. Mr. Knight declined 
to serve and F. J. Merrill was appointed 
in his place. 

On motion of John Baker a vote of 
thanks was extended to Mr. Knight for 
the able and impartial manner in which 
he had served on the committee. 

Art. 6. Highways. The recom- 
mendation of the approp. committee for 
this was $15,000. 
that the town appropriate $15,000 for the 
maintenance and improvement of high- 
ways, bridges, sidewalks, etc., including 
the salary of superintendent of streets. 

E. S. Knight stated that there were 
$1200 unpaid bills in this department and 
the appropriation must include this 
amount. 

Mr. Rust moved to amend by _ insert- 
ing $16,200, where $15,000 now 
appears. 

D. T. Beaton said that this matter was 
brought “up and fully discussed in the 
meeting of the approp. committee. 
There had been a great deal of talk as to 
the school and highway departments, 
and much dissatisfaction with the roads 
the past year. Poor roads for the money 
spent. Weare paying a whole lot for 
what we get. He objected to the 
amendment. ‘The vote was counted, 65 
voting in the affirmative, and 93 in the 
negative. 

The original motion ($15,000) was 
carried. 

O. M. Stanley moved that the salary 
of the Supt. of Streets be $1200. As 
this is a year of economy I think this is 
fullenough. Jam going to put in an 
application for superintendent of streets 
and I think I am competent, and think I 
can give the town as good streets as we 
are getting now. I hope the town will 
vote for economy and goodroads. If I 


Mr. Hooper moved. 


can’t build good roads then I will call 
myself a fraud. 

S. Knight. As a rule people have 
been only too glad to vote fora raise in 
salaries. I have always fought it, and 
now you are doing the opposite thing. 
You have disenabled your superintendent 
by cutting him ‘off from doing contract 
work. You have forced him to put only 
certain men to work, men who aren't 
able to do an hour's work without 
quitting and going off to Gloucester to 
get drunk. And now you say let’s cut 
this thing down; let’s have a new man. 
It would be well to consider this thing 
well before we proceed too far. 

John Baker offered amendment so 


that it wouid read ‘‘not more than 
$1500. The vote to amend was 99 to 
16. The motion ($1500) was then 
carried. 

Art. 6. Crushing stone. $2000 was 
appropriated on motion of F._ K. 
Hooper. 


The following recommendation in 
Supt. Kimball’s report was the cause of 
considerable discussion: that the town 
require the telephone people when re- 
moving an old hard pine pole to replace 
the same witha sound, straight round pole 
of chestnut wood,and thatso much of said 
chestnut pole as is placed inthe ground, 
together with four inches above the 
ground, shall be treated to some chem- 
ical process to prevent decay; also that 
al poles and the setting of the same be to 
the entire satisfaction and acceptance of 
some one whom the selectmen may 
appoint. 

W. C. Rust moved the adoption of 
the recommendation. 

M. E. Gorman boped the town 
wouldn’t depart from the square, good 
looking poles on the streets at the pres- 
ent time. It is impossible to get any 
good straight round pols. 

Samuel Knight. It isn’t only the looks 
of the thing. Wherever you dig up a 
pole you have to tear up the street and 
sidewalk and the road at that point never 
looks as good again. The day has gone 
by when hard pine supersedes other 
wood for flag poles, telephone poles, etc. 
If you will adopt and take the round 
chestnut pole you will never regret it. 

M. E. Gorman. 95 per cent. of the 
poles are set in the curbstone and you 
don’t have to tear up the street to remove 
a pole. 

Supt. Kimball didn’t care to place his 
judgment against that of a man who _ had 
had so much experience. I recommend 
this thing because in my judgment it is 
for the good of the town. We are now 
getting no other than short leaf pine 
Before the trees are cut they are sapped, 
and when atree is sapped it is dead to 
the world. 

W.C. Rust. Anyone passing along 
our streets can notice pole after pole that 
is rotted away, Itis a great detriment 


to the road and concrete sidewalk to take 
up poles. I believe it is economy for the 
town to have round poles. 

John Baker. This recommendation 
is a sensible one and the town ought to 
adopt it. 

M. E. Gorman. The telephone 
company asks for a great deal, but they 
don’t give up much. ‘The difference in 
cost between a round pole and a square 
pole is,—what is it, gentlemen?—just 
about $15; $15 saved on each pole. 
Give up nothing to the New England 
Tel. Co.! Stick to what you have! 
Be men, get what’s coming to you, 
don’t give anything to that corporation, 
not to anybody else that s working for 
the interest of that corporation! 

Supt. Kimball. I’m not a Cicero, 
nor a Demosthenes. It is true the New 
Eng. Tel. Co., is here, ard they gave 
nothing for their franchise; but who is 
to blame? I well remember when the 
company put in their wires I said the 
town offices should have telephones in 
exchange for the franchise. 

The vcte on the recommendation was 
67 to 106 against. 

The recommendation of the selectmen 
for more of the same style signboards as 
have been placed in certain parts of the 
town this year, was adopted. 

The recommendation of the board to 
rebuild Bridgest. inthe West Manchester 
section was left with the selectmen on 
motion of F. K. Hooper. M. E. 
Gorman inquired the difference in cost 
between the best grade macadam road 
and the tar macadam. 

Reconstruction of Forest street in its 
entirety. Left with selectmen. 

Supt. Kimball! moved that the select- 
men be instructed to sell the old Kelly 
roller. Carried. 

*M. E. Gorman. If it is to be sold, it 
should be sold at auction, after being 
properly advertised, and sold to the high- 
est bidder.

Tue terrible school house fire at 
Cleveland this week, in which some 164 
children were either burned to death or 
killed, has shocked the whole country. 
One of the papers says the authorities 
were responsible for using school~ build- 
ing the doors of which opened toward 
the inside; fire 
escapes on building; practicing only one 
means of exitin daily fire drills; locking 
back door of building where children were 


providing inadequate 


quartered. 

Manchester parents need not fear dis- 
aster from any of these causes. © On in- 
terviewing Principal Mead of the G. A. 
Priest school we find that all the doors of 
the building open outward and can be 
opened at any time by even the smallest 
child. The doors are always unlocked 
while school is in session. “Though 
there are no fire escapes on the outside 
of the building there are three principal 
exits. The rooms are all on the first 
and second floor, anyway. In practicing 
the fire drill all exits are used. As an- 
other precaution, and to overcome the 
possibility of abell being out of order, 
drummer boys always give the signal for 
leaving the building by sounding “‘taps.’’ 
The first call always means to drop every- 
thing and get in line. In fire drill the 
children usually get outside the building 
in 50 seconds or a little less. The prin- 
cipal has always been very strict on the 
children behaving themselves when prac- 
ticing the fire drill.

But the motion on 
the amendment did not prevail, 60 to 64. 

$22,800 was the amount appropriated. 

F. K. Hooper moved that the salary 
of the Supt. of Schools not exceed 
$1000. 

The Moderator said he was of the 
opinion that the town could not take any 
legal action along that line other than to 
make a suggestion to the committee, as 
it was in their power to determine the 
salary of the superintendent. Any sug- 
gestion, however, would be in order. 

Supt. Fish arose to a point of order. 
He said that in this commonwealth the 
school committee act, not as agents of 
the town, but as officials of the state; 
the state guards the rights of its children. 
If the school committee are state officials 
they must carry out the laws of the state, 
which say they shall elect a superintend- 
ent of schools and fix his salary. You 
cannot fix the salary, so what do you 
vote on it for? The committee have 
gone over the figures on school expense 
very carefully, and I don’t think they 
would expend one cent more than they 
need. You aren’t going to mortgage the 
future of your children for $1000. I 
am speaking as a fellow citizen, not as 
superintendent. I don’t think we want 
to do illegal things. 

F. K. Hooper was very glad the super- 
intendent had expressed himself. His 
recommendation was not for the purpose 
of saving a dollar to the detriment of any 
child. 

Austin Morley. This is a_ serious 
question. We ought to give our chil- 
dren the best we can find. If we are 
going to cut down any of the other depart- 
ments let’s cut them down, but for God’s 
sake, let’s not cut the children down. 

D. T. Beaton. On this basis,—three 
days a week—we are paying $3000 a 
year for superintendent of schools. 

The motion ($1000) was put and car- 
ried. 

Art. 11. School playground. 

Austin Morley. They call ita play- 
ground; why not call ita dump? 

A. C. Needham said that out of last 
year’s appropriation of $300, $146 had 
been paid to Frederick Burnham, for a 
bill that had not been presented before. 

A. Cunningham. Hope if any money 
is appropriated they will at least cut the 
grass so that the boys can play ball. 

$300 was appropriated on motion of 
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‘AA. C. Needham. 


At 9.45 the meeting adjourned to 7.30 
Tuesday evening. 


Tuesday Evening Session. 


The Tuesday evening session was 
called to order promptly at 7.30. The 
hall was nearly filled with voters. 

Art. 12. Water department appro- 
priations was the first matter of business. 

Chairman F. J. Merrill said that inas- 
much as the appropriation committee 
had cut down the amount called for, in 
an endeavor to economize, the commis- 
sioners were willing to try to run the de- 
partment on the money the committee 
had recommended. He moved $2000 
be appropriated with receipts for service 
and extensions; $300 for purchase of 
meters; $350 for official salaries, $150 
for clerk and $100 each for the other 
two members; $7800 for maintenance, 
including $300 for clerical work. 

Art. 13. The water commissioners 
were authorized to lay a six-inch pipe 
from Raymond street through land of 
Caroline Butler, a distance of 950 feet, 
and $900 was appropriated for the pur- 
pose. The cost is under the 6 per cent. 
guarantee agreement. 

Art. 14. $5500 was appropriated for 
the maintenance of police department. 

Art. 15. $125 for the care of police 
clock and alarm system and care of town 
ambulance. 

Art. 16. $1400 and surplus dog tax 
was appropriated for maintenance of 
public library. 

Art. 17. The board of health asked 
for $1200, but F. K. Hooper said a 
member of the board had told the com- 
mittee that $1000 was enough, and that 
amount was appropriated. 

Art: 18. $5700 was appropriated for 
maintenance of fire department. 

Art. 19. $750 was appropriated for 
purchase of 1000 feet of best double 
jacket rubber lined hose. 

Art. 20. $1000 was appropriated for 
care of cemeteries and chapel. 


Art. 21. $2000 was appropriated for 
new receiving tomb. 

Art. 22. O. T. Roberts moved that 
the town accept Sec. 24, Chapter 


78, of the Revised Laws, authorizing 
the town treasurer to receive in trust 
money from individuals, the .income 
from which shall be used for the perpet- 
ual care of their cemetery lots. 

Mr. Roberts explained that towns and 
cities generally are adopting this act. 
We have about eight applicants already 
for placing such funds, the last being 
Mr. Hibbard, administrator of the estate 
of the late Miss Crowell. 

The Moderator read the act. Samuel 
Knight asked if this covered private lots 
also. The Moderator thought that it 
applied only to public cemeteries. 


The motion for acceptance was 
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carried unanimously. 


Art. 23. Street lights. 
appropriated. 
Art. 24. Parks. On motion of D. 


T. Beaton, who explained that the de- 
partment would endeavor to get along 
with a smaller appropriation than usual, 
$1800 was appropriated for care and 
maintenance of parks. 

Art. 25. New bath house at Singing 
Beach. Passed over. 

Art. 26. $4200 for dredging from the 
main channel to Beach street park. F. 
K. Hooper moved indefinite postpone- 
ment. Not an absolute necessity and 
can wait a while longer. 

E. P. Stanley said a channel would be 
a great convenience to many, and would 
be one means of attracting more of Ee 
taxable boats to the town. 

F. K. Hooper’s motion to postpone 
carried.

Roberts $300 was appropriated for water 
pipe extension and repairs at Singing 
Beach. 

Art. 29. Care of town dump and 
common left with selectmen. 

Art. 30. $1200 was appropriated for 
support of poor out of house. 

Art. 31. $1200 was appropriated for 
support of poor in house. 

Art. 32. $300 was appropriated for 
erection of open shed at almshouse. 


Art. 33. $1500 was appropriated for 
state and military aid. 
Art. 35. $300 was appropriated for 


care of trees. 

Art. 36. $3801.03 for suppression of 
gypsy and brown-tail moths. 

F. K. Hooper would like to hear from 
the selectmen on this matter. If this 
appropriation can be reduced he thought 
it ought to be. 

Chairman E. 8. Knight read the in- 
structions from the state superintendent 
bearing on this matter which showed 
that the amount called for must be ap- 
propriated. 

Mr. Hooper asked if the condition re- 
garding moths was better or worse. 

M. E. Gorman said he knew from 
personal experience, in his many walks 
through the woods, that the woods are 
very badly infested. 

C. C. Dodge suggested we take the 
three cents off the amount called for and 
make it even change. 

_ J. Baker agreed with Mr. Gorman. 
The work should not be stopped but en- 
ergetic work should be carried forward. 

R. A. Mitchell asked if the town was 
really out that amount, to which Chair- 
man E. S. Knight replied that by refer- 
ence to the treasurer’s report it will be 
seen that some $500 had been received 
for moth assessment, and that several 
hundred dollars more was due the town. 

Art. 37. $550 and interest of the 
Tuck’s Point fund was appropriated for 
the care and maintenance of Tuck’s

Art. 38. On motion of F. K. Swett 
$300 was appropriated for the use of 
assessors. 

Art. 39. To see if the town will in- 
struct the board of assessors to publish in 
detail the estimate and valuation list, to 
be made by them for the year 1908, and 
distribute the same among the inhabitants 


of the Town. Petition of M. E. Gor- 
man, etal. 

S. Knight moved to pass over. 

M. E. Gorman. I don’t think the 


town could do anything that would be as 
much appreciated by the citizens as the 
publication of a valuation list. He of- 
fered as an amendment that $500 be ap- 
propriated for the publication of a valua- 
tion list. Mr. Hooper inquired if the 
gentleman was right in his estimate of 
the cost of getting out such a book. 

Mr. Gorman then changed the figure 
to $300. 

Mr. Hooper was surprised the work 
could be done so cheaply. Furthermore, 
he said, I don’t see the need of it this 
year; we could get along very nicely 
without it. 

Austin Morley. It would be doing 
justice to everybody to have this work 
done. You could then know how much 
everyone is assessed. 

F. K. Hooper. That’s very easily 
done. You can find out how much [| 
am assessed, or anybody else, for all you 
have to do is to go to the assessors and 
look into the books for yourself. 

Mr. Morley. There are lots of peo- 
ple who haven't time to find out if they 
didgo. We haven’t time to go to the 
assessors’ office every day. 

The names of the signers to the peti- 
tion were read, on request of M. E. 
Gorman. 

S: Knight amended the amendment by 
adding, “‘said appropriation not to ex- 
ceed $300. 

The amendments and question as 
amended were carried, namely, that $300 
be appropriated. 

Art. 40. Compensation of town of- 
ficers. F. K. Hooper said that realizing 
the town last year seemed to be willing 
to raise the salaries of town officials the 
appropriation committee felt they would 
leave this alone. You will notice we re- 
commend an increase in one case,—that 
of assessors and selectmen. 

W. C. Rust moved that the town 
adopt the recommendations of the com- 
mittee. 

T. B. Stone. Please read the act re- 
lative to payment of assessors, recently 
passed. 

It was brought out that the present law 
allows $2.50 per day minimum pay and 
such other compensation as the town 
may allow. But the law before the state 
legislature now changes this to $3.50. 

O. M. Stanley. I understand the as- 
sessors can collect besides this $250, $2.50 


per day. The moderator said his con- 
struction of the law was that if the town 
voted $250, that would be the only 
amount paid. 

M. E. Gorman moved to lay this mat- 
ter on the table to the adjourned town 
meeting. But he later withdrew this 
motion of privilege. 


The motion to adopt the recommend- 


ations of the committee was carried. 
The chairman of the selectmen and of 


the assessors will receive $500 each, and~ 


the other two members of each board 
will receive $250 each. 
E. S. Knightand W. R. Bell are mem- 
bers of both boards, in which case they 
receive a total of $500 each. 

Art. 41, regarding location of bath- 
houses at Singing Beach and removal of 
muck and sand. ‘The usual motion was 
passed. 

Art. 42. $2500 and the unexpended 
balance of last year, $994.73 was appro- 
priated for the use of the committee on 
additional water supply. 

Art. 43. $150 was appropriated for 
use of forest fire wards. 

Art. 44. Dredging the inner harbor. 
F. K. Hooper moved an indefinite post- 
ponement of this matter, though he said 
there was need of enlarging the basin at 
the foot of the town wharf. 

Art. 45, regarding option of the town 
to purchase the plant of the Manchester 
Electric Co., which expires next Septem- 
ber. ‘The moderator said he was a 
member of that corporation, and he 
would leave the chair during the discus- 
sion of that article. 

S. Knight said this was a poor time to 
enter upon an enterprize of this kind and 
he moved that a committee of three un- 
interested parties be appointed to confer 
with the Manchester Electric Co. and 
ask for an extension of the option. We 
don’t want this option to goby, said Mr. 
Knight, and we don’t want it to be sold 
to another company. 

F. K.. Hooper would like to know 
who the officers of the company are and 
elicited the following information: QO. 
T. Roberts, president; Philip Dexter, 
Gordon Abbott, G. M. Lane, C. E. 
Cotting and O. T. Roberts, directors; 
George C. Lee, treasurer; R. C. Allen, 
clerk. 

Mr. Hooper believed the town should 
own its own plant and manufacture its 
own electricity. He disliked to see this 
privilege get away from the townspeople. 

Mr. Knight’s motion was carried.

Supt. Kimball succeeded by Benj. M. Crombie. 


Lively Hearing at Manchester. 


Issue Settled by Appointment of new Man by Board of Selectmen. 


Benjamin M. Crombie is Manches- 
ter’s new superintendent of streets. He 
was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
attheir weekly meeting Thursday even- 
ing, despite the pressure that had been 
brought to bear toward having the board 
re-appoint George Kimball, who hasbeen 
superintendent here for the past eleven 
years. 

‘The appointment of superintendent of 
streets has been the one issue of the town 
meeting this year, as far as there has 
been any issue. It was felt that Mr. 
Kimball might not be re-appointed and a 
petition was placed before the board ask- 
ing fora hearing on the matter. ‘This 
hearing was given in the Town hall 
Wednesday evening, and it was one of 
the most spirited hearings in the history 
of the town. 

The wording of the petition was as 
follows: 

**We,the undersigned, as citizens, feel- 


ing deeply interested in the welfare of 
our town, and especially in that branch 
thereof known as the Street Department, 
and feeling that the subject of road con- 
struction has grown to be acknowledged 
as one requiring much scientific know- 
ledge and practical experience, far be- 
yond that possessed by those to whom it 
has not been a subject of long and care- 
ful study, and hearing with much regret 
that your honorable board are seriously 
contemplating a change in the manage- 
ment of said department, do hereby. pe- 
tition your honorable board that prior to 
the appointment of any person to the re- 
sponsible position of Superintendent of 
Streets, that you may appoint for the near 
future a place and hour at which your 
petitioners and all others interested may 
appear and be heard in support of our 
firm conviction, to wit: that the best in- 
terests of the Town of Manchester will

FIRE AT “HIGHWOOD” 


Chicken House and Gardener's Cottage Prey of 
Flames at West Manchester. 


An exploded or over-turned lamp in a 
brooder house at ““Highwood,’’ the 
William B. Walker estate at West Man- 
chester, Tuesday afternoon, resulted in 
a fire loss of very nearly $7000. The 
chicken house, in which were four in- 
cubators and six brooders, and some 200 
chickens of various ages, and the garden- 
er’s cottage, occupied by Thomas Jack 
and family, were almost totally destroyed. 
It was considered fortunate that the large 
stable adjoining was not lost also. 

The fire was first discovered about 
3.40 by the man in charge of the chick- 
en brooder house, who had been in Mr. 
Walker’s employ only a few days. The 
fire department was summoned by tele- 
phone message to the station, box 52 
being “‘rung in’’ a little after 4 o’ clock. 

‘Though the steamer, hose wagon and 
hook and ladder got away in good time it 
was fully half an hour or more before a 
stream was turned on the fire, which, by 
this time, had gained good headway. 
The high altitude of the estate and the 
distance of the nearest hydrant from the 
fire, seriously handicapped the firemen 
in meeting the emergency. 

The single line of hose, when finally 
the water was turned on, from the steam- 
er, measured a little over 1600 feet. A 
break in a piece of hose caused by the 
abnormally high pressure under which 
the hose was put, caused another short 
delay. 

Seeing that the chicken house and the 
gardener’s cottage connected by an L 
was doomed, the firemen turned their 
attention for the time being to the stable. 
This was saved. ‘The furniture was 
practically all removed from the cottage, 
with the exception of a piano, and several 
other pieces of furniture. 

Mr. and Mrs. Walker were in Bos- 
ton when the fire started, but they 
arrived later. Hot coffee andsandwiches 
were served to the firemen and the “‘all-

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GYPSY MOTHS THREATEN DESTRUCTION OF NORTH SHORE WOODS 


Immediate Restrictive Measures are Necessary, says Col. Sohier. Infestation already covers 


Serious apprehension is felt for the 
beautiful North Shore woods. Scouting 
operations which have been in progress, 
under State supervision since last fall, 
have revealed the alarming situation that 
about one-fifth of the five to six thousand 
acres of woodland in Manchester, Bever- 
ly; Hamilton, Wenham, and_ South 
Essex, are infested with gypsy moths and 
at least 125 acres are so badly infested as 
to call-for immediate measures for relief, 
lest the woods be assailed by the pest be- 
yond redemption. 

Col. Wm. D. Sohier, at whose re- 
quest the woods were scouted by Supt. 
Kirkland’s force of experts, has been ap- 
praised of the actual situation as far as it 
is disclosed up to date, and with the facts 
before him he sounds the note of warn- 
ing. 
Col. Sohier has already started to raise 
a fund of $30,000 or over, and itis pur- 
posed to have this amount expended 
under the direction of the state superin- 
tendent. Summer residents—property 
holders—are taking an active interest in 
the work, and are subscribing liberally to 
the fund. Col. Sohier expects the sev- 
eral towns to subscribe to the fund also. 
Beverly has already guaranteed $5000. 
It is likely that Manchester will be called 
upon to take action either at the ad- 
journed town meeting in April, or at a 
special meeting. 

These are the conditions as stated by 
Col. Sohier: 

““For several years the sides of the 
roads on fourteen miles of private wood 
roads, built by subscription, have been 
cleared of gypsy moths for 100 feet in 
width, by me. Haying found a number 
of badly infested but scattered areas of 
gypsy moths, I applied to Mr. Kirkland, 
State superintendent, last fall, and asked 
him if he would not take hold of the 
woods on the North Shore—in Beverly, 
Manchester, Wenham, Essex, Hamilton 
and Gloucester— and ascertain the situa- 
tion andreport what needed to be done. 
The State since last fall has had three 
squads of seven men each scouting these 
woodlands, treating the scattering nests 
and wherever there was not a thickly in- 
fected area. They have been going 
around and mapping out all of the badly 
infested places. 

*“In this way they have gone through 
the woods in Beverly Common and 
Montserrat woods, Beverly Farms at 
Chebacco, and between Essex and Man- 
chester, but they have not been able to 
go into the Gloucester woods as yet. 

*““ The large area, badly infested, was 


One Thousand Acres. 


125 acres at Montserrat. There were 
also 120 acres on Beverly Common and 
another in the woods back of Beverly 
Farms. ‘“[Thenthere were some 20 spots 
varying from one-half to twelve acres 
which were dotted here and there in the 
woods: one near Brookwood road, one 
near the old Manchester road, one on 
Chebacco Pond and one on Becks Pond. 

‘* Superintendent Kirkland, after this 
thorough scouting, has written to me and 
told me, and told the Beverly city govern- 
ment that the only thing at a reasonable 
price that will save the North Shore 
woods from destruction is to have some 
comprehensive and systematic treatment 
of all the wooded area under one plan 
and one head; that it cannot be left to 
the separate municipalities as the work 
would stop on town and city lines, and 
that, if anything is to be done to save the 
woods, it must be done _ systematically 
and thoroughly and must include the 
whole area. He saysa large force should 
be employed and the work started at 
once. The infested area should be 
treated by painting the nests, clearing out 
the underbush, cleaning the trees and 
getting ready to spray in the summer; 
the trees should then be covered with 
burlap and treated with taneglefoot. 

‘He estimates the cost at between 
$30,000 and $40,000, for the scattering 
area that is badly infested is about one 
thousand acres of the five thousand to six 
thousand acres that were scouted. If 
this work is done now, he thinks, there 
is no doubt the gypsy moth can be con- 
trolled to such an extent that the problem 
next year will be easier than this year 
and the woods will be preserved until the 
parasites are multiplied sufficiently to con- 
trol the gypsies. 

“Tf this is not done at once, the situa- 
tion next year will be so serious and the 
sum of money required so large that it 
will be practically impossible to save the 
beautiful woods on the North Shore. It 
is impossible to estimate the damage this 
disaster would cause to our North Shore. 
A single stripping of the pine absolutely 
kills that tree, which is the most beauti- 
ful feature of the landscape. Where 
$30,000 to $40,000 will control the sit- 
uation today $150,000 to $200,000 would 
be required next year, as has been so 
vividly shown in Medford, Arlington and 
in Metropolitian districts where so many 
beautiful woods have been absolutely 
destroyed. 

‘“We have some serious examples of 
this fact. The colony back of Montser- 
rat was noticed two years ago and at that 


time seemed to be only about one acre 
in extent. It was slightly treated. Last 
year there were some fifteen acres be- 
longing to Henry W. Peabody which 
were treated and it was supposed that 
this covered the colony. “The area was 
not thoroughly scouted, however. In 
consequence, another small colony in the 
woods near Beaver Pond was overlooked 
for two years, running. ‘This small col- 
ony has there increased and now com- 
prises 125 acres in one tract very badly 
infested, with several other small areas 
scattercd about where the trees are en- 
tirely stripped. 

““Thus a neglected colony of two 
years ago, of one to two acres, , has 
brought about a badly infested district of 
125 acres. There are many large sec- 
tions of the woods, probably one-half of 
the total area, which as yet are substant- 
ially free from gypsy moths; three- 
fourths of the balance have only a few 
nests scattered about and these have al- 
ready been thoroughly treated. If the 
balance, 1000 acres, the badly infested 
district, is thoroughly cleaned and the 
moths controlled this year the woods will 
be preserved; otherwise they will be de- 
stroyed. 

“Dr. L. O. Howard, chief entomo- 
logist for the United States, was in Bos- 
ton recently. Speaking at the Rural 
Club, he said that the parasite experi- 
ment is most enouraging. Over forty 
varieties are known abroad, and eighteen 
of these have been established here and 
have wintered successfully and are doing 
good work. A very large number of 
them must be propagated before they can 
successfully control the gypsy or brown- 
tail moths in this country as they are now 
doing in the various European countries. 
This requires time, and fourto seven 
years may be necessary for the parasites 
to really establish the necessary control. 
Dr. Howard and Mr. Kirkland are both 
satished thatthe parasites will within a 
reasonable number of years control the 
situation. 

“*Upon the North Shore it would be 
necessary not only to get appropriations 
from the rich municipalities, like Bever- 
ly, but to raise a considerable amount of 
money to treat the colonies in the woods 
of the poorer towns. You realize that 
the cost of this work is more than the 
assessed value of the land. In Man- 
chester, for instance, where the land is 
assessed at $25 per acre, the cost. of 
clearing it of gypsy moths is at least $30 
per acre. ‘This is the most economical 
time in which to take decisive action.’’ 
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X-Rays Subject of Sermon 


At the Congregational church, Man- 
chestei, last Sunday morning Rev. L. 
H. Ruge preached a strong and _ helpful 
sermon on ‘‘ X-Rays, ’’ taking his text 
from Gen. 16:13, ‘‘Thou, God, seest 
me.” 

Mr. Ruge pointed out that the real 
man is never seen, neither in the social 
world, nor in business or domestic life; 
but no man can escape the penetrating 
eye of the Almighty. Following are a 
few excerpts from his sermon: 

“© There may be many hardshipsin your 
life and mine; there may be many duties 
for us to perform, but we cannot escape 
these without the presence of Almighty 
God.’’ 

“Social refinement and culture is a 
beautiful thing, but you and I do not see 
the real man underneath.’’ 

““The mean little microbe of ma- 
licious judgment of reform is in the air 
today. Lots of penny-a-line scribblers 
in the magazines today are writing on re- 
form and every man, good, bad, or in- 
different, comes under the venom of his 
pen. Iam tired of it.’’ . 

“Tt is a vandal stroke, indeed, that 
shatters the home ideals.’’ 

““We are forever adjusting the lens of 
the camera of self-esteem.”’ 

““ Could we see ourselves, not as others 
see us, for they never see us, but as God 
sees us. He knows us and sees us 
through and through.”’ 

** As the physician turns the X-Rays 
machine on your body that he may reveal 
the cause of the disorder, so He turns his 
eyes on us and:sees into our very soul. 
The X-Rays reveals what is hidden in 
an opaque object; so God’s eye pene- 
trates these coverings which hide our 
social, business and domestic life, and 
these coverings are transparent to the eye 
of Almighty God.’’ 

“*Life may be a round of severe duty; 

others may misjudge, but He reads aright. 
Hethat placed you in this field,—He 
knows it all. Live innocently, God is 
here. Knowing all, he forgives all.’’ 
_ The attendance at both the morning 
and evening services was larger than 
usual, many accepting the special invi- 
tation given by the pastor to attend the 
services. In the evening Mr. Ruge 
preached on “‘ In the Myrtle Groves of 
Venus.’’

be subserved by the re-appointment of 
‘our present Superintendent of Streets, 
Mr. George Kimball.’ 
After the petitioners had presented their 
side of the matter, those opposed to Mr. 
‘Kimball’s appointment took the floor and 
there was no mincing of matters as to 
their respective positions. When the 
“names of other applicants were read there 
was no doubt left in the minds of those 
present as to which way the © crowd”’ 
went. 
The fact that letters and postals were 
presented to the board (though no names 
"were mentioned to the meeting) show- 
ing that:some 40 summer residents 
favored the re-appointment of Mr. Kim- 
ball, seemed to have had little effect 
with the board. Yet these residents rep- 
resented taxable property to the amount 
of about four and a half million dollars, 
—over a third of the total valuation of 
the town. 

Mr. Crombie, the new superintendent, 

is a native of Manchester. He is a man 
52 years old, and has always lived here. 
He has had more or less experience in 
road building, and was for some years a 
road surveyor, prior to the time the town 
 yoted to have a superintendent of streets. 
One of the streets built by Mr. Crombie 
was School street which lasted many 
“years; in fact, the street was only rebuilt 
last summer, after ten or eleven years of 
wear. 
___ The general opinion seems to be that 
_ Mr. Crombie is the most capable man 
in town for the position. In his appoint- 
ment Thursday evening he was appointed 
with a salary of $1200. 


_ What Was Said and Done at the 
Hearing Wednesday Evening. 


‘The hearing was called to order at 
| 7.35 by Chairman E. S. Knight of the 
~ board. Clerk Bell of the board kept the 
minutes of the hearing, and G. L. Allen 
was also on the stage. Mr. Knight said 
- in calling the meeting to order that the 
hearing was granted by the board and 
~ everybody present that had anything to 
say would have that opportunity. ‘The 
petitioners would be heard first. 

F. K. Hooper said he felt it his duty 
to be present, as his was the first name 
onthe list. This matter of petition, he 
Said, is one of the greatest privileges a 
citizen of the United States has. If 
there is anything you don’t like you have 
the right to petition and you will be heard. 

““Tf you do not agree with what the 
President of the U. S. does, or what the 
Governor of the state does, or your se- 
lectmen, you have a right to petition and 
be heard. And so in this case, we pre- 
sented a petition. We didn’t anticipate 
so large a hearing, and I think the se- 
lectmen did right to give this hearing in 


the hall and hear both sides of the ques- 
tion. Ata hearing like this your petit- 
ioners expect what is right. “They ask 
no expression in favor or against; all 
those things are for your board of select- 
men. 

‘* The petition was made with the be- 
lief that our former superintendent was 
not to be reappointed. We came here 
to hear what are some of the best reasons 
why our present superintendent should 
be reappointed and keep on with his 
work. He has been here almost 12 
years and is acquainted with the work re- 
quired and | think it would be for the 
best interests of the town to reappoint 
him. His experience is worth a great 
deal. I think his work is recognized 
when he is elected president of an asso- 
ciation such as the Mass. Highway asso- 
ciation.”’ 

Mr. Hooper said the petitioners were 
ready and willing to show a _ representa- 
tion of the taxable property of the town, 
—people, who though not all voters, 
paid a large part of the tax levy,—and 
that they wanted Mr. Kimball retaine/. 
The twelve names which he had, repre- 
sented taxable property amounting to 
$1,054,675, and he felt. these were 
worthy of some consideration. 

F. J. Merrill was the next speaker. 
He said he realized this was a delicate 
matter and that some thought this matter 
of a petition was somewhat out of place. 
““We were informed,’’ said Mr. 
Merrill, “‘that there was a sentiment in 
the board against retaining Mr. Kimball. 
We feel that this a critical day in the 
construction of roads. The automobiles 
are tearing up our roads as fast as we can 
build them and road builders are looking 
for some lasting construction that can 
stand the amount of travel and wear and 
tear of automobiles. Up to the present 
time no one has discovered construction 
that would stand the test until Mr. Kim- 
ball through experiments and otherwise 
has found a suitable construction,—a 
road that will stand the test. Whoever 
we get must go through the necessary 
experiments that he has I believe it is 
very much in the interests of the town to 
have him reappointed. Among the 
names we have heard mentioned we cer- 
tainly know some of them are not ex- 
perienced enough. The mere keeping 
of the accounts calls for a man of expe- 
rience and ability.”’ 

Mr. Merrill also presented to the board 
the names of eight taxpayers whose 
property is assessed for $400,000 and all 
expressed themselves very heartily in 
favor of Mr. Kimball being retained. 

Raymond C. Allen said that as one of 
the petitioners he did not feel it pre- 
sumptuous to petition and he did not 
have any apology to make. “We 
simply ask to be heard,’’ he said; ae) 
-can anybody else. I don’t believe any 
of us wish ought but to forward the best 


interests of the town. No one wants to 
go backward. How then might we go 
forward? It is my candid opinion that 
with our present supt. of streets we can 
go forward. The present condition of 
the town and of the streets requires that 
we should have Mr. Kimball. It is going 
to take a new man nearly a year, at least, 
to get accustomed to the work and get 
in line for the work. Our streets need 
the best of attention and in my opinion 
Mr. Kimball can do the best work.”’ 

Mr. Allen had the names of people 
representing $300,000 worth of taxable 
property, who favored retaining Mr. 
Kimball. 

Samuel Knight said he had heard that 
the appointment of superintendent of 
streets had figured in the election of last 
week, but he had put little credence in it. 
Now, however, he knows differently. 
He knows this was a matter of issue inour 
election. He felt, however, that the se- 
lectmen would be true to the oath they 
had taken and after hearing the petition- 
ers on this matter they would use their 
best judgment and act for the best in- 
terests of the town. 

‘“ The selectmen must expect to sub- 
mit to criticism,’’ said Mr. Knight. “‘I 
used to occupy the position that Mr. 
Kimball now has, and I had to stand the 
criticism. And we spent hundreds now 
where he spends thousands. Look into 
all this criticism and talk and you will 
find much of it like a punctured baloon, 
—a bundle of wind. Mr. Kimball has 
been extravagant, we’lladmit. But who 
is the cause of it? We determine how 
much he shall pay his help; the hours of 
labor; that he must employ in-town help 
without regard to their efficiency. ‘This 
thing is wrong. But this is your will and 
your superintendent is not responsible. 
You determine the cost and you are re- 
sponsible for the extravagance. 

‘* He is forced to hire men .that no 
contractor would hire for a minute, and 
how could a man help but be extravagant 
working on these lines? 

““ Shall we advance or go the downward 
road? I say we want to go ahead, and 
we can do it with Mr. Kimball. He is 
a man of ability, a man of experience. 
He is widely known. Why it wasn’t 
24 hours after the ballot had been count- 
ed here before he had an offer to go 
somewhere else. The supt. of streets 
of Wellesley died last week, and he 
hadn’t been buried, hardly, before they 
were after Mr. Kimball. 

*“Tf we hire someone else we must 
begin allover again. ‘The best thing we 
can do is to retain Mr. Kimball.”’ 

Mr. Knight said he had heard from 
tax-payers representing $722,500 taxable 
property, and they ought to be consid- 
ered. 

Oliver T. Roberts said he had no in- 
terest in any way in coercing the board 
of selectmen. He supposed the selectmen

COBB, BATES & YERAA COMPANY, 
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had in a way purposed to decide on the 
matter of a superintendent of streets and 
to appoint some other man, a native of 
the village. My purpose in signing the 
petition was to hold back that appoint- 
ment for a little time, so that they might 
act with little better judgment than if they 
took action at once. 

“Tf you act with the deep purpose to 
serve the best interests of the town, and 
you appoint your man I shall submit to it, 
and very gracefully, too. I submit, Mr. 
Kimball is a very good man. Consider- 
ing the matter in its best light it appears 
to me the appointment of Mr. Kimball 
would be serving the best interests of the 
town. Our streets are among our best 
assets. Our summer visitors pay big 
taxes; they help support the schools, our 
fire department, police, and all other ex- 
penses, and the chief thing they ask of us 
is that we give them good streets. And 
it seems to me that their wishes in this 
matter should be gratified. | have re- 
ceived through the week from people 
who have settled along our shore and 
pay heavy taxes, letters and postals in 
which they favor the re-appointment of 
Mr. Kimball. These people represent 
property taxed on a_ valuation of 
$1,661,000.’’ 

O. M. Stanley. ‘‘ The speaker next 
to the last (Mr. Knight) said we wanted 
a man of intelligence, and I agree with 
him. But I want to ask him if it was 
good judgment last spring to tear up 
School street, which was a good stretch 
of street, and cart it over to Norwood 
avenue, to use for filling, and let Bridge 
street ¢0,—the worst street in town. It 
seems to me if that money was spent on 
Bridge street it would have showed in- 
telligence. I consider that money was 
just about squandered. oF 

F. K. Hooper. ‘‘ Was that job on 
School street done under the order of the 
selectmen of against their order? Seems 
to me lots of this criticism is not charge- 
able to the man who does the work, but 
to the one who Is in authority.”’

street instead of School street it would 


have been far better.”’ 

W.C. Rust said he didn’t suppose 
there was anybody more interested inthe 
roads than he; nor had anybody been 
in closer touch with Mr. Kimball’s work 
the past few years than he. He thought 
Mr. Kimball had been conscientious and 
had done whatever he thought was for 
the best interests of the town. ‘‘ Mr. 
Kimball can get more out of a man than 
anybody I know of. Everybody knows 
how the streets were when he came 
here. Look at them now! I think the 
selectmen ought to be responsible for all 
the work done. As for scientific roads, 
Mr. Kimball has had all these years of 
experience and if he is any good at all, 
he ought to be better than a man who 
hasn’t had any experience at all.’’ 

Mr. Rust said further that he thought 
much of this trouble over Mr. Kimball 
came from disgruntled people that don’t 
like his ways, people that have some spite 
and think he has been here long enough. 
He thought the best interests of the town 
call for retaining Mr. Kimball. 

Mr. Morley arose to speak, but the 
petitioners had not all been heard. 

A. S. Jewett said that he was a mem- 
ber of the board of selectmen that hired 
Mr. Kimball originally. ‘‘ We went to 
Boston,’’ said Mr. Jewett, ‘‘and called

on the Highway Commissioners, an¢ 
they recommended Mr. Kimball to us. 
We went to Watertown and engaged 
him. He came to Manchester and im- 
mediately set to work and you know the 
result. “They come from as far away ag 
Washington, D. C., to see our roads, 
What would you think of a corporation, 
the directors of which were trying to 
place it on a paying basis, and they turned 
away the man who stand _ highest in the 
eyes of his peers, and get someone 
whom you don’t know. Yourselectmen 
have a right to appoint, and remove, but 
“subject to the best interests of the town.” 
The idea of judicial responsibility is at- 
tached to the duty of the selectmen in 
this matter.’ E 

John Baker said he thought it was for 
the best interests of the town to reap- 
point Mr. Kimball. : 

Austin Morley said that when people 
say itis a science to build streets, it is 
evident they haven’t read much of street 
building in Europe and of the old Roman 
architecture. ‘‘Why boys can _ build 
streets with the machinery you have to- 
day in Manchester. I have no personal 
feeling against any man. I lived before 
I came Manchester, and I think I could 
live if I left here. 

‘“ Competition is the life of trade, but 
when there is competition in the high- 
way department, there is no competion 
at all. “They goto Danvers or some- 
where else. Last summer the shore 
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residents were almost smothered in dust 
all summer. Then he (Mr. Kimball) 
went to work and put oil on the road, 
down there toward Magnolia, and the 

people had to leave the hotels by hun- 
dreds. I want this town to have justice; 
we're not dead; we're alive. Hopeyou 
don’t think we’re asleep the way we 
have been the last 12 years. 

“We do not need to go outside the 
town for stone, when we have plenty of 

ithere. You had a lawsuit last year that 
cost the town $1600 and one of our citi- 
zens $700. Your superintendent said 
the street (Arbella street) ought to be 
protected, but it is not protected yet. 
Over here on another street (Proctor 
street) a man was paid $1000 for dam- 

ages and that street has not been fixed 
yet and another man can fall over there 
and break his neck.”’ 

A. Cunningham wished that the ques- 
tion of responsibility between selectmen 
and superintendent might be settled in 
some way. He hoped the question 
‘would be thrashed out. ‘‘If I were a 

gentleman and had my salary cut down, 
and also had an invitation within 24 hours

M. E. Gorman. ‘‘ I think I can hear 
the rustle of the eagle’s wings. First of 
all, gentlemen, I’m not a Cicero, nor a 
Demosthenes; they raise those fellows 
up in Danvers where the onions grow 
and thrive.’? Mr. Gorman further said 
that when we elected the board of se- 
lectmen we thought they were fit to fll 
the office. ‘‘ But this petition says we 
must stay their hands. If you will let me 
turn back to my friend, Mr. Jewett’s re- 
marks, he says if you read of Carnegie 
and Frick, you will read that they took 
men from the ranks and advanced them 
up till they got to the top notch.

cause its absence often occasions much 
unnecessary pain. 

The unfortunate, whether in body or 
mind or estate, have a special claim upon 
our thoughtfullness; the good book de- 
clares, ‘* Blessed is he that considereth the 
poor;’’ considerateness is often more 
needed than alms-giving, and it will 
prompt to alms-giving when that is re- 
quired and is possible. 

Indiscriminate and unintelligent giving 
often causes more evils than it cures; 
hence the wisdom at times of employing 
almoners in the bestowal of gifts. 

But there is danger if the giving is 
through others that it will lack the per- 
sonal, human element that is often the 
best part of it; the giver should as far as 
possible give himself with his gifts; that 
often far more than doubles the real 
value of the gift, and it is such giving es- 
pecially that is ‘‘ twice blest.’’ 

‘There are many problems connected 
with the administration of help to the 
poor and unfortunate which call for wis- 
dom as well as pity, for the cool head as 
well as the warm heart; and yet it is 
better to give sometimes ‘unwisely and 
from mere impulse than not to give at 
all. 

One of the worst things for us is to 
allows the flow of kindly beneficence to 
dry up; to make giving a matter of cold 
calculation, or to base it altogether upon 
worthiness; this is not the manner of 
him who maketh his sun to shine upon 
the evil and the good and sendeth rain 
upon the just and the unjust. 

No doubt that on the whole less harm 
is done in the world by the warm- 
hearted, blundering man than by the 
frigid and always correct man. 

‘The tendency in our day is to carry on 
charitable and even religious work by 
machinery, or in a merely mechanical 
and perfunctory way; essays to do good 
should always have in them the feeling, 
pulsing heart, under the guidance, it is 
true, of a sound intelligence, a level 
judgment.

BIG TASK 


Gypsy and Browntail Moth Campaign in North 
Shore Woods to be started at once. 


“In connection with the gypsy and 
brown tail moth work along the North 
Shore, outlined in our last issue, in a 
statement by Col. Wm. D. Sohier, who 
is raising a fund to carry out the plans, 
the Beverly Times of Thursday had the 
following to say: 

Commissioner Archie H. Kirkland of 
the gypsy moth commission, had an in- 
terview with former Representative Al- 
bert Vittum, Wednesday, in relation to 
the proposed extermination of the gypsy 
and brown tail moths in Beverly and 
Vicinity for which some $30,000 or 
$40,000 willbe spent, and at Mr. Vittum’s 
suggestion the unemployed of Bevery 
and vicinity will be given plenty of work 
for the next two months. 

The state will furnish the foremen 
and Beverly laborers will be employed in 

cutting down trees, cleaning up under- 
brush as well as work in the trees. 

The commission will start with 50 men 
and immediately increase to 150 and 
more as needed. The woods of Bev- 
erly, Wenham, Hamilton, Manchester, 
Essex and Magnolia will be cleaned 
systematically and thoroughly in order to 
save these beauty spots to the North 
Shore. 

The aldermen started the appropri- 
ation with an order for $5000 as Bev- 
erly's share and the common council 
will no doubt concur. $10,000 will be 
appropriated by the state and through the 
effort of former Representative W. D. 
Sohier $15,000 will be raised by the 
summer residents. Manchester and 
Hamilton will also contribute liberally. 

The work will be done thoroughly and 
the woods along the North Shore will be 
closely scrutinized and the pests will be 
thoroughly exterminated. 

Beverly men will be employed on the 
job, and headquarters will be opened at 
the city stables and application can be 
made any time.

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MANCHESTER AND OTHER NORTH SHORE 
TOWNS WOULD BE HEAVY LOSERS 


Should Corporation Tax ‘be Retained by the State as Reconmended by Recess 


Commission on Taxation. 


In its recent special report to the Leg- 
islature, the recess commission on taxa- 
tion said, under the head of “‘ distribu- 
tion of the franchise taxes paid by do- 
mestic business corporations:’? ‘“The 
opinion is now quite generally held that 
no part of the franchise tax paid by the 
railroad, telephone and telegraph com- 
panies should be distributed to the cities 
and towns where stockholders happen to 
reside; and this commission recom- 
mends, as other commissions and com- 
mittees have before recommended, that 
all of this tax be retained by the Com- 
monwealth. The retention of this tax 
by the Commonwealth is, in effect, a dis- 
tribution among all cities and towns in 
proportion to valuation. Such distribu- 
tion is justified, because such corpora- 
tions are of no one city or town.’’ 

An important document, showing how 
this retention schemé would work, has 
just been compiled by State Treasurer 
Chapin. It shows the division of the 
State tax and the distribution of the cor- 
poration tax of 1907, exclusive of the 
street railway tax, to the cities and towns; 
also the gain and loss to each city and 
town if there had been no State tax for 


Higher Tax Rates Would Result. 


1907 and the corporation tax had been 
retained by the Commonwealth. 

It is shown that the result of retention 
would mean a gain of $979,081 to 256 
cities and towns, and a loss of $703,607 
to 98 cities and towns. ‘The total State 
tax of $4,000,000 would have been al- 
most wiped out since the total corpora- 
tion tax distributed to the cities and 
towns where sharebolders lived amounted 
to $3,724,526. 

Some of the figures showing how the 
retention scheme would work in gain 
and loss to cities and towns are striking. 
Of course the places were the sharehold- 
ers live would be most seriously affected, 
such as Brookline, Manchester, Milton, 
Beverly, Newton, Southboro, Webster, 
Weston and Dalton. 

Boston would make the largest gain, 
$375,609. Gloucester would gain $13,- 
214. 

The greatest loss would be sustained 
by Brookline, $ 24,675. Beverly would 
lose $13,426; Hamilton, $8305; Man- ° 
chester, $37,598. Manchester received 
through corporation taxes last year over 
$52,000, and the tax’ paid to the state 
was $15,000. 


DRIFTED OUT TO SEA. 


Two Manchester Men had Terrible Experience in Small Disabled Motor Boat. 


That Manuel S. Miguel and Antonie 
Silva, two Manchester men, are alive to 
tell the tale of their being carried out to 
sea, thirty miles off shore, in an open boat, 
and of being rescued by a_ passing 
schooner just as they had lost all hope 
and were ready to give up in despair, 
after rowing and drifting back toward 
shore again, after more than thirty hours 
torture, is nothing less than miraculous. 

It is one of those thrilling tales of the 


sea such as Manchester at one period in 
its history furnished more often, and 
such as few men live to relate. 

Silva is a fisherman, who goes out 
lobstering from Manchester. He has a 
small dory launch. Monday morning 
he invited Miguel, who owns a_ harness 
shop in Central square, Manchester, to 
go with him. | They expected to be gone 
only a couple of hours.

their traps off shore, among the islands, 
and at Silva’s suggestion they went to 
Gloucester for bait. "They were on 
their journey homeward and when off 
Magnolia Point the engine began to 
balk. It was found the gasoline was out 
and the predicament at once presented 
itself. 

A strong northwest wind was blowing 
and this immediately began to blow them 
off shore. Farther and farther they 
went. ‘They threw over the anchor, but 
it seems to be of little avail. It was an 
open boat and they had no sail, —nothing 
but a pair of oars and rowing was useless 
against the heavy wind. 

The land soon receded from view and 
as night came on they could make out 
Thatcher’s Island lights,—a mere speck 
on the horizon. 

They continued to drift, and to add 
to their discomforts a violent squall came 
up and rain fell heavily. The seas 
dashed over the small boat continually, 
and being without hats, overcoats, or 
mittens even, their sufferings were in- 
tense. [he boat rapidly filled with 
water and they bailed desperately to keep 
her afloat. 

It was a terrible night, said the men 
in relating their story to the BREEZE man, 
and they suffered, it seemed, almost be- 
yond endurance. “They must have 
drifted thirty miles or more.

well as regular residents here. 


A FULL grown thunder and lightening 
shower was a feature of the past week’s 
North Shore weather. The shower 
began about 6.30 last Sunday evening and 
lasted for an hour. ‘The lightening was 
very sharp and vivid at times, while the 
thunder was deep and incessant during 
the height of the shower. A snow 
storm added to the mixture of weather 
Tuesday. Meanwhile spring is trying 
hard to get started and some real spring 
weather has helped make us think of 
what is to be. 


Tue advent of these warm summer 
like days takes the mind of the ordinary 
man to the things he is going to do out 
around the house and the yard. It sort 
of wakes him up to the idea of spring 
renovating and makes him feel like

digging in and getting things done before 
the real warm summer weather sets in. 
Looking at the matter ina wider range 
it brings to mind the making of road re- 
pairs and road improvements, and we ex- 
press the hope that this sort of work, on 
all parts of the North Shore, will be 
started the earliest possible moment so 
that by the time the summer visitors get 
among us we will not have any of these 
objectional things to interfere with their 
pleasure. 


‘THE need of. a-higher pressure .water 
system in Manchester was well emphas- 
ized last week at the fire at the W. B. 
Walker estate. “The normal ‘pressure 
was hardly sufficient to thrown any water 
from the hose, and not until the engine 
was connected was their sufficient force 
to throw any water on the fire. ‘This 
estate is probably at the highest attitude 
of any inthe town, but there are many 
sites which would be placed on the mar- 
ket for prospective summer homes as 
soon as a higher service was provided. 
The special town meeting on this matter 
of additional water supply comes some- 
time next month, probably. 

Another thing ‘emphasized by last 


week’s fire is the necessity of a supply 
wagon,—a wagon of some sort to carry 


additional coal forthe steamer, or addi- 
tional hose. This was brought out by 
the fire the first of the winter, too, when 


the Philip Stockton cottage was de- 
stroyed. 
““Mr. Blank has sold to Mr. Blank 


of Essex a large portion of his pine wood- 
land situated on Walker street and 
Messrs. Blank & Blank have the con- 
tract of cutting the logs. ‘They have 
already felled over anacre of the large 
pine trees, and at the present time the 
place looks like a Maine lumber camp, 
asthe large logs lie as they fell. The 
growth was very heavy at this point and 
the place presents a spectacle worth see- 
ing. 

The above news item is taken from a 
Gloucester paper. We reprint all ex- 
cept the names for we want to take this 
brief means of expressing ourselves 
against cutting down our forests and 
woodlands here on the North Shore for 
lumber purposes, or anything of the kind. 
Beautiful woodlands are among our best 
assets here on the shore and we cannot 
afford to have them cut down. Our 
summer residents have always been 
against this sort of thing and to that end 


they have bought much woodland for no 
other purpose than to preserve it. ‘This 
*“lumber camp’’ business in the heart 
of the North Shore may provea suc- 
cussful business for the 
owns the property, but it is eating into 
the heart of our North Shore attractions 
just as surely as anything of which we 
know. 


WE cannot but speak in a most com- 
mendable way of the movement started 
by Col. Sohier of our North Shore sum- 
mer colony toward raising a. fund for the 
purpose of clearing our woods of the 
browntail and gypsy moths. 
evident that the condition is more serious 
than thought by the average person. 
Col. Sohier has started to raise a fund of 
$30,000, or more, to be spent under the 
direction of the state superintendent of 
moth work in treating the woods in Bey- 
erly, Hamilton, Wenham, Manchester 
and Essex. ‘This has nothing to do with 
the money spent by the towns now in 
moth work, for this latter has to do only 
with the immediate town property, along 
the street lines. “The thousands of acres 
of wooded land in back of us are badly 
infested and it is toward this that the new 
move is made. But the question arises 
will this thing have to be kept up year 
after year? Where isthe end? No, it 
will not have to be kept up. Just as 
soon as the parasite, which has been in- 
troduced as a feature in this work, mul- 
tiplies in sufficient quantity it is hoped 
the pest will be practically obliterated. 
Our trees must be cared for in the mean- 
while, however. Beverly is giving 
$5000 toward the fund of $30,000, and 
the other towns will no doubt give some- 
thing. Manchester will probably be 
called upon to support the move a little 
later.

Hearing on Relocation of Lines of 
School Street, Manchester. 


County Commissioners Moody Kim- 
ball, Poor and Grosvenor were at Man- 
chester, Thursday, and gave a hearing at 
the office of the selectmen on the relo- 
cation of the lines of School street, from 
Pleasant to Mill streets. A hearing has 
been held on the matter before, and this 
was held in an endeavor to ascertain to 
what extent would be the damages in case 
the new lines were allowed. 

Most of the abuttors were represented 
at the hearing and all but one party was 
favorable to the relocation. G. L. Allen, 
speaking for Ezra Stanley, was the only 
voice offering an objection to the new 
lines. All but two of the rest of the 
abuttors, who were heard from, were 
willing to waive their right to damages, 
in case the county would move back 
walls, fences, etc., and in one or two 
cases build retaining walls. 

Chester L. Crafts and Lewis Killam, 
the latter representing the Martin estate, 
said they would expect something for 
land damage. 

The plan is to straighten the lines of 
the street and to widen it in several 
places. The amount varies from one or 
two inches to eight feet in one case’ and 
twelve in another. One of the particu- 
lar points where it will be widened is 
along by the Essex County club grounds 
and also at the bend near Mill street. 

Samuel Knight, speaking for the Essex 
County club, said that he thought the 
club would waive its right to damage for 
land taken, if the county would pay sub- 
stantially toward building a new wall 
along by the grounds. At the present 
time, he said, whenever the club has any- 
thing to attract the townspeople, the 
present balance wall is damaged more or 
less by having people sit upon and lean 
against it, —the stones being pushed off, 
Cte:

George A. Upton Se Sells His Properz 
ty at Magnolia to Boston Man. 
The Oceanside hotel at Magnolia, 

owned by George A. Upton, the largest 
hotel on the North Shore, and certainly 
one of the most valuable pieces of sum- 
mer hotel property in the country, has 
been sold, Charles H. Bond of the firm 
of Waitt & Bond, cigar manufacturers, 
of Boston, being the purchaser. 

‘The news of the sale will not be met 
with much surprise by Magnolia resi- 
dents, as it was known that Mr. Upton 
was ready to sell the property as soon as 
he found a purchaser. 

Although the property is said to have 
cost upwards of $700,000, it is under- 
stood that the price paid by the new pur- 
chasers was in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. 

‘The hotel has about 600 rooms, every 
one of which, it has been said, has been 
engaged for the coming season from the 
opening to the close of the hotel.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS. 
BY D. F. LAMSON. 


One of the most original as_ well 
as learned men of the reign of Charles 
Il, was Sir Thomas Browne. ' He was 
born in London, studied at Oxford, and 
obtained great reputation as a physician; 
he was knighted in 1671 and died in 
His travels and studies on the 
Continent made him one of the most cul- 
tured men of his time. In addition to 
the cares of his profession, he gave much 
time to literature, and has left works of 
Browne has this in 
common with Bunyan and Cowley, that 
he has a fervent style, a meditative cast 
of thought, with a quiet vein of humor 
and a poetic soul. His style is often as 
didactic as that of South, while like 
Jeremy Taylor he lifts us on the wings 
of fancy and charms us with his quaint 
turns of thought. He could write the 
most serious things in the most serious 
manner, but with an imagination that 
tinged with poetic hues everything that 
it touched, and with a vivid humor that 
is always striking light from the most 
unpromising materials. Every page 


_ bears marks of study and reflection; al- 
most every sentence 


bristles with sur- 
prises and odd conceits; his work is a 


mosaic of facts, fancies, solid reasoning 


and airy speculation. He combines an 
inquisitive mind that pries into everything 
knowable and unknowable, with a most 
humble and reverential spirit. Without 
sound 
churchman; and without cant, he is pro- 
foundly religious. 

Sir Thomas is a writer who is often 


_ not to be understood too literally; he 


_ writes dramatically; he is a humorist to 


the core; as he himself says in one of 


his books, “‘there are many things de- 
livered rhetorically, many expressions

_and flexible sense, and not to be called 


Fairy- 
land was still in his time a province of 


MOTH CAMPAIGN MUST BE STARTED 
IN: MANCHESTER WOODS AT ONCE 


To check Future Ravages of Gypsy and Browntail Moths. 


The State and 


Summer Residents will Help if Town will do its share. 


The necessity for prompt action on 
the part of Manchester in the big cam- 
paign already started in fighting the gypsy 
and browntail moths in the woods back 
of the immediate shore line, is urged by 
those who know of the actual situation. 
The condition is serious, —more_ serious 
than most people realize. 

The movement started by Col. Wm. 
D. Sohier and a committee of the sum- 
mer residents to carry on this big cam- 
paign, has met with good results and the 
work has already been started in the 
Beverly section. The work is being 
done under the direction of Supt. Kirk- 
land, of the state. Bev erly has appro- 
priated $5000, the state is giving $5000 
and $5000 has been raised by subscrip- 
tion. 

In order to carry on the work in the 
Manchester woods, around Chebacco 
and South Essex a like amount must be 
available. ‘The state is willing to give 
$5000, Col. Sohier guarantees $5000 
from his committee, but both the state 


and the committee of summer residents 
are unwilling to give the amounts stated 
unless the town gives an equal sum. 
‘This means that Manchester is able to 
have about $15,000 worth of work done 
if the town ie gives one-third of the 
amount. 

Col. Sohier explains the situation in 
the following communication, addressed 
to J. A. Lodge, Editor of the NorrH 
SHORE BREEZE: 

‘Boston, March 25, 1908. 

‘Dear Sir: Iam ein to see that you 
are doing good work for us in the moth 
campaign. I think, however, that there 
isa slight misunderstanding among some 
of the situation at the present time so far 
as the work to be done is concerned and 
the money that is forthcoming to do it 
with. Iam trying my best to have all 
that tract of woodland in Beverly, Wen- 
ham, Hamilton, Essex and Manchester, 
treated under one comprehensive plan 
and scheme, under the charge of the

the empire of science, and strange 
beings—griffins, phenixes, dragons, bas- 
ilisks and salamanders—still moved 
through the pages of natural history 
A curiosity hunter, such as Browne cer- 
tainly was, was sure of finding plenty of 
game. Any freak of nature had for the 
good physician of Norwich an irresistible 
attraction, and it is no wonder if we do 
not find in him an inexorably severe 
guide to truth, that he sometimes seems 
to believe the most absurd fables. But 
with all his fancy and taste for the mar- 
vellous, there is everywhere such a_ sub- 
stratum of good sense that we are com- 
pelled to admire the quality of the 
thought while we smile at the whimsical 
oddity of the expression. 
Like many other writers of his time, 


and beyond most of them, Browne’s 


style is dishgured by Peatinigens Cole- 
ridge, while admitting that his ‘‘ style is 
often truly great and magnificent,’’ adds 


that it is “too often stiff and hyper- 
latinistic.’’ It abounds in such words as, 
assuefaction, propense, elucitation, mo- 
rosity, supinity, cunctation, iniquinated, 
etc. But the use of Viatinicne was the 
vogue in the 16th century, and even 
later.

state, and without regard to town lines. 
For this purpose I am trying to raise 
$30,000, so that we have money enough 
in sight to insure a comprehensive cam- 
paign. Half measures are of no value, 
and I believe the estimate of the cost is 
under, rather than over, the amount that 
will be needed. 

‘“The position today is this,—The 
City of Beverly has appropriated $5000, 
and Mr. Kirkland for the state has 
agreed to appropriate one-third’ of the 
cost of the Beverly work as estimated, 
to wit, $5000, and I have guaranteed him 
from my committee the other $5,000, 
and the work has been started in 
Beverly. 

** The state is, as I understand, 
to put in another $5000 in the back 
Chebacco woods, and in Wenham, 
Essex, Hamilton and Manchester, pro- 
vided there is $10,000, at least, more 
contributed in these sections either by 
individuals or by the towns. 

“There is no doubt that my commit- 
tee, Messrs. Oliver Ames, C. H. Tyler 
and myself, will secure enough money 
by contribution from the Beverly shore 
residents to take care of the Beverly 
woods, $15,000 or more, and also the 
woods immediately back of Beverly in 
Wenham, and possibly a small part of 
Hamilton down to the Manchestér line. 
We shall also be able, I think, to do a 
good deal towards providing the money 
necessary to take care of the Chebacco 
woods in Hamilton, and possibly help 
on the Essex. 

“It seems to me, as the town of 
Manchester has many acres of woods 
which are badly infested, that that town 
and its shore residents should be willing 
and eager to provide the $10,000 or 
$12,000 that must be spent if those 
woods are to be saved. Certainly if they 
are not saved, an irreparable damage 
will be done to the North Shore, and 
valuations will have to go down. My 
suggestion has been, and I have made 
it to the selectmen, that the town itself 
should come into the general scheme 
upon the same terms as Beverly, to 
wit,—should appropriate $5000 to be

spent by the State Superintendent, pro- 
vided at least $10,000 more is either 
given by the state or raised by sub-

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN WRITERS 
Continued from page 1 


age in which the language had begun to 
lose something of its stability and sim- 
plicity; every writer considered himself 
at liberty to mould it according to his 
fancy. And Browne’s exuberant imag- 
ination and fertile wit made him facile 
princeps in the art of word-coinage. 

As to his acquirements, an intimate 
friend writes, ““ The horizon of his un- 
derstanding was much larger than the 
hemisphere of the world; all that was 
visible in the heavens he comprehended 
so well, that few that are under them 
knew so much. He could tell the num- 
ber of the visible stars, and call them all 
by their names that had any; and of the 
earth he had such a minute and exact 
geographical knowledge, as if he had 
been by Divine Providence ordained sur- 
veyor-general of the whole terrestrial orb, 
and its products, minerals, plants, and 
animals. In the Latin poets, he re- 
membered everything that was acute and 
pungent. He had read most of the his- 
torians, ancient and modern, wherein 
his observations were singular, nor taken 
notice of by common readers.’’ Dr. 
Johnson affirms that “‘there is no science 
in which he does not discover some skill, 
and scarce any kin‘ of knowledge, pro- 
fane or sacred, abstruse or elegant, 
which he does not appear to have culti- 
vated with success.”’ 

Amid the cares of a busy life, Sir 
Thomas found time to write on ‘‘ Vulgar 
Errors,’’ a perfect museum of curiosities; 
on ‘*Urn-Burial,’’ a learned treatise 
dealing with much recondite and out-of- 
the-way knowledge; on “‘ The Garden 
of Cyrus,’’ an ingenious discourse on 
** quincunxes,’’ or arrangement by fives; 
and on “‘ Christian Morals,’’ the most 
formal and didactic of his writings. 
His great work, however, and that by 
which he is-best known, is the “* Religio 
Medici,’’? which was published after his 
death. It contains much that is curious, 
some things that are whimsical, and 
more that are wise and profound. Much 
as he loved paradoxes and odd compari- 
sons and equivocal deductions, he always 
kept his balance and had a good fund of 
saving humor and common. sense. 
After many quaint speculations and amus- 
ing suppositions, he sums up, “there are 
a bundle of curiosities, not only in phil- 
osophy, but in divinity, proposed and dis- 
cussed by men of most supposed abilities, 
which indeed are not worthy our vacant 
hours, much less our serious studies.’’ 
Even when dealing with the most diffi- 
cult and controverted subjects he pre- 
serves an admirable equipoise: as when 
he says, ‘‘ this is also a miracle, not only 
to produce effects against or above nature, 
but before nature; and to create nature, 
as great a miracle as to contradict or. 
transcend her,’’ 


Living ina rude and intolerant age, 
Browne was of a most gentle and tolerant 
spirit. Travelling in countries where 
the old faith still prevailed, though him- 
self a pronounced Protestant, he is_ will- 
ing to enter the churches and pray with 
the worshippers of other persuasions. 
In an eloquent passage, which might 
teach a lesson to some modern tourists, 
he remarks, “* At the sight of a cross or 
a crucifix I can dispense with my hat, 
but scarce with the thought and memory 
of my Saviour. . . . I could never hear 
the Ave Mary Bell without an elevation; 
or think it a sufficient warrant, because 
they erred in one circumstance, for me 
to err in all—that is in silence and dumb 
contempt. © Whilst, therefore, they 
directed their devotions to her, I offered 
mine to God, and rectified the errors of 
their prayers by rightly ordering my own. 
At a solemn procession I have wept 
abundantly, while my consorts, blind 
with opposition and prejudice, have 
fallen into an excess of laughter and 
SCOMm 7, 

As might be expected Sir Thomas’ 
life, as. well as his books, was not with-— 
out its contradictions. After his travels, ° 
in which he made himself very much a 
citizen of the world, he settled down 
quietly in a provincial town to a life of 
scarcely interrupted prosperity. Many — 
years before he had indulged in some 
disparaging remarks about marriage. 
He had even wished like Montaigne, 
that we might grow like trees; and then 
like the humorist that he was, he married — 
a lady of whom it is said that she was so 
perfect that ‘“‘they seemed to come to- 
gether by a kind of natural magnetism,”’ : 
had ten children, and lived happy ever 
afterwards. 

No man ever breathed a more gentle, 
kindly, and exalted religious sentiment 
into his writings, and it is impossible to 
read them without both smiling at him 
and loving him.

In the annual report of the American 
Telephone and ‘Telegraph Company, 
which has just been issued, President 
Theodore N. Vail gives some _interest- 
ing figures and discusses at length several 
features of the telephone business. 

The business has shown constant gain 
during the year, and at the close there 
were 3,839,000 stations connected to the 
system, with a total of 8,610,592 miles 
of wire. ‘The total number of exchange 
and toll calls for the year was about 5,- 
997,000,000. During the year $52,- 
921,400 was added to construction, and 
in the past eight years $351,835,655 has 
been so added. 

At the present time there are outstand- 
ing 1,525,280 shares of the stock of the 
company, 1,312,502 of which are held 
by 23,453 stockholders, an average of 
less than 56 shares each, the balance, 
212,778 shares, being held by 16 share- 
holders, each with 5,000 shares or over. 

Attention is called to the universality 
of the Bell system and its occupation of 
the field, first in the urban districts, keep- 
ing pace with the demand, then later in 
the semi-urban and rural districts.

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PARISH MEETING. 


Annual Meeting of the First Parish, Man- 
chester, Held Wednesday Evening. 


The annual meeting of the First Par- 
ish, Manchester, was held inthe Chapel 
Wednesday evening. Aside from the 
reports of the officers and committees, 
and the election of officers, there was 
little of importance in connection with 
the meeting. 

Preliminary action was taken, how- 
ever, toward recognizing in some form 
the 100th anniversary of the building of 
the present Congregational church. ‘The 
church was built in 1809 and was oc- 
cupied for the first ttme on ‘Thanksgiv- 
ing Day of that year. Should the event 
be recognized next year, it is likely that 
it will come the early part of the fall, 
while many of the summer residents are 
here, rather than in late November.

After several ballots, however, Mr.

A. S. Jewett was re-elected collector 
and treasurer; Frank P. Knight, Ed- 
ward A. Lane and William Hoare were 
re-elected on the Parish committee, and 
George W. Jewett was re-elected 
trustee of the M. C. Martin fund for 
three years. 

George W. Jewett, Charles C. Dodge 
and Albert Cunningham were elected on 
the music committee and the committee 
was authorized to invite the co-operation 
of the church music committee to work 
with them in regard to the singing. An

When acause that is just is pre- 
sented we should stand behind it. We 
shouldn’t permit graft if we can help it, 
but don’t let us get so fanatic about it 
that the atmosphere is full of it. Clear 
the atmosphere and begin to believe there 
are some good people in the world and 
that there are good men in public office. 

“Another thing that is unpatriotic is 
the attitude we take against our immi- 
grants. We forget that we were all im- 
migrants not many generations back. 
You can’t push back very far before you 
find a language you can’t understand. | 
don’t approve of this narrow feeling that 
America is for Americans. It is not 
true patriotism. 

“* Nothing counts but reality, and the 
real patriot is what we want. We can’t 
define real patriotism, but we can ex- 
press it. Pure patriotism is told by the 
measure one sacrifices his own rersonal 
interest for the good of the nation.”’ 

‘This concluded the entertainment fea- 
ture of the evening and the remaining 
hour was spent socially. Ice cream and 
cake, and cocoa was served by an effic- 
ient committee of camp members.

_ petition by Lynn and a few surrounding 


towns for anew county court house at 
that city; There are already three 
county court houses,—Salem, Lawrence 
and Newburyport,—and there was 
naturally much opposition to the new 
move. 

Selectman W. R_ Bell represented 
the Manchester Board of Selectmen at 
the hearing Monday, and put the board 
on record as opposing the move. Mr. 
Bell said: 

**T am one of those who do not be- 
lieve that it is good sound business judg- 
ment to increase, our county debt four or 
five thousand dollars simply for the con- 
venience of the City of Lynn. I repre- 
sent the little town of Manchester, but 
we pay the seventh largest tax in the 
county; $2000 more than Nahant, Saugus 
and Lynnfield put together, $6000 more 
than Swampscott, and one-quarter as 
much as the City of Lynn. 

‘*’The county tax is increasing thou- 
sands of dollars yearly. Manchester’s 
proportion of the county tax has in- 
creased in two years over $4000,—from 
$12,500 in 1905 to $16,500 in 1907. 

‘The Selectmen of Manchester,’’ 
said Mr. Bell in closing, “* wish to go on 


record as being very much opposed to 


this proposed Court House on the ground 
that it is an unnecessary expenditure for 
the county.’’

$15,000 TO BE SPENT IN MANCHESTER WOODS 7 ? 


This will be decided at the Adjourned Town N Meeting Monday Evening. $10,000 
Forth-coming, if Town Appropriates $5,000. 


Manchester’s adjourned town meeting 
will be held next Monday evening at 
7.30. Besides ‘‘ winding up’’ a few 
odds and ends, so to speak,.two very im- 
portant: matters will come before the 
meeting and each in itself ought to be 
sufficient to draw out a large gathering 
of the voters. . 

It is understood that the special com- 
mittee appointed at the March meeting 
to wait upon the Manchester Electric 
Co. and ask for-an extension of the 
option which the town has of purchasing 
the plant, said option expiring on Sept. 
18 of this year, will make a report. The 
committee met the company’s represen- 
tatives last Saturday. Everyone in- 
terested in the matter—and, it is a very 
important one—should attend the meet- 
ing. 

The other matter of interest is—moth 
suppression. It is understood the select- 
men will recommend an appropriation of 
$5000 to be spent under the direction of 
the state as outlined previously in this 
paper,—with the understanding — that 
$5000 more will be forth-coming from 


the state and $5000 from the summer 
residents, —$15,000 in alli.

TREE PLANTING AND AFTER-CULTURE 


The address of Windsor H. Wyman 
before the North Shore Horticultural so- 
ciety, at Manchester, on Friday evening 
of last week contained many practical 
suggestions that: should interest 
everybody and deserves more space than 
we can give. 

In planting trees, he said, in beginning, 
he would consider all plants as trees ex- 
cept herbaceous plants and his remarks 
would apply to soil that was adapted to 
growing corn and any other soil would 
be an exception to his general rules and 
require different treatment. 

The ideal time to plant, he said in the 
course of his remarks was when the life 


a 
most 


of the plant began to assert itself. In 
the selection such plants as are best 
adapted to the natural condition of the 
soil should be first considered. All the 
best trees and plants should be considered 
as nothing but wild trees cultivated and 
do not need the hybrid culture usually 
given them. He put much emphasis 
upon the proper preparation and _fertil- 
ization of the soil for planting. He dis- 
agrees with those who disturb the natu- 
ral condition of the soil and sub-soil by 
deep digging and pulverizing. After re- 
ceiving the trees or plants from . the 
nursery he advised care in pruning the

will be immediately available to be spent 
in the Manchester woods and _ those im- 
mediately back of them. 

$5000 of this money can be got from 
the State fund. When I got the acting 
Governor Mr. Draper to agree that 
$10,000, could be spent in preserving 


the North Shore woods, it was only on ° 


condition that enough money was raised 
to do comprehensive and thorough work 
and that the State’s share should be not 
over 334 per cent. 

The other $5000 I can put in. It 
has been subscribed by summer residents 
of Manchester to be called for in case 
enough is forthcoming to do all the work 
(to wit, at least $15,000). 

In Beverly the work has been going 
on for fours weeks. 160 men are now 
at work and are doing good work, creo- 
soting the nests and cleaning up the 
brush and poor trees ready for spraying 
this summer. Here the State gives 
$5000, Beverly $5000 and the summer 
resident committee $5000. 

Mancheste: will be asked to make the 
same arrangement. 

Already it is almost too late, but every 
day now counts two. All the Manches- 
ter woods are not yet scouted, only those 
in the western end of the town and _ just 
east of the Manchester—Essex road. 

I asked the State Superintendent to 
write me what conditions were found in 
Manchester. His reply just received 
was in part as follows: 

‘“There is one bad colony between 
Brookwood road and Pine street; one 
between the Old Road and Southern 
avenue, on the line; one between the 
Old Road and School street. “There is 
also avery bad infestation in Manchester 
Cove, extending from Summer street to 
the railroad track. I was mistaken when 
I informed you that we were nearly 
through with Manchester, as we have a 
large amount of territory to cover yet in 
Manchester proper. 

‘The above mentioned colonies are 
in very bad condition, and if something 
is not done this year in the way of thin- 
ing, spraying andtreating the worst in- 
festations, they will spread over an enor- 
mous area. If money can possibly be 
raised so that this work can be taken up 
immediately or within a very few days, 
it will be a great saving to all parties con- 
cerned. 

““TIn order to care for the above col- 
onies in the proper way, it will require 
an expenditure of not less than $10,000. 
This leaves a balance of $5000 to care 
for such colonies as may be located this 
month.”’ 

This last was on the assumption which 
we have agreed upon, to wit: An ex- 
penditure of $15,000 of which the State 
will contribute $5000, the town $5000,

Col. Franklin Haven, a well knowm 
summer resident of Beverly Farms died 
suddenly at his home, 35 Beacon street, 
Boston, Tuesday night, of heart failure.

There 
is food for thought on this subject in an 
article on the opposite page. Read it!

SucuH delightful Spring days as yester- 
day are the kind to make people think of 
the North Shore. Greater activity is 
evident every day now, and before many 
weeks the North Shore will be itself 
once more. 


MANCHESTER ought to appropriate 
$5000 for moth work at the adjourned 
meeting next Monday evening. If so 
the state will give $5000, and $5000 has 
already been offered by a committee of 
summer residents. $15,000 ought to 
accomplish a great deal of work. And 
Manchester workmen will get most of 
the money. 


Ir seems evident that deer are multi- 
plying on the North Shore. Every day 
or two we hear of someone seeing a 


deer in the woods or grazing in some 
field. The night freight killed a deer 
on the track between Magnolia’ and 
West Gloucester not many weeks ago. 
There has been considerable complaint 
at West Gloucester lately of boys with 
dogs chasing deer and it would seem that 
measures should betaken to stop them. 
On the other hand the deer do no small 
amount of destruction to vegetation as it 
starts from the ground, and as the plant- 
ing season is approaching, it would seem 
that farmers and others having crops, 
should have some protection against loss 
in this direction. Under the law they 
are powerless to do anything but frighten 
the creatures away from the fields. 


‘THE great things that were predicted 
from the adoption of the three mill tax 
on intangible property, as desired by the 
recess committee on taxation, and sub- 
sequently reported to the legislature, have 
been summarily dissipated by the finding 
of the supreme court that the measure is 
unconstitutional. | Manchester and _ all 
other North Shore towns would have suf- 
fered more than the towns in any other 


‘part of the state had such a bill passed. 


The bill provided for placing a small tax 
(three mills on a dollar) upon exempted 
property, on the reasoning that the gains 
in revenue from the willing uncovering 
of property heretofore concealed - would 
produce a total in excess of the present 
collections, and it was on this principle 
that the question of unconstitutionality 
arose. “The Salem News suggests that 
“it would have been interesting to note 
the operation of this sliding scale of hon- 
esty, up to a point where the levy be- 
came so objectionable as to promote 
wholesale perjury, but the supreme court 
finding has of course upset all chances 
in this quarter.’”’ 


IN commenting on the appropriation 
by Congress of $250,000 for the exter- 
mination of the gypsy and brown tail 
moths, the Gloucester Daily Times 
says: 

When one thinks of the denuded trees 
and wood of some sections when the 
pest first started and realizes that but for 
these stringent measures and the expend- 
iture of money, the woodlands and shad- 
ed drives of Cape Ann and all along the 
whole North Shore would have been but 
a desert of barren, gray limbs, in summer 
time, he must admit that though costly, 
the work has been more than justified 
and that results have shown its value, 


And now the National government 
comes out with financial aid to carry on 
the work. This, we suppose, means 
that the battle against the gypsy and 
brown tail moths will be continued with 
vigor and that part of the heavy expense- 
under which the state, cities and in- 
dividuals have been laboring) i in this state, 
at least, for several years, will probably 
be lightened, and that while the same 
protection will be afforded and the same 
vigorous war kept up, the expense local- 
ly will be somewhat less. 

This is as it should be, for with the 
continuance of the pest now admitted 
and regarded as a national evil, it is only 
proper that the national government 
should relieve localities of the cost of 
warding off the extermination, or a_ part 
of it at least, and assume the part of the 
burden itself.

If Spent in Study It is Worth Ten Dollars a 
Day. Boys, Can You Afford to Waste 
Any of Yours? 


WHAT 


_ At this season of year when every- 
body is busy all along the North Shore, 
and there is plenty of work for young 
and old alike, parents are very apt to let 
their boys leave school. The following 
article, which recently appeared in an 
educational publication, ought to make 
food for thought for all parents.

“Then 
he gave me a calculation that I have used 
this year before every institute, for | am 
anxious to get it into the daily papers, to 
have it carried to every schoolroom and 
put upon every blackboard, so that the 
pupils may carry it home and discuss it 
with their parents. 

‘* He said: ‘If an uneducated man 
earns $1.50 a day for 300 days in a year, 
he does very well; and if he keeps it up 
for 40 years, he will earn $1.50x300x40, 
or $18,000.

roots that had been mutilated by the 
spade in taking up, suggesting that the 
roots should be cut upward with a very 
sharp knife. In digging holes for the 
trees, he said, make them only a little 
larger than the actual requirement of the 
root at the time of planting; avoid too 
many unnatural conditions. Over-loos- 
ening and mellowing of the soil tended 
to disintegrate it by making evaporation 
easy and the humus would be soon gone. 
Of course this did not apply to plants 
under glass. Plants feed as much from 
the clouds and atmosphere through the 
leaves as from the soil through the roots. 
With the average gardener he would not 
differ much in the matter of fertilization 
only that he was an ardent advocate of 
mulching. Mulch the roots and retain 
the moisture in the ground by preventing 
evaporation rather than watering the 
plant. 

In pruning, he said, only do soto keep 
the tree symmetrical; do not throw away 
the growth of years for some old whim; 
keep the tree shapely but don’t waste 
time in pruning. Evergreens should not 
be pruned at all. Nipping of the buds 
is the most successful method. Great 
care should be exercised with evergreens 


to keep them from drying up, when once . 


taken out of the ground for trans- 
plantation. When once they become 
dry they will never thrive again. 


Evergreens like other trees are too often 
killed by the kindness of over fertiliza- 
tion. When the hole is prepared and 
the tree placed in position the greatest 
care should be given in packing the 
earth securely around the roots so -as to 
exclude every particle of air. Air so left 
in a space around the roots is fatal to the 
plant. Do not water but mulch, he re- 
peated, and, in summing up his remarks 


- by a series of dont’s, he said, don’t dig 


to large holes, don’t over prune the tree, 
don’t water, but mulch and occasionally 
hoe and tickle the soil on top. In a few 
words on the treatment of lawns. he 
cautioned against the excessive use of the 
hose and advised the application of a 
lawn dressing that would retain the natu- 
ral moisture. For this dressing he gave 
a formula of two tons land plaster, one 
ton wood ashes and 500 pounds com- 
mercial fertilizer to the acre as the most 
successful treatment he could advise. 


At the close of his talk he answered : 


many questions and was extended a vote 
of thanks by the society. At the next 
meeting Peter Hylen will speak upon 
‘* Fruit culture, —grafting and budding.”’

About 50 voters were present. 

Chairman Edward S. Knight of the 
selectmen made the following report for 
the board,—or, at least, for a majority 
of the board, fe orce 4 Allen not being 
in favor of the plan: 

‘ Citizens of the Town of Manchester, 

‘Gentlemen: — 

“Your Board of Selectmen beg 
leave to submit a report upon the serious 
menace to the North Shore woods by the 
gypsy moth as found by the scouting 
work done by the State superintendent 
this winter. 

“* A comprebensive plan has been de- 
veloped by which the state contributes 
one-third, the town one-third and one- 
third by private subscribers, the whole 
amount to be paid over to the state treas- 
_urer and the bills to be audited by the 
State superintendent of gypsy moth work. 

“A proposition has been made to us 
that the state would contribute $5000, 
private subscribers $5500 conditional up- 
on the Town of Manchester making an 
appropriation of $5000. 

“We believe this to be a step in the 
right direction for the state to take up 


SAMUEL KNIGHT DEAD. 


Manchester's Leading Citizen Passed Away Last Sunday. 


Large Funeral 


Wednesday. 


Samuel Knight passed away last Sun- 
day afternoon at his late home, Central 
street, Manchester, at the age of 68 
years, after an illness of about three 
weeks. He was buried Wednesday, 
funeral services being held at the Con- 
gregational church. 

No death in recent years has been so 
generally lamented by the people of 
Manchester and vicinity as that of Mr. 


Knight. Besides being one of Man- 
chester’s oldest business men, highly 
honored and respected by all, he .was 


what is justly termed Manchester’s lead- 
ing citizen. 

Few men are held in such high esteem 
by business associates and the people in 
general, as was Mr. Knight, and the 
place he occupied in the community was 
well attested by the manner in which the 
townspeople, business men from _neigh- 
boring towns and cities, came out Wed- 
nesday to the funeral. Despite the in- 
clement weather the body of the Con- 
gregational church was filled. Business 


was suspended in the town most of the 
afternoon. 


Samuel Knight was born in Manches- 
ter, Sept. 2, 1840, son of John and 
Harriet (Perkins) Knight. The family 
has long been resident in Manchester, 
and has been prominently identified with 
the history of the town. John Knight 
was ason of John Knight, sr., and wasa 
tanner and currier by trade. For nearly 
forty years he was in business in Man- 
chester, the tannery being located off 
School street, rear of the property where 
E. S. Knight’s greenhouse is now 
located. 

Samuel Knight was reared and edu- 
cated in Manchester, and he began to 
learn the trade of tanner and currier at 
Chelsea when fifteen years of age. He 
worked there two years and then returned 
to Manchester and took charge of his 
father’s business, managing it until 1872. 

Since 1872, or, for the past 36 years,

O. T. Roberts. 

Fk. K. Hooper said that feeling the 
town had sustained a great loss he moved 
that out of respect to the memory of 
Mr. Knight the meeting adjourn to

Mr. Knight. had been engaged in the 


coal and wood business, later adding 
building materials, hay, grain, etc. He 
was a self-made man and the success 
he had met with was well earned by the 
untiring attention he gave to business and 
the strictly honorable methods he em- 
ployed. 

For the past generation or more Mr. 
Knight had been what might be termed 
** Manchester’s leading citizen.’’ He 
had always been deeply interested in the 
welfare of the town, ever working for 
the best interests. He early realized the 
importance of Manchester as a summer 
resort, and he ever worked withthe view 
of making the town more attractive as a 
summer resort. His counsel and advice 
was sought on all matters of importance 
and though nearly 70 years of. age his in- 
terest had not lagged; he took an active 
part in the last town election and town 
meeting. He was always very conservative 
in making recommendations that called 
for an expenditure of money. 

He was for five years a member of the 
board of selectmen, assessors and over- 
seers of the poor, part of the time as 
chairman. He had served also as a 
member of the water board, and he was 
a member of the committee at the time 
the original water works was installed in 
1891. He was one of the leaders in ad- 
vocating the introduction of this system, 
which has been of inestimable benefit to 
the town. He has served the town at 
various times on many important com- 
mittees. 

For a number of years he was moder- 
ator at town meeting, and he was at one 
time surveyor of highways. 

In politics Mr. Knight was a Demo- 
crat, with independent proclivities. 

He was a member of Magnolia lodge, 
149, I. O. O. F., joining the lodge on 
the day of its institution, Aug. 2, 1869, 
though he was not one of the charter 
members. He was noble grand of the 
lodge in 1871. 

Mr. Knight was one of the incorpo- 
rators of the Essex County club, and 
was at the time of his death one of the 
grounds committee of the club. 

He married Mary B. Carter of this 
town, who survives him, together with 
three children, Frank P. Knight and 
George L. Knight, both of Manchester,

general fund for the Chelsea relief. 


A NEW organization which promises 
to play an important part inthe affairs 


of Essex county was started in Lynn last 
week. It is known as the Essex County 
Associated Boards of Trade, and is 
made up of the boards of trade of Bev- 
erly, Haverhill, Ipswich, 
Lynnfield, Peabody, 
Swampscott and Lynn. The member- 
ship will be nearly 2000.

A PREACHER TO THE TIMES. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Hugh Latimer, * sometime Bishop 
of Worcester,’ who with Ridley 
suffered martyrdom under Queen Mary 
in 1556, was emphatically a” * preacher to 
the times.’’ He preached to men’s 
business and bosoms, he hit — straight 
from the shoulder, he did not beat about 
the bush, he handled both his subject 
and his hearers without gloves; with 
him a spade was a spade always; he did 


not hold that language was invented to — 


conceal thought. He was no courtier 

r ‘‘trimmer,’’ he was not afraid to tell 
kings and nobles just what he thought of 
them, and some of his sermons to clowns 
and yokels at St. Paul’s cross must have 
made the ears of all them that heard 
them to tingle. His humor was some- 
times a little broad, and his language 
sometimes coarse: but the age of the 
Plantagenets was not an age of refine- 
ment in manners or speech. If he was 
sometimes blunt, however, he was never 
finical; if he did not cultivate the amen- 
ities, he did not preach to tickle or capti- 
vate his hearers. His style would have 
hardly passed muster with critics of the 
school of Addison and Pope, but for 
racy, idiomatic English, for language 
that could be ‘“‘understanded of the 
people,’’ for mother-wit, keen invective, 
forceful argument and cogent appeal, 
Latimer is perhaps unsurpassed in the 
long roll of England’s great preachers. 

There are many things in his sermons 
that throw light onthe habits and cus- 
toms of his day, some of which are sig- 
nificant of the great changes in social 
life of the past three or four hundred 
years, while others remind us that hu- 
man nature is a pretty constant quantity, 
that does not change as habits and cus- 
toms and fashions in dress change. It 
seems that there were lawyers in 
Latimer’s time, and that sometimes they 
were the gentry that profited most by 
lawsuits. Inthe first sermon preached 
before King Edward the Sixth, March

PURCHASE OF ELECTRIC PLANT 


Considered by Manchester Voters at Adjourned Meeting. Committee:appointed 


to investigate. 


Company Refuses to Extend Further Option. 
Pine Street Layout rejected. 


Resolutions on 


the Death of the late Samuel Knight. 


At the adjourned town meeting in 
Manchester, Wednesday evening, the 
matter of purchasing the Manchester 
Electric Co. was considered, though 
definite action in this direction will be 
withheld until an adjourned or special 
town meeting later on. The committee 
appointed at the March meeting reported 
that the company would not extend the 
option which the town has of purchasing 
the plant, expiring on Sept. 18, of this 
year. 

The company agrees, practically, to 
sell its plant to the town for $150,000, 
which is nearly $50,000 less than its ac- 
tual cost. E. S. Knight, F. K. Swett 
and James Hoare were appointed a com- 
mittee of three to investigate, and $300 
was appropriated for its use. 

The matter of Pine street relocation 
and layout was also brought before the 
meeting and after some discussion as to 
awards the layout was rejected. This 
means that the whole matter will be gone 
over again, as the necessity of widening 
the street and relocating some of its lines 
is very apparent. 

Resolutions on the death of the late 
Samuel Knight were also adopted and 
Roland C. Lincoln paid a grand tribute 
to Mr. Knight’s memory in moving the 
adoption of the resolutions. 


When the meeting was called to order 
at 7.40 by Moderator Allen there were 
less than 50 voters present. This num- 
ber was swelled a little, however, later 
on. 

Art. 45, option on purchase of elec- 
tric light plant was the first business taken 
up. F. K. Hooper, chairman of the 
committee appointed at the March meet- 
ing to wait on the company and see if 
the option on the plant expiring on Sept. 
18, 1908, could be extended, reported 
briefly as follows: 


*“'The Manchester Electric Co. deem 
it inexpedient to extend the time on 
which said option expires, which is more 
fully explained by a letter from the presi- 
dent of the company herewith sub- 
mitted.’ 

©. T. Roberts is president of the 
company and Mr. Hooper read a letter 
from him in which Mr. Roberts said that 
the real power to extend the option was 
in the hands of the stock-holders, al- 
though the directors felt morally certain 
that the stock-holders were not willing to 
extend the option and the directors felt 
it useless to call a meeting to take up the 
matter. 

Mr. Hooper also read a lenethy letter 
from Philip Dexter one of the directors 
in which Mr. Dexter said that the ditrec- 
tors felt the town ought to decide now 
whether or not it would buy the plant, 
though there was no necessity of paying 
for it immediately. "The:company was 
started originally out of public spirited- 
ness and the stockholders were now will- 
ing and ready to sell, even though they 
would have to sell at a loss. While the 
company has not made any’ money thus 
far, the plant was now on practically a 
paying basis. The very best of every- 
thing had been used in establishing the 
plant, wires had been put underground, 
etc. 

Mr. Dexter suggested that if the town 
agree to buy, payment might be postponed 
two years and thus overcome the difficulty 
of:payment until the new water supply was 
settled. The desire of the directors is 
to know to whom they are going to sell, 
when and how much. ‘The plant has 
cost $200,000 in cash and the company 
would sell for $150,000, payable in two 
years without interest. 

Mr. Hooper said further that the com- 
pany had one or two interested parties

THE RESURRECTION. 


“TI Am the Resurrection and the Life.’ 
John XI: 25. 


BY L. H. RUGE. 
Pastor Orthodox Congregational Church 


This was a striking, startling claim that 
Christ made for himself. But he sub- 
stantiated this claim by not only raising 
the dead, but by coming forth from his 
own sealed tomb. 

We sometimes question this marvel- 
ous event. We fail to see the grandeur 
of it. We look at life as the Chinese 
look at nature. We fail in the principle 
of divine prospective. The 
artist cannot make his eye take in the 
prospective and so he paints nature as a 
flat screen. He lacks the faculty of tak- 
ing in distances. Many souls lack the 
spiritual faculty of eternal distances and 
never see beyond the presenttime. But 
the soul that sees beyond the plains of 


earth sees the glorious prospects of eter- 


nal life in which the resurrection is 
simply a common incident. Look up, 
look beyond! 

The difficulties of demonstrating the 
resurrection are admitted. Science is al- 
ways a hard reasoner especially for the 
blind and inexperienced. But the diffi- 
culties are no greater for the spiritual 
scientist than for the materialist. We 
accept the law of pravitation on less evi- 
dences, than we do the resurrection. 

Resurrection of body is simply recre- 
ation of body. 


a man being here at all? ‘There is more

reason for the body to continue to exist _ 


than that it should exist in the first place. 
Its creation is more marvellous than its 
re-creation. Its creation is presumptive 
evidence of its re-creation. 

God created the body, gave man _ in- 
telligence and personality. This identity 
that God gave us he preserves. The 
law of the soul shapes this identity and 
given the same soul in re-creation that 
law will re-establish that identity, only, 
however, more perfectly. The idea of 
resurrection is simple. It is only a 
copied idea taken from creation of what 
is already. 

The historical record favors the resur- 
rection. ‘The disciples of Jesus recorded 
the fact that Jesus arose from the dead. 
They suffered and died asserting this 
fact. Men have died for an error, but 
died believing the error to be true, but 
no man ever died for an error knowing 
it to be an error. Men make no such 
sublime sacrifices as the disciples made 
for a lie. No sane man would thus die 
defending a lie. To believe this requires 
greater credulity than to believe the 
resurrection. 

Paul, the sane, cultured scholar, 
dared to stand before King Agrippa and 
assert the fact, saying, ‘‘The King 
knoweth of these things for none of

the resurrection.

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these things were done in a corner.’’ It 


was a well authenticated fact in Paul’s 
day. We hear not a single denial of the 
historic fact by contemporaries of Paul, 
therefore his testimony has splendid 
weight. He is imprisoned and about to 
be executed, but with assurance and con- 
viction born of knowledge he _ says, 
““Jesus hath abolished death and brought 
life and immortality to light.’ The 
prison walls fade away, the chain melts 
from his wrist, and Caesar’s tribunal, 
its pomp, its soldiers, its decrees, its ex- 
ecutioners are but fantastic shadows com- 
pared to the greater reality for he has 
the faculty of the spiritual prospective. 
So above the shadowy, shifting views of 
others, abovetheir suspicious speculations, 
he declares the fact of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion as one of the steadiest axioms of his 
knowledge. 

Science itself has demonstrations of 
This is the season of 
nature’s resurrection. The decayed 
grain of wheat demonstrates it. The 
dew-sprinkled blossoms are swarming 
with life fresh from the tomb and preach 
a sermon on the resurrection that stag- 
gers science itself. Go ask that little 
airy creature on gorgeous wing to tell 
you its history and then go on and deny 
the story of the resurrection. It was a 
worm, it crawled on the earth, it fed on 
the earth. Now in its resurrection it 
sips tae honey of a thousand blooms 
and lives ina higher realm. If man’s 
body is doomed to the earth then it is 
lower in the order of creation than the 
worm. ‘Think of it, a marvelous trans- 
formation bestowed upon a worm that is 
denied to man! 

Listen! One of the most remarkable 
discoveries of science is that there is life 
on earth that is deathless. We have a 
scientific demonstration of immortality 


‘on earth. This deathless life is in the 


one-celled organism. It is in the rudi- 
mentary principle of life. Weirsmann 
declares that natural death occurs only in 
the many-celled organism but is not 
found in the one-celled organism. New- 
man Smith says the one-celled organism 
does not exist fora time, produce another 
like itself and then die, it lives right on. 
It divides itself andthus may be said to 
live in double form, Aut it does not die. 
Science here gives evidence that death is 
not an essential attribute of nature, but 
rather that life is the essential attribute. 
Death is then not a primary, but a sec- 
ondary and incidental event in nature. 

If we carry the argument into the 
spiritual realm it is even stronger in favor 
of the resurrection. “The idea, the hope, 
the demand for immortality,—call it 
what you will,—is inherent in the soul. 
It is the key note in music, it is the 
Master Chord. No great art portrays 
death as a finality. The soul of the 
Master resists the idea of death. Always 
when genius paints or chissels it ex-

presses immortality, life. “The music 
and art that lacks this is dead music, dead 
art. It strikes a discord in the still air, 
it hangs a fall over the mid-day sun. 

In the supreme moment of mortal 
peril the soul feels no fear. We may 
live in terror of the coming of death but 
when he comes we fall gently asleep in 
his arms like a child seeking a sweet pe- 
riod of rest. If the physiologist has a 
reason for this so has the psychologist. 

You could tear the Diety from his 
throne as easily as you could tear the in- 
stinct from the soul that it will awake 
from that which Jesus rightly named a 
sleep. This instinct of immortality is 
the key to every metaphysical mystery. 

The materialist tells us there is no 
freedom or intelligent choice in mere 
nature; that everything grows out of in- 
exorable law and develops into har- 
monious completeness, but here, with- 
out immortality nature is defeated and 
the materialists argument is 77/. 

This truth of the resurrection is fun- 
damental in Christianity. “The whole 
structure of the church and modern civil- 
ization stands or falls on the issue of 
Christ’s divinity and resurrection. An- 
alize this assertion and carry it to its 
logical conclusion and see what you 
have. France carried the answer along 
a partial demonstration and shuddered 
and turned back to its fundamental soul 
instinct and recovered. Did you read 
the sermon in the “‘ Wall Street Jour- 
nal’ on the vital relation between 
christian faith and civilization? It says 
national disaster will follow the disaster 
of christian faith. Yes, racial disaster 
follows every distruction of soul instincts. 

God is not a God of the dead but a 
God of the living. There is life beyond 
the tomb. ‘The flowers you scatter over 
the graves are emblems of sweeter nup- 
tials than the garlands at any wedding 
feast. There is music there, and joy and 
laughter we know not of. 

When Paul was ready to go there he 


said “‘ my departure is at hand.’’ An- 

. . “zy . . ‘ 
other said with striking significance, — let 
me pass out.”’ 


** So when the angel of the bitter drink 

At last shall greet you at the river-brink 

And offering his cup, invite your soul 

Forth to your lips to quaff—you shall 
shrink.’ ’

IT is very evident that Manchester has 
another problem on its hands in the mat- 
ter.of purchasing the Manchester Elec- 
tric Co., which will involve the expendi- 
ture of $150,000 or more within a year 
ortwo. ‘The option which the town 
has of purchasing the plant expires next 
September. In view of the fact that the 
town has the very important problem on 
its hands at present of an additional wa- 
ter supply it seemed best to have this 
option extended if possible. “The com- 
pany refuses to extend the option, how- 
ever, one reason being that there are at 
least two prospective purchasers and the 
company would like to known just what 
the town desires to do. In other words 
if the town wants the plant the company 
would like to know it, and they will goso 
far as to offer to sell the plant for $150,- 
000 and extend the time of payment for 
two years. 

It appears to us that it would be very 
unwise for the Town of Manchester to 
let this opportunity go by, and _ thus have 
some other company come into the town 
to run the plant.

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A PREACHER TO THE TIMES

8, 1549, he illustrates a point he is mak- 
ing in this wise: ‘This was not much 
unlike a bargain that I heard of late 
should be betwixt two friends for a horse; 
the owner promised the other should 
have the horse if he would; the other 
asked the price; he said twenty nobles. 
The other would give him but four 
pound. ‘The owner said he should not 
have him then. ‘The other claimed the 
horse, because he said he should have 
him if he would. ‘Thus this bargain be- 
came a Westminster matter; the lawyers 
got twice the value of the horse; and 
when all came to all, two fools made an 
end of the matter.”” One can imagine 
the winks that passed even among his 
stolid hearers under the ‘‘ Shrowds.’’ 
Latimer knew how to relieve the tedium 
of standing an hour or more while lis- 
tening to his outdoor sermons. No 
preacher in England had so inexhaus- 
tible a stock of ‘‘merry’’ tales fresh 
from his own keen observation or from 
incidents going on in the ‘daily life of the 
common people. ‘Thus he tells of the 
gentlewoman who went to St. Thomas 
of Acres to hear the sermon, “‘because 
she never failed of a good nap there.” 
Frequently he draws an apt illustration 
from bis own personal history, as in the 
account of his bringing up, and of his 
examination for heresy when he heard 
the pen of a concealed reporter scratch- 
ing behind the arras. He had a famous 
knack at arousing his hearers’ curiosity 
as to what was coming next, but he 
never failed to satisfy it. We have an 
example in the only “‘Sermon of the 
Plough ’’ that is preserved: “‘ And now 
I would ask a strange question; who is 
the most diligentest bishop and _ prelate 
in all England, that passeth all the rest in 
doing his office? I can tell, for I know 
him who it is; I know him well. But 
now I think I see you listening . and 
hearkening that I should name him. 
There is one that passeth all the other, 
and is the most diligent prelate and 
preacher in all England. And will ye 
know who it is? Iwill tell you: it is 
the devil. He is the most diligent 
preacher of all other; he is never out of 
his diocess; he is never from his cure; 
ye shall never find him unoccupied; he 
is ever in his parish; he keepeth resi- 
dence at all times; ye shall never find 


him out of the way, call for him when 
you will he is ever at home; the dili- 
gentest preacher in all the realm; he is 
ever at his plough; he is ever applying 
his business, ye shall never find him idle, 
I warrant you; he walketh around from 
place to place, and ceaseth  not.’’ 
When we remember that plurality of 
livings, non-residence and shameful ne- 
glect of their duties were notorious 
among the clergy of Latimer’s time, we 
can appreciate the pungency of such 
home-thrusts which abound in_ his 
sermons. 

No wonder that Latimer got a_hear- 
ing; he was a man with a message; and 
while his courtly auditors were com- 
pelled to listen by his very audacity, his 
sermons were full of inspiring and con- 
solatory thoughts for the poor and 
humble, and the common people heard 
him gladly. His simplicity, his human-, 
ity, his quaintness, his homely _ illus- 
trations, his very garrulousness, helped 
make him one of the most popular 
preachers that England has ever had. 
But his popularity never spoiled him; it 
was a popularity that brought him not 
place and ease and king’s favors, but the 
martyr’s palm. His last words were 
prophetic: ‘‘Be of good comfort, 
Master Ridley, and play the man; we 
shall this day light such a candle by 
God’s grace, in England, as I trust shall 
never be put out.’’ And so he was 
wafted heavenward in his chariot of 
flame. We may smile at many of his 
conceits, and think some of his expres 
sions too rude for ears polite; but we 
can only reverence his honesty, his fear- 
lessness, his loyalty to truth and good- 
ness. He was one of earth’s heroes 
who follow the blood-stained _ track, 
*¢ Toiling up new Calvarys ever with the cross 

that turns not back.” 
He was the kind of ‘“‘preacher to the 
times’’ that we need at the present day.

looking for the plant. As the option 
expires in September and it is impossible 
to. renew it, and as others are looking 
for it, itseemed to him that the town 
was between the devil and the deep sea, 
so to speak.

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R. C. Lincoln's Tribute to Samuel Knight’s Merory: 


Mr. Moderator and Fellow Citizens of 

Manchester: 

When at the hour of his funeral a 
week ago, the stores here were closed 
and all business suspended, the town 
paid its silent tribute to the memory of 
Samuel Knight; we are here now to 
give further expression of the respect and 
honor in which he was held by this com- 
munity. 

It was my good fortune to know Mr. 
Knight in his home, in public affairs and 
in a portion of his official life; and in 
each of these relations his strong individ- 
uality impressed itself upon me and com- 
manded my respect and confidence. I 
should have been much at fault if it had 
not, for he was to me at all times the 
same open, frank and direct, an upright 
and downright man. 

In his home, where it was at times my 
privilege to see him, surrounded by his 
family, and to observe the strength of the 
tie which held them together, he seemed 
to me always to be the active and sym- 
pathetic head towards whom they turned 
for advice, or guidance, or approval. 

In the community he filled a promin- 
ent and a useful place. His business 
activity and sagacity, and his deep inter- 
est in all matters pertaining to the con- 
duct and welfare of the town, brought 
him into contact with most of the resi- 
dents, and made him in many respects 
the leading citizen of Manchester. In 
public life he held many offices and in 
his administration of their duties he 
showed the same rectitude, fearlessness 
and fidelity which guided his private life. 

And here I cannot fail to speak of the 


period of over four years during which | 


I was associated with Mr. Knight in the 
affairs of the Water Department of this 
town. For the work brought us closely 
together and the connection was a very 
pleasant one to me. [trust it is no in- 
trusion here that I should bear witness to 
the qualities of mind and_ character 
which made him to me a fit leader and a 
congenial associate. 

I never sought his advice that I did not 
get it, and ina way which was straight 
out, direct and helpful. He was con- 
scientious in the performance of the 


duties of his ofice,—guided by a clear 

perception of what was for the best in- 

terests of the town, and always recog- 

nizing and desiring to have the views and 

opinions of his fellow commissioners. | 

want to emphasize this admirable. trait» 
of his character,—that he was ever care-- 
ful to observe the courtesies and co-oper- 

ation which should, it seems to me, al- 

ways exist in an official board. What-: 
ever matters were brought to his atten- 

tion, whatever requests were made of 
him personally, he never transacted any 

business of the department independent-.' 
ly of his associates,- although he was the 
chairman of the oad 

And thus in these several. relations. of 
life | found him always the same: He 
never seemed to me to be different at 
different times, nor did he seek passively 
or from mere complaisance to conform. 
to the views of the persons with whom 
he was conversing. His opinions were 
intelligently and carefully formed; they 
were very apt to be correct, and they 
were not apt to be changed. 

I do not think he often made: hasty - 
judgments, though he was able to reach»: 
his conclusions quickly. 

Positive in his opinions, fearless.i in-ex-- 
pressing them, and desirous of enforcing - 
them, yet when opposed and defeated he . 
accepted the result with composure, and 
never allowed his mind to be distracted — 
or his energies to be wasted by useless 
regrets. It seemed to me that he always 
had himself weil in hand, that he took . 
the pleasures of life tranquilly, and_ its~ 
disappointments with equanimity. 

Such were some of the traits which - 
illustrate the strong character of Samuel 
Knight, and indicate the sincerity of his 
private life and the high value of his pub- 
lic service. Ability, honesty, courage, 
both physical and moral, independence, 
determination and public spirit; and then 
underneath and within, a_ sensitiveness 
revealed only to his family and to those 
who were his intimate friends—these are 
attributes which we may always associate 
with his memory. 

It is hard to realize that we shall see 
him no more; surely he will long be re- 
membered and missed in this community.

EIGHT DAYS OF MISSION WORK IN JAPAN 


Former Manchester and Boston Pastor writes interestingly of his work in the Far East. 


[The following account was written by Rev. 
Frank C. Briggs, former pastor of the Baptist 
church, Manchester, and also assistant pastor at 
Tremont Temple, Boston, and was addressed 
to his Beloved Fellow-Workers at the First 
Baptist church, Manchester.

TajIMA PROVENCE, JAPAN, 


Dec. 12, 1907. 


STARTED this morning for a 
few days work with the evangelists 
on the West Coast, and am_ going 
to try to take you with me to see the 
work as it is followed day by day. My 
baggage consists of two boxes (Stereopti- 
con and Acetylene gas machine) and a 
basket of tracts, necessary clothing, etc. 

The uncertainties of a trip of this kind 
bring a great blessing. Having no one 
who is able to assure a welcome or even 
aplace for meetings, in many places 
throws one back where he ought always 
to be, depending very practically on God. 
Thus this morning I have the blessed 
experience of starting on errands for the 
Master not knowing how they are to be 
done, but certain that they are his errands 
and that therefore the way will be pre- 
pared. Sol tell Mrs. Briggs to give 
thanks that God is going to use me. 

The Bantan R. R. running north 
from Himeji is finished only to Waday- 
ama (50 miles.) Here the Chief’ of 
Police is one of our christians so I stop 
to plan with him for a. meeting on my 
return, then go on, baggage in one jin- 
‘The road 
from here used to be fine but work on 
the railway extension has put it in terrible 
condition, so the usual fare of 60 cents 
to Toyooka (20 miles) is increased to 
80 cents. 

The usual time for the run is four 
hours, today it was a walk of seven 
hours. Some of the christians of “Toy- 
ooka came in before I was settled at the 
Takeya Hotel and gave cordial welcome. 
Arranged with Akimoto San, the devout

satisfies soul thirst. (Indian devotee) 
John 3:16, pictures and brief story of 
Christ’s com'ng, His teaching and life 
and lastly the cross. Christ the Great 
Christmas gift—revealing God to man 
and redeeming him from sin and its re- 
sults. 

Friday Dec. 18. Okamoto San our 
good bible woman and others called this 
morning so we did not get started till 
nine-thirty. ’ Tis but seven miles so we 
have plenty of time, only as the christian 
teacher who has formerly helped us in 
Kumihama has gone to Osaka, we want 
to be there before noon. 

‘There is not a christian in this town 
of about three thousand. Akimoto San 
has never been here and I only know 
that the Principal of the school has been 
cordial, so we call at the school and find 


that Inoko San is at homesick. Inquire 
for the head teacher. A_ bright young 
man. Met him last spring. “Thanks 


for past favors and will there be any ob- 
jection to using the school for a meeting 
tonight? Very sure it will be all right 
but will consult the principal and let us 
know. We gotothe hotel. Akimoto 
San on entering a new place always 


kneels for a brief prayer. I like the 
habit. 

After dinner the head-teacher comes 
to report, everything being arranged. 
The school children wili advertise. Do 
some writing, then walk through the 
town as an advertisement. Put up the 
curtain, etc., in the big room which they 
have prepared. With children on the 
floor in front, it will hold five hundred. 
At seven-thirty the place is full. Akimo- 
to San gives this his first talk witha lan- 
tern splendidly. We aim not to explain 
the pictures but let the pictures explain 
the teaching. Ask those who would 
like to hear more to remain for an_after- 
meeting. Coming to see pictures is 
easy but asking for further teaching shows 
an interest which many aré not willing 
to reveal. It is quite a step but about 
thirty remain and I talk for half an hour 
trying to make them see their need for 
the great gift which we have heard. 
Man by sin separated from God loses 
knowledge of true Heavenly Father. 
Blindly worships substitutes for God. 
Needs light and salvation. Christ comes 
to lead the lost child back to his heavenly 
Father. Give out about 200 tracts. 
Find that a good many came. after ’the 
house was full. ’Twill make them 
more eager to come early next time. 
Have a later talk with three young men; 
two of them seem very genuine in- 
quirers. : 

Saturday, Dec. 14. We had planned 
to walk over the mountains to Kinosaki 
(9 miles) but it was pouring so we have 
to use jinrickshas and go round the 
mountains (15 miles.) Before starting 
we go to inquire for the School. Prin- 
cipal and find him up evidently waiting 
for us. Is eager to talk about Christ- 
ianity. Has worshipped Ancestors, the 
sun and the Emperor but. finds no soul 
satisfaction. Deeply conscious of sin 
and keenly alive to his responsibility in 
guiding the 450 children under his care 
into ways of truth. He is looking to 
the teaching of Christ for light. Just 
what is the message? And we let the 
jinricksha men wait an hour while we 
make as clear as possible God’s wonder- 
ful plan of salvation through Christ. He 
drinks it in like one athirst, and it seems 
to most blessedly fit his need. When can

“FOR THE WELFARE OF MAGNOLIA " 


Discussed in the People’s Forum last Sunday Evening by the Pastor of the 
Magnolia Church, Rev. F. J. Libby 


(Revised for the BREEzE by the Speaker) 


Speaking from the text, ““Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God,’’ Mr. Libby 
said that this is a summons to activity in 
the present and not in the future and in 
one’s own community and not in Utopia. 
For the people of Magnolia it means: 
Seek the common good in Magnolia and 
place that before private interest. In 
the long run the common welfare and 
private good are not antagonistic. The 
gain of all is the gain of each. But 
where the two seem to conflict, the duty 
of sacrifice for the larger good is clear. 


Honest Service for Fair Wages. 


‘Those who have visited certain sum- 
mer resorts of long standing will recall 
the disagreeable impression made upon 
them by the greed manifested on every 
hand. Every employee in the hotels, 
every store-keeper, every errand boy 
seemed to be imbued with the spirit of 
one squeezing the market to the limit of 
endurance. Magnolia is young yet. It 
has its future to make or unmake. A 
reputation for fair dealing on the part of 
its citizens, most of whom are employed 
by the summer residents in one capacity 
or another, will do more at present than 
any other one factor to advance its wel- 
fare. Honest Service for fair wages, 
should be the watchword. A greedy 
spirit is intolerable in rich or poor. 
Agree on a just compensation with your 
employer. In return for it give your 
best service. 


Increase Magnolia’s Natural Beauty. 


Second only to the character of its 
people in importance to the welfare of 
Magnolia is its natural beauty. The 
citizens of Magnolia are in duty bound 
to increase and by no act of theirs to 
diminish this beauty. Every. man who 
keeps a smooth-shaven lawn, every man 
who keeps his home neat and pretty is 
in so far a public benefactor. “The pub- 
lic dump must be out of sight. Streets 
must be kept free from paper and rub- 
bish. Barns should be painted. ‘Trees 
should be planted. “Iwo large advertis- 
ing signs have been set up during the 
past week by a Gloucester business man 
on the road between Magnolia and 
Gloucester. These and the three signs 
erected last summer on the same road by 
another party should be removed.. 

Our Improvement Society should at- 
tend to that. We must have a public 
opinion in favor of maintaining Magnolia 


in its beauty that will prevent all such en- 
croachments on the public interest. 


Enforce the Law. 


‘The third matter which must be men- 
tioned in this connection is law-observ- 
ance. [he common welfare requires 
that the citizens of a community consent 
to abide by the laws of the Common- 
wealth. No other policy can endure. 


-During the past three years we have 


winked at the violation of the liquor-law 
in Magnolia. ‘The result has been an 
increase in the number of places where 
liquor was sold illegally. If the policy 
of connivance be persisted in, Magnolia 
will become speedily a cheap town full 
of immorality and vice. Signs threaten- 
ing such degeneration are not wanting. 
We can have no favored law-breakers 
whether among those who board the 
chauffeurs or among those who board 
their employers. We must ask for 
impartial enforcement of the law. 
The only license granted in Magnolia is 
to one drug store and only in the drug 
store should liquor be sold. This licen- 
se permits the sale only for medicinal, 
mechanical or chemical purposes. We 
grant such permission for the common 
welfare. We can withdraw our per- 
mission if the common welfare demands 
such action or if the license is ever used 
to cover illegal sales. 

I believe that the steady pursuit of the 
policy outlined above will advance the 
welfare of Magnolia from every point of 
view, not forgetting its business interests. 
Vice is never anything else than a_para- 
site upon prosperity. Pandering to vice 
destroys him who is guilty of it, whether 
the sinner be an individual or a commu- 
nity.

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A School that made Manchester Famous. 


Few residents of Manchester, outside 
the older portion, know that Manchester 
once had a private school which in its 
day was probably one of the best known 
schools of its kind in this section of the 
country. Not only was Manchester 
young men and women enrolled in_ its 
membership, but young people from all 
parts of the world came to it, owing to 
the reputation that it had gained among 
merchants and shipmates of Salem and 
Boston. ‘ 

The late Deacon John Price kept the 
school, which was located on School 
street, in the building where F. H. Den- 


nis’ grocery is now located. In all 
Master Price numbered among _his 
pupils about 1700. ‘The school was 


started in 1836 and was kept up until 
1872. 

A few days ago a former pupil at the 
school brought into the office a “‘ cata- 
logue of the Teachers and Pupils of 
Chapel school, Manchester, Mass., for 


‘the year ending May 25, 1855,’’ and 


suggested that it migbt make interesting 
older 
readers, if we made mention of this once 
famous school and, perhaps, print a_ list 
of the pupils as they appear in the cata- 
log. 

The teachers were: John Price, 
principal; D. Milton Crafts, assistant; 
Joan L. Allen and Mary B. Carter 
(Mrs. Samuel Knight, ) assistant pupils, 
and Abby Parsons, teacher ‘in drawing.

‘The year then consisted of 44 weeks 
of school, divided into four terms. 
Tuition was $4 per term, and “‘ board 
including washing and mending $2.50 
to $4.00 per week for males, $2.00 to 
$3.00 for females; fuel and light a sepa- 
rate charge.’’ All the pupils were re- 
quired to attend public worship. <A 
charge of fifty cents per term was made 
for a seat in church.

At Salem Monday evening Prof. W. 
S. C. Russell gave an illustrated lecture 
on Labrador.

“* An illustrated travel talk was given 
last evening in Ames Memorial hall on 
Labrador, by Profi W.. S2 iC. Russell. 
‘The speaker was introduced by Charles 
H. Fleming, and a good sized audience 
was present. Prof. Russell made a sum- 
mer’s trip to the interesting country of 
Labrador, and his lecture last evening 
was a description of his experience while 
on that journey. 

‘He started from St. John’s, N. F., 
and the first part of his lecture he devoted 
to Newfoundland, showing pictures of 
the harbors and inlets and cities of that 
country. [he next stop was made at 
Belle Isle, and. a picture was shown of 
the most northern lighthouse, and conse- 
quently the last that the mariner sees as 
he starts on his journey thousands of 
miles up the Labrador coast and into the 
Arctic circle. 

‘Pictures were also shown of the 
Moravian mission stations along the 
coast, and the work of the missionaries 
was explained, showing the great good 
that they have done. “The Hudson Bay 
company’s trading posts were quite in- 
teresting, as well as the Esquimaux and 
their huts, and those of the fishermen. 
The description of the Esquimaux dogs 
and the pictures of them and also of the 
icebergs, also proved entertaining. The 
lecture closed with a tribute to Peary 
and Nanson.’’ 

A number of Manchester friends of 
Prof. Russell, have expressed the hope 
that he might give one his illustrated lec- 
tures here.

For their own sakes 
urge them to do the work themselves 


and at last (about midnight) they agree 
that it ought to be done that way, and 
they will try to secure rooms, Akimoto 
San will come over once a week, and I 
will send literature. Of course where 
there are no christians we must pay all 
expenses, but to relieve christians of their 
duty is to stunt their growth. We thank 
God fora step in advance and get to bed 
in preparation for a hard trip in the 
morning. 

Tuesday, Dec. 17. Start at 8.30 in a 
beautiful snowstorm for Wadayama 13 
miles over the mountains.. Road so bad 
that do not reach there till nearly four 
o clock. This isa growing town. Is 
the present railway terminus and within 
a few years another important line is to 
connect here from the East. Call on 
my good friend Mizuno San at the police 
station. Find that Kamada San the 
evangelist is waiting for me at the hotel. 
Arrange for the evening meeting, make 
a careful study of the pictures and _ talk, 
then make some calls. Have a good 
number at service but only two remain 
for talk and further instruction. 


Wednesday, Dec. 18. By train to 
‘Takeda a town of about 2500 inhabitants 
where we held a meeting for the first 
time last spring, and discovered a prom- 
inent man of the place had been a chris- 
tain when in Kobe but coming to this 
wholly unchristian place had failed to de- 
clare himself asa follower of Christ. 
We arrange for a meeting at his house, 
one of the largest in town, and everyone 
seems to want to get in. About two 
hundred crowd in while more than that 
number go away disappointed. After 
the picture talk Mizuno San who has 
come up with us from Wadayama gives 
a splendid talk.. He was first attracted 
to Christianity by the fact that his little 
cirl no longer feared the kitsune and bad 
spirits that come out after dark, when 
she learned about God as a loving heav- 
enly Father. He said if the Sunday 
School taught of a way for even little 
girls to become brave he wanted to learn 
about it. He has now become a most 
devout christian. The after-meeting 
was inthe back room seated round the 
brazier and God was with us. 

Thursday, Dec. 19. On to Ikuno a 
busy mining town of 10,000 people. 
No regular meetings here for years. 
Kamada San is doubtful if we can find a 
place for the meeting, but first the Chief 
of Police to whom we are introduced by 
Mizuno San, offers us his house, then 
the principal of the largest school offers 
us a large room there, then the owner 
of a small theatre or story telling place 
says’ we may have free use of the place 
and we thank God for the so little ex- 
pected cordial welcome to this town, and 
accept the theatre. A splendid audience 
of fully 350 listen with deep attention to 
the lantern lecture, then to Mizuno San’s 
earnest talk, and all stay to my talk; in 


all nearly three hours. Five thoughtful 
inquirers come to the hotel after the 
meeting for further teaching. 

Friday, Dec. 20. This morning we go 
around saying our thanks to the people 
who so kindly helped us yesterday. 
They promise a cordial reception to an 
evangelist if we can send one to them. 
We hope to arrange it soon. Start for 
Himeji and home at 10 o’ clock. 

‘There are no real hardships on one 
of these trips to one who can sit on the 
floor and use Japanese food. One soon 
gets used to being in fireless rooms, and 
expects to be warm only in the bath-tub 
or in bed. It is true that until one has 
for a while been without the common 
things he does not begin to appreciate a 
chair to sit on beside a table on which is 
bread and butter and potato and meat 
properly cooked and a knife and fork to 
attend to business with. Reach home at 
1.30 with the ‘conviction that the time is 


past when occasional meetings in these- 


places are sufficient. 

We must immedately plan for regular 
established services 
which the Lord has so widely opened 
the door for us to enter, and in His name 
and power, possess. 

This whole district is not even touched 
by any other christian workers. Pray 
that we may be guided to wise and faith- 
ful use of these rich opportunities.

“Love ” the Subject of Sermon. 


“The Old Eternal Question of 
[Love’’ was the subject of Rev. L. H. 
Ruge’s sermon at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, last Sunday even- 
ing. His text was ‘“‘Lovest thou me 
more than these???’ John 21: 15. Mr. 
Ruge said in part: 

‘ Peter forgets denial; maybe he was 
in a grave mood again, and forgets sin. 
Simon was an old name of the past by 
which Jesus first called him. ‘ Simon, 
lovest me?’ What did Jesus mean by 
‘these?? Maybe the other disciples. 
The others may have had more love for 
him. It was a question whether they 
loved him more than Simon did. Peter 
went back to his old life which he had 
left when Jesus called him. The charm 
of a seafaring life appealed to Peter after 
Jesus had gone. When Peter protested 
he loved him, was it not that he loved 
these also? Jesus said ‘I will make you 
fishers of men.’ He compared the life 
of the old fishermen with the perils and 
dangers in the new life. Whatever the 
meaning, it was a personal question; it 
was not the church, but the Lord asking 
the question. 


‘Sometimes we avoid answering per-’ 


sonal questions and try to put on a_ list- 
less air. He does not ask whether we 
love him or love him a great deal, but 
asks ‘ do we love him more than these.’ 
What thought predominates in our hearts 
tonight? He will be satisfied with noth- 
ing less than supreme love.”’ 

Mr. Ruge contrasted family and 
friends on one side, and a pleading lover 
on the other with nothing to give but 
supreme love asking with pleading eyes 
“lovest thou me more than these?’ 

‘* Peter’s love was sentimental and 
not sacrificial at this time. If there is 
no love in our hearts for Jesus, ask our- 
selves why we read his Word, or why we 
come into this house to worship. Can 
we be fretful in trouble if we have his 
love? It is vain to love the church and 
not the head of the church; vain to love 
the feast and not the host. Peter’s love 


‘was no longer to be a profession, but to 


be tested. Profession would no longer 
satisfy the Master. ‘The third time Jesus 
asked the question, Peter answers ‘ Lord 
thou knowest that I love thee.’ Shall 
we not gather some hope from this reply 
of Peter, the coward, the loved one? 
Peter answers ‘Thou knowest that I 
love thee.’ Let us answer the question 
of the Lord as Peter did. He is worthy 
of our supreme protection and love. He 
is the most lovely. Oh that this ques- 
tion might ring in our minds and_ hearts 
forever: “Lovest thou me more than 


these?’ ”’

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CONCRETE HOTEL TO BE BUILT AT MAGNOLIA? 


New York Parties have secured Six Months’ 


Option on the Magnolia Hotel 


Property. 


Ever since the New Magnolia hotel 
burned to the ground last fall rumors 
have been rife about interested parties 
buying the property and putting up a new 
hotel. The rumors have been unfound- 
ed, however, for the most part. 

The BREEZE is in a position to state 
this week, however, that the first real 
move toward securing the property, look- 
ing tothe building of ahotel, was made 
the latter part of last month, anda six 
months’ option on the property has been 
given by the owners, dating April 20th. 

This information was obtained from 
one of the interested parties, and the 
man to whom the option was given. 
This man has offices in the Old South 
Building, Boston, and is interested as 
one of the promotors. A couple of 
New York men willfinance the plan, if 
it goes through. Both are permanent 
hotel men, one of them connected for 
the past 35 years with one of the best 
hotels in the country. 

For some years these men have been 
looking around for a good chance to put 
up a first class hotel on the North Shore. 
They considered the Masconomo hotel 
property at Manchester at one ‘time. 
They also considered the Oceanside 
hotel property at Magnolia, but not seri- 
ously. 

It is their plan, if matters can be prop- 
erly arranged, to erect a strictly first- 
class hotel on the site of the New Mag- 
nolia. ‘‘ First-class’’ means that all of 
their many years experience will be put 
into the construction of a hotel that will 
be the best that could be desired on the 
North Shore for the class of people that 
come here. 


‘To begin with it will mean an_ absol- 
utely fire-proof structure as far as this 
can be attained; abuilding of re-inforced 
concrete. ‘here will be 300 rooms, 
large, airy, well-studded rooms. ‘There 
will be a cafe, something not found in 
the hotels on the North Shore at present. 
There will be a smoking room; a large 
assembly room, to be used as a dance 
hall. The office will be large and 
roomy. And a feature which ought to 
take will be hot and cold sea water baths. 

‘The house will not be of many stories; 
it will be more of aninn. It will cover 
more ground than the old Magnolia. It 
will be elegantly furnished throughout 
and every convenience known will be 
installed. 

There isa demand for just such a 
house on the North Shore. We urged 
just such a hotel in these columns for 
several weeks last winter and suggested 
the Masconomo hotel property at Man- 
chester as the proper location. 

Magnolia is a charming spot, retired, 
away from the main line of travel, and a 
most favorable place in every respect for 
such a hotel. ‘The fact that it is two 
miles from the railroad station adds rath- 
er than detracts from its attractiveness as 
an ideal resort. “Lhe beautiful drive from 
the station isa charm which the guests 
and visitors enjoy equally with the beau- 
tiful surroundings when the hotels are 
reached. 

There is, we believe, a demand” for 
just such a house as outlined above, and 
we trust that nothing will happen to pre- 
vent the plans of those who now hold an 
option on the property being carried out.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE. 


Printed One Hundred Years Ago 


Weare indebted to Miss Hattie P. 
Allen of Manchester for a copy of an 
Almanac printed in 1808, entitled “An 
Astronomical Diary; or Almanack, for 
the year of christian era 1807. Being 
the third after Bissextile, or Leap Year, 
and thirty-first of the Independence of 
the United States of America. Contain- 
ing all that is usual in an Almanack, and 
a variety of other matters curious, useful 
and entertaining.’’ Nathaniel Low was 
the publisher. 

Being 101 years old this is naturally an 
interesting thing to look over. Despite 
its age, however, the book (34 pages) 
is well preserved, and though brown with 
age the type is perfectly distinct. The 
almanac feature is very much like that 
which .characterizes the Old Farmers 
almanac of today. 

In the back of the book isa list of 


¢ . 
‘" Roads and stages from Boston,’’ giv- 


ing the stages, distances, etc. We note 
no reference to Manchester, 
tells there was one stage to Gloucester, 
leaving ‘“‘ Mrs. Marean’s, Elm street, 
every day at 10 a. m.”’ 

One may feel thankful that the rates 
of postage existing at that time do not 
hold at present. The rate: ‘‘For sin- 
gle letters, composed of one piece of 
paper, any distance not exceeding 40 
miles, 8 cents; over 40. miles and not 
exceeding 90, 10 cents,’’ and so on up 
to 500 miles. The rate for over 500 
miles was 25 cents. ‘‘ Double letters, 
or those composed of two pieces of paper 
are double the above rates; and triple 
letters, triple the rates. Ship letters are 
rated at 6 cents each; and when for- 
warded by mail, with the addition of 2 
cents to the ordinary rates of postage.’’ 

‘For each newspaper, not over 100 
miles, 1 cent per sheet.’’ etc.

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THE GOOD ROADS PROBLEM. 


Enormous Damage Done by Speeding Automobiles the Object of Study by Director of Public 


Roads. 


The enormous damage done to public 
roads by automobiles was clearly demon- 
strated at a test made recently at Wash- 
ington, by the director of public roads. 
On the North Shore roads especially is 
this damage by automobiles noticed, and 
the following account of the recent test 
will be of interest to all: 

A two ton racing automobile moving 
at something in excess of a mile a 
minute, while an impenetrable cloud of 
fog-erey rock dust hung to the horizon 
and marked the spee/ling course of the 
big machine, was the sight witnessed by 
travelers onthe famous conduit .road a 
dozen miles from Washington recently. 

The seemingly pronounced violation 
of the speed ordinances was countenanced 
by two of the Nation’s federal depart- 
ments, agriculture and war; however, 
the rushing motor-car having been pres- 
sed into requisition by L. W. Page, dir- 
ector of the office of public roads, and 
Dr. Allerton $. Cushman, assistant dir- 


_ ector, in the effortto determine the ef- 


fects of automobile traffic upon macadam 
highways, and the stretch of thorough- 
fare was placed at their disposal by war 
department officials. 

While the racing car and others of 
various weights and types made many 
trips over the selected stretch of a mile 
and a half at varying rates of speed, from 
5 to 65 miles an hour, a corps of skilled 
photographers, equipped with the most 
modern devices for photographing vehi- 
cles at very high speeds, made accurate 
records of the various tests. 

It has long been known to highway 
engineers that automobiles were rapidly 
shortening the lives of the rock surface 
roads of the world, and many experi- 
ments have been made in the past six or 
seven years to determine the actual cause 
of the damage done. To understand 
how the soft broad tires of the modern 
motor car can work an injury to a sur- 
face that not only withstands but im- 
proves under the constant passing and 
repassing of vehicles with iron tires, one 
must be apprised briefly of the theory on 
which, first Tresauget of Limoges, and 
later MacAdam of Ayr, worked when 
giving such highways to the world. 
‘They reasoned that a road surfaced with 
bits of stone would improve under wag- 
on traffic because the iron tires of the 
passing vehicles would constantly crush 


the stones and form rock dust particles; 
that those rock dust particles would not 
merely fillin all the interstices between 
the stones but would also form a surface 
dust binder: the wettings and rollings 
tending to cement the dust into a shell- 
like surface and thus make the entire road 
one traffiic-withstandings, water-shedding 
mass. 

They reasoned well and wisely. The 
macadam roads lived up to the theories 
of their inventors and improved with the 
passing years until the advent of the auto- 
mobile. It was but a short time after it 
came into vogne that highway engineers 
in all civilized lands learned that a new 
condition was confronting them and that 
established customs were being menaced. 
The trouble was quickly traced to the 
automobile and it was studied. It was 
soon noted that the soft rubber tire was 
the highway menace. It crushed no 
rock itself and therefore contributed no 
quota of the needful surface dust binder, 
while the tremendous tractive force of 
the rear wheels drewup the dust made 
by the iron tired wagons and sent it 
whirling away over adjacent lands. 

Those who witnessed the experiments 
recently near the National capital could 
not doubt for a moment that the various 
road experts all over the world are cor- 
rect in the opinion that very rapidly driv- 
en automobiles are rapidly tearing up the 
surface of the macadam road, for not 
only were huge clouds of dust lifted into 
the air and blown off the road, but care- 
ful examination showed that the material 
under the wheel tracks of the machine 
was distinctly loosened and ravelled even 
during the short period of these tests. 

No such effects were noticeable af-

Tests Made at Washington. 


ter the passing of iron tired vehicles; the 
series of tests beginning with the passing 
of a horse drawn vehicle. “Uhis was pho- 
tographed as it moved along and also as 
the wagon tires passed a given mark. 
Then the automobiles were sent over the 
course. The first was a heavy weight 
touring car moving at five miles an hour. 
A series of pictures was made of that car 
on its many journeys at varying rates of 
speed until its maximum of 45 miles an 
hour was attained. Then the work was 
taken up by the huge racer, which tore 
the road first ata speed of 50 miles an 
hour, then at 55, 60, and finally at 65. 
It fairly lifted the road surfacing material 
as it sped along, regular ridges of rock 
dust rising in front of the rear wheels and 
floating away in blinding clouds. Other 
tests were made and other pictures taken 
of various types of heavy Limousine cars 
and runabouts. It was plainly noticeable 
and was commented on that the automo- 
biles when moving at the slow rates of 
speed equal to the speed made by horse- 
drawn vehicles made very little dust, the 
theory that fast speeding automobiles are 
responsible for road surface destruction 
being pretty thoroughly substantiated by 
these means. 

The results of this interesting bit of 
road work will be carefully studied and 
put together in a paper or papers to be 
presented to the International road con- 
gress which will meet at Paris on Octo- 
ber 11: for so far-reaching are the rav-, 
ages of the automobile on the wonderful 
roads of France that that country has 


-urged highway engineers of all lands to 


assemble at her gay metropolis in the fall 
to take up the problem and strive for a 
solution of it.

The Alleged Cocktail of Myopia. 


There is reason to suppose that the 
happy band of bards will receive future 
recruits from the Myopia Hunt club; 
haunting hunters from Hamilton, where 
is situate the Myopia Hunt chib: This 
comforting assurance settles upon us as 
we read a promise and a proof in the 
poet’s corner of the esteemed Boston 
Traveler. There we find its own poet 
singing the glories of the “‘ Lone Tree,”’ 
a cocktail prepared by Myopia’s “‘ cock- 
taileur,’’ which we take to be Boston 
for barkeep. The beverage which per- 
fumes and pervades the poet’s pen can 
be had, it disappoints to learn, ‘only on 
its native heath, when the summer sun 
is glowing and glorifying the North Shore 
and the adjacent hinterland, and when 
the body and soul of man are in their 
most receptive mood.”’ 

Surely the poet’s body was in recep- 
tive mood when his soul was roused by 
a Lone Tree or Trees to sing of it, or 
them, “‘ A beverage whose amber color- 
ing delights the eye, whose essences _ re- 
joice the nostrils and whose golden 
flavor brings ecstasy to the arid palate.’’

‘* Doubtless,’’ he says, “‘in a brighter 
and a better age a temple will be raised 
upon whose altar will be set a marble 
effigy of the author of the Lone ‘Tree; 
and here will come pilgrims from many 
lands to drink, to pray, to praise and lay 
laurels at the marble feet.”’ 

As the effects wear off the poet- 
prophet wanders in thought from his 
own tree side. We neither hunt at My- 
opia nor tipple Lone Trees, yet with 
his final fume the poet calls: 

*“'The Sun owes to Massachusetts a 
duty it must not, shall not, dare not 
neglect—to secure the name of the 
splendid genius who gave the world this 
cup of liquid gold.’’ 

We strive to please; if the splendid 
genius’s name is insecure, what are we 
age to do about it?—New York

POSTAL CARRIER SERVICE FOR MANCHESTER ? 


If Present Growth of Postoffice is Kept up This will be Brought about in 
One or Two Years. 


Postal carrier service sounds big for 
Manchester, but it is surely coming in 
the near future if the present growth of 
the office keeps on. And it will come 
within one or two years, too. An _ in- 
crease of $900 more business the present 
year, beginning April 1, and _ ending 
April 1, 1909, will entitle the town to 
free delivery under the law. 

This is something of which few towns 
of the size can boast. In fact there are 
few towns of 2800 population that enjoy 
even the privileges of a second class 
postofhice. 

For the year ending April 1, 1906, 
$7700 worth of business was done at the 
Manchester postoffice. For the year 
ending April 1, 1907, this sum had been 


increased to $8600, an increase of $900. 
‘The year ending April 1, 1908, the of- 
fice had done $9100, an increase of 
$500. If this feure ($9100) can be in- 
creased the present year to $10,000, 
Manchester will be entitled to carrier ser- 
vice. 

This is a matter in which every resi- 
dent of Manchester should be interested, 
especially our summer residents who live 
in the outlying districts, who now have to 
drive to the postoffice for their. mail, or 
have it brought by special carrier. 

In case Manchester does get free de- 
livery there will probably be two carriers 
the yearround and two extra carriers in 
the summer season.

Moth Work in Manchester. 


Under the above caption the following 
communication, signed by W. D. Cor- 
liss, who is in charge of the moth work 
being done by the state in Manchester, 
appeared in the Gloucester Daily Times 
Monday: 

Messrs. Editors:-—I saw an item in 
the Gloucester Daily Times the other 
evening in regard to moth work in Man- 
chester, and~as there seems to be some 
misunderstanding I thought I would give 
you the facts which you may publish if 
you wish. 

In the first place Manchester and Bev- 
erly have each given $5000 for moth 
work in the woodland, the summer re- 
sidents of each place have contributed 
#5000 and the state has given $5000 to 
each place, therefore Manchester and 
Beverly each have $15,000 to spend on 
the woodland. 

‘The money has been turned over to 
the State to handle, and Mr. L. How- 
ard Worthley has charge of the work. 


Mr. Worthley is the state assistant sup- 
erintendent of moth work. Mr. S. 
Phillips is Mr. Worthley’s assistant and 
he has about 590 men under him_ work- 
ing on moths along the North Shore. 
Mr. Phillips has several local superin- 
tendents under him, such as the Beverly 
section and the Manchester section. I 
am the superintendent of the Manchester 
end of it, and our men are divided into 
gangs of 25. We have three gangs in 
Manchester and one in Essex. Each 
gang has a foreman and_ sub-foreman, 
the former being Mr. Hotchkiss, Mr. 
‘Towle and Mr. Newhall in Manchester 
and Mr. Donovan in Essex. 

In the past three weeks we have cut 
over about 125 acres, making a vast im- 
provement. ‘There are about ten men 
from Gloucester working on the Man- 
chester job and Mr. Dier, one of our 
Cape Ann boys, is sub-foreman of Mr. | 
Hotchkiss’ gang. 

After we get through cutting the wood- 
land, it will be ready for spraying, and 
once sprayed there will be a marked im- 
provement in the moth question in _ that 
locality.

James Danforth. 


James Danforth, one of Manchester’s 
old time fishermen, and the oldest male 
citizen but one in the town, passed away 
last Friday evening at the age of 93 years, 
9 months. His remains were laid at 
rest last Sunday afternoon at Rosedale 
cemetery, services being conducted at 
the Almshouse, by Rev. L. H. Ruge.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING IN MANCHESTER 


Next Monday Evening to take Action Relative to Additional Water Supply 
for the Town. 


The warrant for the special town 
meeting onthe matter of additional water 
supply for Manchester, was posted Mon- 
day and the meeting is called for next 
Monday evening. Being of such great 
importance, and involving the expendi- 
ture of so much money, in case the 
town decides to carry the work through, 
it is to be hoped that every voter in town 
will be out. 

The two articles in the warrant, aside 
from Art. 1, to choose a moderator, and 


Art. 4, any other business, etc., are as 
follows; 

“ce . ° 

Art. 2. Tosee if the town will 


exercise the rights conferred upon it by 
chapter 95 of the Acts of the year 1891 
and chapter 478 of the acts of 1907 as 
amended by chapter 451 of the acts of 
1908, and provide itself with an addition- 
al supply of water and establish a high 
service system of distribution; and for 
that purpose acquire the water of Gravel 
Pond arid Round Pond, and the waters 
that flow into and from the same, and 
any rights connected therewith, in the 
town of Hamilton and Manchester, and 
any lands, right of way and easements, 
construct and maintain any dams, _reser- 
voirs, standpipe, pumping station, build- 
ings or fixtures, acquire, erect and oper- 
ate any machinery and appliances, and 
procure and lay conduits, pipes, or other 
work, or to take any actions relating 
thereto. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will ap- 
propriate any money, and if so what 
amount, for acquiring an additional water 
supply and establishing a high service 
system of distribution, and to pay the 
expenses of acquiring or taking any 
waters, water rights, lands, rights of 
way and easements, constructing and 
maintaining any dams, reservoirs, stand- 
pipe and pumping station, building or 
fixtures, acquiring and erecting any ma- 
chinery of appliances in connection there- 
with, and of procuring and laying any 
conduits, pipes, or other works, or for 
defraving any expenses incited under 
Article 2, and to see if the town will 
vote to issue any bonds, notes, or script 
in payment therefor, and if so, for what 
amount, payable at what time or times, 
at what rate of interest and in what form 
and under what terms and conditions 
under the provisions of Section 3 of 
Chapter 478 of the Acts of 1907 as 
amended by Section 2 of Chapter 451 of 
the Acts of 1908. And to see if the 
town will vote to raise annually by taxa- 
tion such an amount as shall be sufficient 
to meet the interest and such proportion 
of the principal of said bonds, notes, or 
script issue, as may fall due annually, or 
take any action relating thereto.’’

Knight and Walter R. Bell of the Board 
of Selectmen.

New Department in Salem Normal 
School. 


At the beginning of the next school 
year, a new department will be opened 
at the Salem Normal school, the object 
of which will be the professional train- 
ing of teachers in commercial subjects. 
‘The tendency of recent years in the 
direction of vocational education has cre- 
ated a demand greatly in excess of the 
supply for teachers who bring to this 
work the culture, the general education, 
and the professional skill that have long 
been required in other departments of 
High school work, yet up to the present 
time no Normal school in the country 
has made a serious attempt to offer ped- 
agogical training to students preparing to 
teach the commercial branches. It is in 
response to a very real need, therefore, 
that the state board of education has _ es- 
tablished at the Salem Normal school a 
department, the aim of which will be to 
give students a thorough knowledge of 
the subjects usually taught in commercial 
High schools, together with pedagogical 
training and practice in teaching. <A 
course of two years is open to graduates 
of High schools, and a special condensed 
course of one year is open to graduates 
of colleges, normal schools, private 
commercial schools, and to teachers of 
experience,

AST Thursday, May 21, marked the a 
passing of another milestone in the 
history of this paper. The Breeze is 
now in its fifth year. % ! 
The past year has marked the: most: 
_ important change in the paper of any in 
its four brief years of existence, the 
principal change being the building up of 
_an office large enough to allow of: the 
_ paper being printed in Manchester. 
On May 21, 1904, when the first 16- 
page issue of the Breeze appeared, the 
editor, least of all, probably, little ex- 
pected that the paper would be printed 
-in Manchester in an office of its own, in 
less than four years, and that it would 
have grown to double the size—32 pages 
‘—with a circulation of almost 2000 
copies per week. 
___ The paper was then printed in Beverly. 
It continued to the be printed there .un-.- 
til the 14th of last December.  Prior-to 
that for about a year part of the paper 
“was “‘made up”’ in Manchester and the 
pages taken to Beverly to be printed. 
On that date, however, the paper was 
first printed in Manchester, two pages at 
atime ona 13x19 Golding job press. 

The task of printing a 20-page paper two 
_ pages at a time can well be imagined. . - 
In the meanwhile the small printing 
office which the editor of this paper 
bought in August of 1906 from Joseph 
Leman was being added to little by little.

SUBSCRIBE TO THE BREEZE NOW 
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Resignation of A. W. Mead as Prin- 
cipal of G. A. Priest School a 
4 Big Surprise. 

It is with deep regret the citizens of 
Manchester learn of the action of the 
School Committee which resulted in the 
resignation of Principal A. W. Mead of 
the G. A. Priest school, and the conse- 
quent acceptance of his resignation by 
the committee. 

Mr. Mead has been in charge of the 
Grammar school for the past nine years 
and he has been eminently successful in 
his work, building up the school to its 
present high degree of efficiency, so that 
itis recognized by outside authorities as 
one of the leading schools, outside the 
cities and a few of the larger towns, in 
the whole state. 

Mr. Mead’s resignation is met with 
all the more surprise from the fact that it 
was known by the citizens generully that 
his work was highly satisfactory, not on- 
ly to the townspeople, but to the com- 
mittee. 

His resignation was brought about by 
the action on the part of the committee 
in requesting Mr. Mead to act as sub- 
master of the school under the new sup- 


erintendent of schools, who is to be 
principal. 
In view of the fact that Mr. Mead’s 


work was universally, satisfactory, and _ it 
was recognized that he had built up the 
school and everything was going along 
smoothiy, his appointment to the _posi- 
tion of sub-master in a school where for 
nine years he had been principal, natur- 
ally led him to resign rather than accept 
a subordinate position. 

This occurred a week ago last Tues- 
day. “Che committee at first refused to 
accept the resignation, but they have 
since done’ so. While the committee 
have no statement to make it is generally 
understood that Mr. Mackin was ap- 
pointed superintendent at a salary of 
$1650. Inasmuch as the town voted to 
recommend to the committee that the 
salary of superintendent of schools this 
year be $1000, the committee planned to 
have the new superintendent teach so as 
to earn the salary of $1650. 

It is generally regretted that the com- 
mittee felt called upon to make a change 
under the existing circumstances.

WAR ON THE MOTHS 


Parasites Let Loose and Result now being Carefully piBiched. 


= 


In asking the Massachusetts legislature 
for a total appropriation of $300,000 to 
cover the expense of the warfare this 
year against-the gypsy and browntail 
moths, Archie H. Kirkland, state super- 
‘intendent for the suppression of ‘inséct 


pests, said that over 80,000 parasites of 


the moths have been let loose from the 
experiment station at Melrose Highlands 
during the past week, and that 20,000 
more-‘will-be ready for liberation within 
a few days. 

‘This action is regarded as a most .im- 
portant step-in the campaign of the 
United States, department of agriculture 
and the state authorities against the de- 
structive moths, and the result will be 
watched wtih keen interest. in every 
‘locality where these insects have appeared. 
It represents the latest and most. scienti- 
fic methods of dealing with a. problem 
which has caused an ‘expenditure of 
many hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in Massachusetts and other. New Eng- 
Jand states during the past decade. 

For the past two years experts have 
been engaged in propagating’ the para- 
sites. The headquarters of :this work 
has beén located in specially constructed 
buildings in Melrose, where scores of 
different varieties of moth-eating insects 


have been received from collectors sent - 


-to Europe for that purpose. Each var- 
iety has been the subject of careful ex- 
periments, and if it has proven to be a 
natural enemy of the gypsy moth, im- 
“ mense colonies of the variety have been 
raised in the breeding cases. 

The parasites so far selected work 
against the moths in four distinct ways. 
The large calosoma beetles, as well as 
two other species closely allied to them, 
climb the trees, seize the caterpillars 
and never Jet go until they have devoured 
the wriggling insect. The tachinid flies 
lay their eggs upon the outer skin of the 


caterpillars, usually bate up to tHe head. 
The larvae that hatch penetrate the sin 
of the caterpillar and feed upon its “1 
testines. 

Another group of he parasitic Hies 
deposit eggs inside thé skin of the cCater- 
pillar and the maggots act as in the case 
just given.. Then there is another para- 
site, a minute midge, that drills into’ the 
eggs of the caterpillar and lays its eggs 


inside. ~The larvae of the parasite feeds 
upon the contents of the caterpillar’s 
eggs until ready to emerge. Some of 


these flies also enter the nests .or winter 
webs of the brown tail species and_ there 
operate upon the hibernating caterpillars 
during the winter months. , 

‘The scientists say. that there is every 
reason to believe that in time these para- 
sites will accomplish the practical sup- 
pression of the gypsy moth. . [In Europe 


_the parasites have always acted as a_ nat- 


ural check on the spread of the moths, 
but in this country, after these insect 
pests had been accidentally introduced, 
they were free from this check and in- 
creased accordingly. 

‘The present experiment is the most 
important that has been tried in the war 
against the gypsy moth. Long ago the 
authorities realized that the costly method 
of hunting out and destroying nests each 
year, and spraying trees, was only a 
makeshift at best, though fairly success- 
ful in preventing the wholesale destruc- 
tion of trees and other vegetation. 

The parasite plan, while costly in the 
experimental state, is expected to aftord 
a permanent solution of the whole prob- 
lem. For this reason the results of the 
introduction. of the parasites in the neigh- 
borhood where the pest made its first ‘ap- 
pearance in this country will be awaited 
with interest in every locality where ‘the 
gypsy and browntail moths have been 
found.

When a cylinder begins to overheat, 
either from lack of sufhcient- lubricating 
oil or from any other cause, it generally 
makes its trouble known by a ,scraping, 
erating noise asthe dry metals rub against 
each other at each stroke of the piston. 
A car will begin to show a loss of power 
under such circumstances, and no time 
should be lost in making an investigation 
of the cause of the trouble. If the en- 
gine is kept running it will surely result 
in scoring the cylinder wall and the pis- 
ton is practically certain to seize. 

Repaired tires should be placed on 
front wheels. Having less strain to bear, 
the cover will last longer; it will be less 
exposed to punctures and, consequently, 
will be less liable to burst. Being placed 
in front, it can also be watched more 
easily. Repaired inner tubes can be used 
inthe same way; those that have been 
repaired should be kept for the front 
wheels, where the strain is not so great, 
and, consequently, the heat is less, and 
they will be able to resist some time 
longer, whereas they might be unfit for 
use after the first mile if they are placed 
on the rear wheels. 

A particularly useful article for every 
tourist is a folding water bucket. “This 
can be used for carrying water to. splash 
on to brakes when they become hot from 
a lone coast, for carrying water for the 
radiator and other purposes. 

Whenever, through a minor accident 
any of the connections leading to the 
brakes become bent, they should be re- 
turned to their original alignment at 
once. Any such kinks not only tends to 
shorten the adjustment thus altering the 
ratio of application to pedal or lever 
movement, but may be the seat of an in- 
cipient fracture. 

The work of extracting a broken stud 
is bad enough when a bit is left above 
the surface to afford a hold, but as studs 
have a persistent habit of breaking off in 
their holes, the work is a hard one for 
an amateur to perform by the aid of such 
tools as are generally carried upon a car. 
Presuming the possession of a cold chisel 
of suitable breadth, a slot may be formed 
across the end of the stud which will 


permit of its being withdrawn with a. 


screw-driver, but if it is set in its position 
too firmly to yield to this form of. per- 
suasion, it can sometimes be driven 
round by means of careful blows on a 
small square-ended punch. Before start- 
ing this job, or the attemptat withdrawal 
first mentioned, the part should, if pos- 
sible; be heated up well and_ plentifully 
lubricated with kerosene. ‘The other 
alternative isto drill a hole right down 
the centre of the stud, when the shell 
left will presently turn with the drill and 
can be twisted out, but this is no sort of 
job for the road.

America Leads in Floriculture. 

““Europe is far behind the United 
States is floriculture,’’ said Thomas F. 
Galvin, the well-known Boston florist, 
when questioned about his observations 
on the trip from which he returned last 
week. ‘‘ The European florists are not 
so enterprising as are their rivals on this 
side. Many Americans imagine that 
the floral displays in Paris and Brussels 
are unequalled, whereas they cannot 
compete in beauty, splendor and pro- 
fusion with those seen in New York and 


Boston several times each year. The 
Americans are more daring in their 
ventures, and while they score some 


failures, they also achieve a much larger 
number of successes. 

‘* From time to time prizes are pro- 
duced over there, and one of these I 
have just succeeded in capturing. I 
have made four voyages with this end in 
view, and consider the victory worthy of 
the extended campaign. ‘This prize is a 
new variety of carnation which I expect 
will make as great a sensation as did the 
famous Lawson pink a few years ago. 
The new one is pea green or Easter 
lavendar in color, very delicate and 
beautiful. I have an option on 500 of 
the plants and shall grow them for three 
or four months longer near London and 
then go over to complete arrangements 
for transplanting them in this country. 
They will thrive here, for transplanting 
does not affect the plant. It is a matter 
of the right kind of soil. But a carna- 
tion will only last six or seven years at 
best. “They die out from propagation. 

““The Lawson pink of a few years 
ago, which I managed for the owner, 
cost him $30,000, and yet he netted 
$20,000 on his speculation in that little 
Hower. We sold 650,000 of the cuttings 
in all parts of the world; at one time the 
Khedive of Egypt ordered 10,000 of 
them. My new variety is bound to 
eclipse ikand the expense of securing 
the right to grow it is very little less than 
the earlier wonder cost Mr. Lawson. 

‘““T have also procured a new. prim- 
rose which will jump into popularity next 
fall. Its color approximates cerise most 
nearly. ‘The brilliant color and the sim- 
plicity of the ower are sure to make it 
a favorite.’’ 

Questioned about the special’ excel- 
lences of European flower culture, Mr. 
Galvin continued: 

‘“ They are doing well in rose culture, 
and éspecially in orchids, and they send 
immense quantities to parts of the world 
the markets of which America unwisely 
ignores, as Buenos Ayres and Venezuela. 
But-Rotchford & Son, the orchid special- 
ists of London, could show me nothing, 
nor could Patrick of Ghent. ‘The Hol- 
land tulips were many and_ beautiful as 
ever, but there were no new _ varieties. 
‘The women who exploit floriculture in 
Paris were making great displays, but 
showing nothing novel.’’

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NORTH SHORE IMPROVEMENTS 


CHARLES E. ALEXANDER IN BOSTON TRANSCRIPT 


Some changes just made at the resi- 
dence of T. Jefferson Coolidge, jr., at 
Coolidge’s Point in Manchester, will 
make that large mansion more complete 
It may be recalled that this 
imposing house, which is so finely  situ- 
ated on the water front, was erected 
three or four years ago, and is one of 
the largest and most expensively built 
houses anywhere at the North Shore. 
Built of Harvard brick, in what is termed 
““ Flemish bond’’ effect, showing black 
headers, as builders and architects under- 
stand this treatment, and with white 
marble trimmings, the house is a notable 
example of the Georgian style of archi- 
tecture, and embodies many ideas which 
have come down from the time of Inigo 
Jones (1572-1652), the English archi- 
tect. It is an example rare in this part 
of the country. 

-At one end of this great house, which 
is about two hundred feet in length, 
there has been a spacious covered portico, 
its high vaulted ceiling supported by many 
large marble columns with carved cap- 
itals. The floor also is of marble. This 
portico, walled in originally with brick 
on two sides, has now been enclosed _ to 


make a sun room. Its ceiling has 
been latticed and pilasters of lattice 
work also mark the interior finish. 


A new outside chimney provides a big 
fireplace. This room decorated . in 
light green as a color scheme, is to be 
used by Mr. Coolidge’s children for 
general recreation purposes and for a 
lounging-room. The plans for the 
changes were prepared by Albro & 
Lindeberg of New York, and were 
carried out by Roberts & Hoare of Man- 
chester. 

H. M. Sears’ at Pride’s. 


Notable among changes on the shore 
are those which the summer residence 
of Herbert M. Sears off Hale street, 
Pride’s Crossing, has undergone. Eng- 
lish in type, this house, placed high and 
well back from the public highway, with 
intervening attractive gardens, has been 
much enlarged, from plans prepared for 
Mr. Sears by Wheelwright & Haven of 
Boston. ‘Two extensive wings have 
been thrown out from the main portion, 
one at the easterly and the other at 
the westerly end of the house. 

One wing gives a fine entrance 
and living hall from which a_ beautiful 


Colonial stairway with elaborate balusters 


leads. From this hall several smaller 
rooms open and the wing affords new 


€ : 
chambers in the second story. 


In the 
other new wing there is a dining-room 
of unusually large dimensions, finished 
in black cypress. Panelled effectively 
and having pillars to mark off a recess at 
the end opposite the entrance from the 
hall, this dining-room with. its. massive 
fireplace and mantel is of most dignified 
appearance. ‘The drawing-room, libra- 
ry and some chambers have been in- 
cluded in the improvements, and on the 
exterior the removal of clapboards and 
substitution of plaster and half-timber, to 
correspond with the finish of the front 
gable, in that style, has been among the 
changes effected. The outside. chim- 
neys which have been builit are a feat- 
ure, so big are they. “The whole house, 
with its new additions, now spreads out 
over considerable ground. “The avenues 
have been changed and_ considerable 
work has been done by Connolly Bros. 
in grading and in landscape improve- 
ments. 
The Neal Rantoul Cottage. 


Typically English in its look and with 
landscape surroundings which it fits per- 
fectly, the new house at Beverly Farms 
just completed for Neal Rantoul, from 
plans by his brother, William G. Ran- 
toul, is a notable addition to the summer 
residences in this part of the North Shore. 
The fine avenue of former years. leading 
straight from Hale street to the house, 
makes an approach to it that is most at- 
tractive. “The former old time house 
was removed, to make a site for the new 
house. This property, it may be re- 
called, acquired a year or so ago by Mr. 
Rantoul, is next to that of his father, 


Hon. Robert S. Rantoul of Salem. It - 


originally formed a part of the estate of 
the present owner’s grandfather on the 
maternal side, D. A. Neal. 

The new house is constructed of Eng- 
lish or “* Harvard’’ brick which takes on 
an appearance of age. It is of three 
stories, with gabled roof broken by dor- 
mer windows. ‘The front entrance 
shows a spandrel arched doorway, the 
trims of stone. English bay windows 
are a feature which add to the character 
of the house. ‘These are found in the 
drawing-room and also the dining-room, 
both facing the waterfront. ‘These 
rooms, each with a fireplace, are finished 
in white anda library is of dark quar- 
tered oak, panelled to the ceiling. It has 
a big fireplace. ‘The main hall is of 
good size and its staircase is of Georgian 
type, showing a long graceful curve.

The service department on this first floor 
is well planned and is most complete. 
It opens upon a large kitchen yard en- 
closed with a high brick wall. “The sec- 
ond floor of the house provides Mr. 
Rantoul with several master’s chambers 
with tiled» bathrooms for each, also 
rooms intended for guests’ use. “There 
are fireplaces in all chambers as there 
are also in several rooms for guests, 
placed in the third story. An ornament- 
al iron balcony from the second story 
overlooks the sea. 

An open covered piazza at one end of 
the house shows trellised pillars and has 
a brick tiled oor. “Terraces have been 
made on the water side as has a little 
bathhouse, built of brick. “The gardens 
with little old-fashioned arched trellises 
at the gateways and the outlook make 
this place exceptionally attractive. Away 
from the house and close to the main 
highway, West street, a stable also has 
been built, in combination with a garage. 
The building is of brick and in style 
corresponds to the type of the house. It 
has accommodations for three automo- 
biles and for stabling two horses. “The 
second floor has a housekeeping apart- 
ment for occupancy by the man em- 
ployed on the place. The work of 
building was done by Mack Bros., of 
Salem. 


At the Hotels. 


A new feature of the culinary depart- 
ment at the Oceanside hotel, Magnolia, 
this summer, instituted by Manager Phe- 
nix, will be in having the meats, vege- 
tables, etc., shipped from Boston by boat 
to Gloucester fresh every day. Hereto- 
fore these were shipped from Boston by 
night freight, which meant, of course, ~ 
that the goods laid in the cars over night, 
and were delivered at the hotel very early 
mornings.

Has Right Under the Law. 
That he has the right to transport 

liquor into Salem without any permit 
_ from the local authorities is the claim of 
Harry K. Mansfeld,: proprietor of Fern- 
croft Inn at Middleton, to whom whole- 
sale, retail and inn-holder’s licenses were 
granted by the selectmen’ of Middleton 
for one year beginning May 1. 

He has consulted -eminent _ legal 
authorities, and that he fully believes 
that he can bring» liquor into Salem, 
Danvers, Beverly or any other place 
legally is best evidenced by the fact that 
he is already doing so. The special 
point at issue in this case is that Mr. 
Mansfeld is not a common carrier. He 
is engaged in a legitimate. business, and 
has the right to: make all the sales of 
liquor he wants to in Middleton. So 
long as he makes no’ charge for trans- 
portation, he does not come under the 
head of the clause in ‘the law which for- 
bids the transportation of liquor into a 
no-license community for hire or reward. 

Under the law, Mr. Mansfield claims 
that so long as the sale takes place in 
Middleton, and he does not receive any 
reward or compensation for delivering, 
he has the right to deliver all the liquor 
he wants to in any no-license com- 
munity. Further than that, even an 
order received over the telephone from 
a customer with whom he _ has an 
account may be legally filled and deliv- 
ered, as it is held that the actual sale 
even in that case takes place at his end 
of the line. —Salem Sunday News,

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING NOT HELD. 


Because one Member of the Board Had not Signed the Warrant it was 


Thought Best to Dissolve the Meeting. 


New 


Meeting Called for next Wednesday. 


The special town meeting called for 
last Monday evening to take action re- 
lative to additional water supply for Man- 
chester dissolved without taking any ac- 
tion whatsoever other than the reading of 


tor claims for it. Here is the story as it 
comes from Washington. 

A constituent of Senator Perkins of 
California has written a letter to the navy 
department asking that permission be 
granted for him to erect on Goat island 
in San Francisco Bay a newly invented 
apparatus for dispelling fogs. No mat- 
ter how thick and dangerous the fog may 
be, by his new fog dispeller Senator Per- 
kins’ constituent claims that he can drive 
it away and make life easy for the navi- 
gators of vessels. 

His apparatus takes up only about fifty 
feet of space and requires for its opera- 
tion the services of four men. It will 
dispel a fog, he says, fora radius of six 
miles from the apparatus. It drives 
away the fog by a muffled blast without 
ajar. “The Department has been taking 
the matter under advisement. 

Senator, we think you could make 
many friends if you could advise your 
friend to bring his fog dispeller down 
here on the North Shore! We have 
plenty of money down here waiting to 
be spent if we can find anything under 
creation to put that siren whistle out of 
the way. 


At a meeting of the Massachusetts 
delegates to the National Democratic 
convention at Denver, held at Boston 
yesterday week, Charles A. Russell of 
Gloucester, delegate from this district, 
was chosen vice chairman of the dele- 
gation.

the warrant, the motion to dissolve being 
made by Chairman Edward S. Knight of 
the board of selectmen, and seconded by 
R. C. Allen of the committee on ad- 
ditional water supply. 

The fact that only two members of 
the board had signed the warrant was the 
cause of the meeting being dissolved. 
‘The other member of the board George 
Lockhart Allen, had refused to sign the 
warrant for reasons (or lack of reasons) 
best known to himself. 

It was set forth in a statement made to 


the meeting by Chairman Knight, which 


is printed on this page, that the members 
of the board were notified that the war- 
rant would be ready to sign Monday af- 
ternoon, that Mr. Knight waited at the 
selectmen’s office for Mr. Allen until 
four o'clock, and then about five o’ clock 
the warrant was turned over to the con- 
stable to make copies of same and_ post 
before seven o’ clock, that Mr. Allen re- 
fused to go to the constable’s to sign the 
warrant about six o'clock, and the war- 
rant was consequently posted with only 
two signatures. 

While it was the general opinion that 
the meeting could be held and that its 
action would be legal without the third 
signature, inasmuch as so much money 
was involved it was thought best to leave 
no possible loop-hole for any future 
trouble, and thus the meeting was dis- 
solved. 

Mr. Allen’s action greatly incensed 
the voters, many of whom attended the 
meeting, as this matter of additional 
water supply has been before the voters 
now for some time. ‘The special com- 
mittee had worked zealously in having 
bills pass through the legislature, and 
finally, last Monday, they were able to 
place before the selectmen the articles to 
appear in the warrant. 

The chairman of the board, as by cus- 
tom immemorial, prepared the warrant, 
and had it ready to receive the consider- 
ation of the othertwo members of the 
board, and their signatures before turnin 
it over to the constable for copying at 
posting. “The new member of the board, 
however, cared not for the two or three 
hundred years of precedent before him, 
and wanted the thing done differently. 

Mr. Knight's statement follows:

tures of the Selectmen and that one Sel- 
ectman, at a special meeting held last 
Tuesday evening, stated that he should 
protest the legality of this meeting, I feel 
it a duty which I owe to myself to make 
a personal explanation in regard to the 
issuing of this warrant. 

“*'The public statutes not defining the 
duties of Selectmen | followed the custom 
of the officials of this town from time 
immemorial and as a matter of courtesy 
and at the urgent request of the com- 
mittee on additional water supply, | per- 
formed the clerical work of preparing 
this warrant, inserting the articles as pre- 
pared by the committee. Before doing 
this work I attempted to see both of my 
colleagues, but found only one, and after 
consulting with him I told him I would 
have it ready at noon, and he replied 
that whenever I had it ready he would 
come to the office. 

** Regarding the other member | told 
him personally at 12 0’ clock noon in the 
presence of the chairman of the Board of 
Assessors and the Auditor, that | would 
have it ready for him at 2 o’clock.- He 
replied that he would come to the ofhce. 
While I did not use the exact words to 
him of calling a special meeting of the 
Selectmen my intent was the same, and 
the warrant as prepared by me was ready 
at that time for their consideration. | 
waited in the office for him until nearly 
4 o’clock, and he, not appearing, I went 
to the other member.and gave him the 
warrant for his consideration, after which 
he signed the same and delivered it about 
an hour later to the constable. 

** After this | made several attempts 
to reach the other member of the board 
by telephone but did not succeed until 
5.50 o’clock, when he refused to go to 
the constable to sign the same. ‘The 
constable having it and being obliged to 
make two written copies and post them 
before 7 o’clock I felt I had ‘done all that 
was possible for me to do and that I had 
been perfectly fair and courteous to my 
colleagues. If there was any haste on 
my part it was caused by the request of 
your committee on additional water sup- 
ply to have the meeting called on that 
day, in order to protect the best interests 
of the Town of Manchester.’’ 

Mr. Knight read an opinion from 
Council W. O. Underwood, for the 
committee, in which Mr. . Underwood 
gave as his judgement that, while the 
meeting was perfectly legal with only 
two signatures, it might be better to call 
another meeting, so that there could be 
no question as to its legality in case a 
doubt was raised later. 

** Personally I have avery strong opin- 
ion on this matter, but as an official of 
the town [| am willing to drop my own 
feelings on this question and do what is 
wisest and for the best interests of the 
town, and in order to bring this question 
before the meeting I would move you, 


Mr. Clerk, that this meeting be dis- 
solved.”’ 

In seconding Mr. Knight's motion 
R. C. Allen said he had acted by the 
vote of the committee on 
water supply, as secretary of the com- 
mittee, and had requested the selectmen 
to call the meeting. He did not con- 
sider it necessary to get a request 
from ten voters. He had presented the 
petition, and the voters had heard the 
statement of the chairman of the board 
of selectmen. 

‘“This matter has. been before the 
town for several years,’’ said Mr. Allen, 
continuing, ‘* and itis thoroughly under- 
stood that the town is ready to act. As 
soon as we were ready we called for a 
meeting; your committee acted as quick- 
ly as possible. 

‘* Materials areanow lower than they 
have been for years: pipes are now $25 
where they were formerly $32 we’ (use 
1000 tons); and the bond market is in 
better condition. 

‘*T talked with Mr. Allen shortly 
after | was informed that he’ had not 
signed the warrant and he assured me he 
should protest the action of the town in 
case any action was taken here tonight. 
I felt it my duty to consult council in the 
matter. 

“© Tt seems to me this is not a question 
of legality. This meeting was.called in 
the same way meetings have been called 
since the days of the Proprietors, nearly 
300 years ago; and that is a pretty good 
precedent. But this does effect the bond 
issue. ‘There is a doubt,—a danger it 
might have an effect in depreciating pre- 
miums. ’’ 

O. T. Roberts. ‘“‘I don’t know 
whether Mr. Allen is here or not, If 
he has not been used courteously we 
should have some statement from him. 
It is due the town that he make some 
statement, if he is here.’’ 


Mr. Allen. ‘“* Mr. Clerk, I am here; 


[ am happy to be present, but | have no 


statement | care to make.’’ 
The question to dissolve was put and 
carried. 


Will Hold Meeting Next Wednesday 
Evening. 

A meeting of the committee on addi- 
tional water supply was held in the ofhce 
of the Water Board immediately after 
the meeting was dissolved Monday even- 
ing and it was decided to petition for an- 
other meeting. The selectmen met 
Wednesday morning, after 24 hours’ 
notice, had been given its members by 
Chairman Knight, at which time the 
board voted to call a meeting for Wed- 
nesday evening, June 3, at 8 o'clock. 
The warrant has been posted and con- 
tains the names of all members of the 


board.

Died as Result of Accident in Man- 
chester. 


Patrick Markham, a laborer in the 
employ of D. Linehan & Son of Pride’s 
Crossing, died at the Beverly. hospital 
early Tuesday evening, the result of in- 
juries received when he fell from the 
cart which he was driving in Manchester 
that afternoon. 

Markham was at work hauling loam 
from the cars and in some manner the 
horses he was driving became fright- 
ened. They ran on the gallop up Beach 
street toward the Masconomo. When 
near the Masconomo stables Markham 
fell from the seat and in falling he was 
either kicked in the head by one of the 
horses, was struck by the wheel, or hit 


a stone in the road. At any event when 
picked up it was found he was seriously 
injured and that he had received a _frac- 
ture of the skull. The ambulance was 
called and the injured man was taken to 
the Beverly hospital, but not until the 
last rites of the church had been admin- 
istered by Rev. Fr. Powers. 

Little is known of the man, as he is 
practically a stranger at the Farms. The 
team he was driving belonged to J. J. 
Nugent.

“PATRIOTISM: THE OLD AND THE NEW.” 


Subject of Memorial Sermon at Manchester Last Sunday. Union 


Service at Congregational Church. 
(BY REV. L. H. RUGE) 


Text: ‘* Righteousness exalteth a nation, but 
sin is areproach to any nation.’’—Prov. 14:34. 

“*For Zion’s sake will I not hold my peace and 
for Jerusalem’s sake I will not rest, until the 
righteousness thereof go forth, as brightness, 
and the salvation thereofas a lamp _ that 
burneth. ’’—Isaiah 62:1. 


Mr. Ruge delivered a prelude to his 
sermon to the Allen Post and_ their 
kindred organizations by saying in_ part: 

It is said that ““all the world loves a 
lover.’’ It is equally true that’ all the 
world loves a hero. 

The Grand Army of the Republic has 
now been honored and applauded for 
over forty years. Its deeds of daring 
have been retold in dramas, stories and 
poetic stanzas innumerable. Its gen- 
erals have been toasted around the world. 
Wherever that little bronze button is 
seen the wearer is honored for his cour- 
age and selfsacrifice. Your courage 
was equalled by your loyalty and your 
selfsacriice was limited only by the 
length of the conflict. 

In all the history of war there is no 
finer record than the record of the Army 
of the Patomac. It was insensible to 
hunger and fatigue, insensible to abuse, 
insensible to suffering, danger and death. 
With but few words of encouragement 
from the nation it was struggling to pre- 
serve, it struck blow on blow upon an 
apparently inflexible foe, until it finally 
forever settled the question of the integ- 
rity of the Union in the surrender at 
Appomattox. 

For this, every loyal American vf our 
country is glad to again laud your bravery 
and repeat your deeds of valor, but what 
more can I say than has already been 
said a thousand times in the annual day 
of your crowning? And there are few 
that can add anything to the mute elo- 


quence of the historic record now known: 


the world ove: as one of the greatest of 
all military achievements. 

Let me say to you in all sincerity that 
my love for the old flag and for the 
Grand Army of the Republic is second 
to none. But I am the preacher of 
righteousness and I want to tell you a 
few things that are true and vital to you 
and the nation. 

The breath of popular applause and 
eulogy that has fanned your faces since 
the war is far more dangerous than was 
the hot breath of the cannon’s mouth. 
All the songs and speeches and sermons 
of Memorial Day are set to the idea of 
an eternal crowning as an equivalent for 
the 
Union. But martial valor is no religion. 
The gods of war have no power to grant 
immortal fame and life, Even now the 
names that were once on the lips of 


men only a few generations ago are 
heard no more. Already your day de- 
clines and each coming year now the 
more rapidly thins out your ranks and 
soon the Grand Army of the Republic 
will have passed into the eternal silences. 
A new veteran corps has come to receive 
praise and applause and the incense once 
offered to you burns on new altars. 

There is only one way to. immortal 
fame and glory and it is the way of right- 
eousness. ‘* The righteous shine forth 
as the sun in the Kingdom of their 
Father,’’. says Jesus. And the Nation 
and Kingdom that is unrighteous shall 
perish, says the Word. 

Listen to the words of the greatest 
sage and the greatest prophet of the 
Bible. 

Mr. Ruge then repeated the texts of 
his sermon and continued: 

These were not bursts of philosophy 
and prophecy but bursts of patriotism, 
for the patriotism that is founded on a 
mere sentimental reverence for the 
nation’s territory, its wealth, its 
tions and its flag is only a half patriotism. 
It must be founded in righteousness to 
be a true patriotism. 

‘This was what made the patriotism of 
the Union army so true, because although 
it was political it was also righteous. It 
was for the cause of state and humanity, 
for country and God. Indeed _ the 
church and christianity built the fires of 
that union zeal, and slavery would still 
afflict civilization: if it was not for the 
church of Jesus Christ. 

The peril of our times is the result of 
a waning faith and righteousness in the 
nation and this our patriot prophet leader, 
President Roosevelt, realizes; and when 
you read his utterances you read inspired 
writing like of old. ‘There can be no 
ultimate victory or integrity of the nation 
unless it is founded on right and _ right- 
eous men. 

You thought it was enough to simply 
save the ship of state, but since then a 
piratical crew has come on board and 
they have run up the black flag where 
you left Old Glory waving. Was it 
worth while to save the Union only to be 
pillaged and plundered by the few? 
Was it worth while to strike the chains 
from the slave only to lay shackles upon 
the free born? 

The old patriotism is admiration for 
population, territory, commerce, scien- 
tific miracles and industrial wonders, 
great cities and state buildings, material 
resources, brute strength,—yes, brute 
conquest.and plunder. glorification 
of might rather than right. 

What is it makes the Grand Army of 


institu- 
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the Republic so noble and renowned? 
Is it because your swords flashed so_val- 
iently in the sun? Is it because multi- 
tudes fell before your terrible fire? Is it 
because you soaked the soil of the south- 
ern states in human blood? God _for- 
bid! It is because you believe! in the 
righteousness of your cause and fought 
from the highest sense of a holy duty. 

The old patriotism says, ironclads and 
gunboats exalteth-a nation, territory ex- 
alteth a nation, diplomatic prestige ex- 
alteth a nation, commercial supremacy 
exalteth a nation, wealth and resources 
and material display to compel the 
world’s attention exalteth a nation, but 
God’s word says “‘ righteousness exalteth 
anation.’’ ‘This is the .shibboleth, the 
war cry of the new patriotism, righteous- 
ness! 

For centuries a few in every nation 
have been inspired by this patriotism and 
have suffered and died toestablish a high- 
er social and political ideal. “The new 
patriotism is beginning to burn in more 
breasts than ever before in the world’s 
history, and its influence and power 
erows. ‘The old flag shall yet lead the 
hosts of the new patriotism, its sacred 
folds cleansed in the vicarious blood of 
the noble men and women who have 
fought for this, who never marched to 
the beat of the drum. 

And women are leading in this con- 
flict inspired by the new patriotism. 
They outnumber the men seven to one. 


They are fighting for nation, for home, 


for humanity in the ranks of the church. 
For forty years you men have thought 
you were saving the country over there 
in the Town hall and all-the time the 
country was going to the devil. But 
women, a handful with a few faithful 
men, were saving the country in the work 
of the church, and if the integrity and 
glory of the nation is ever established and 
endures it will be through the church and 
through nothing else. 

But where were you men? [am not 
preaching tothe Allen Post now, but to 
all the men here this morning. Where 
were you men on Sunday morning when 
women were fighting for righteousness? 

Several have come to me during the 
past week asking: ‘‘ Well, are you all 
ready for Sunday? Have you got it all 
fixedup nice? There will be men to 
church next Sunday morning who go _ to 
church only once a year, men who nev- 
er heard you preach.’’ I want to say 
in all sincerity, I don’t care whether you 
ever hear me preach, but I d care that 
you should ‘* come up to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty ’’ and ally your- 
selves to the cause of righteousness. 

Do you men think you can send your 
old grey haired mothers, your devoted 
wives, and your daughters out against 
the black flag of hell and then at last go 
into eternal glory under the folds of her 
mighty triumph? I tell you, no! Wake 
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up, men! If you don’t there will be 
seven women crowned in Heaven to one 
man! 

I have read of wars to the death in 
which the flower of the nation perished 
first. Then the professional class, the 
artists and students continued to fight and 
they too perished. Then the old men 
and the boys jumped into the bloody 
breech only to share the same fate. At 
last the women tore the weapons from 
the stiffening fingers of the men and 
fought the final battles. And there ts a 
moral conflict going on today in valient 
and boasted America, for the moral in- 
teprity of the nation in which women 
must bear the brunt of the battle not be- 
cause the men are slain but because the 
men are the stragglers in the rear. And 
as she in her weakness, with white face 
and praying lips towards heaven, stands 
bravely before the entrenched evils and 
corruptions of every community we 
sometimes mock her pathetic struggle; 
and God alone knows how deep is the 
thrust she carries in the white shield of 
her sacred breast. 

Men, buckle onthe armor of righteous- 
ness for God and nation! Some of the 
*“Grand Army of the Republic ’’ are 
enlisted in the Grander Army of Right- 
eousness and they were never so honor- 
able or heroic as they are now. 

We are not afraid. Victories are being 
won for God and humanity, but the real 
fighting has only just begun. You fought 
bravely to preserve your country; fight as 
bravely to preserve its manhood. It has 
long been thought that a nation’s hope was 
in her men of martial strength, but we are 
beginning to find out that a nation’s hope 
is her men of moralstrength. We have 
thought her destiny was with those whose 
feet keep time to the beat of the drum, 
but we are beginning to find out that a na- 
tion’s destiny is with those whose hearts 
keep time to the beat of the heart of the 
Eternal. 

Our last conflict struck this note of 
the New Patriotism again, louder, grand- 
er than before for the Old Flag this time 
had but one name ‘‘Humanity.”’ 

Henceforth let us rally only in defense 
of the weak, the fallen in body and soul, 
whether to fling the folds of the flag over 
a suffering sister nation or people or to 
rally in defense of character debased and 
manhood defaced. 

The wreath that you lay on the graves of 
the soldiers of the Spanish-American war 
on Memorial Day isa floral link in the 
growing chain that shall at last unite the 
righteous throughout the earth, the 
Lord’s hosts terrible in battle. It is a 
link made up of fragile flowers twined in 
the love of a united people, north and 
south, east and west, for they fought as 
one man and they were baptised with 
the spirit of the new patriotism and in- 
spired by the wrath of righteousness. A 
child’s fingers could tear the fragile link 
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apart, but something, God knows, is 
twined in with the flowers, so true, so 
strong, so divine, that no power on earth 
or in hell can pull it apart. And when 
this new patriotism for right and right- 
eousness at last shall burn in the hearts 
of all Americans it will be like the bleak 
fields of winter waking up until our na- 
tional life shall be as full of divine bene- 
diction as the fields this morning.

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MYOPIA HOUNDS DESTROYED 


Outbreak of Rabies in the Kennels Necessi- 
tated Blotting Out of Whole Pack. 


Because of an outbreak of rabies in the 
kennels of the Myopia Hunt club at 
Hamilton last week it was deemed nec- 
essary to destroy the whole pack of fox- 
hounds, ‘and Thursday week fifty-two 
hounds and twenty-six puppies were 
shot. The cause of the outbreak is un- 
known, and how the first hound became 
infected with the disease cannot be de- 
termined. : 

Such a calamity is rare, although all 
kennels here and abroad are often swept 
with violent outbreaks of distemper and 
less dangerous diseases. Once in a 
oreat while, however, the great English 
hunts are visited with the disease, and it 
is always met promptly by the destruc- 
tion of the whole pack. 

Recently two or three of the New 
York hounds became sick and the 
symptoms alarmed the kennel men. 
When one of the animals died the body 
was sent to Dr. Langdon Frothingham, 
instructor in bacteriology at the Harvard 
medical school, and he pronounced it a 
case of rabies. Ata meeting of the exe- 
cutive committee it was decided, upon 
advice of the club’s veterinarian, Dr. J. 
J. Riordan of Beverly Farms, to have 
the whole pack destroyed. ‘This was 
done and steps have been taken to have 
a complete disinfection of the kennels. 

The Myopia pack was originally im- 
ported from England and came of fam- 
ous stock. For years the runs of 
Myopia hunt club on the trail of the 
anise seed or perchance the real fox have 
been famous and the hounds have lead 
the hunters over hill and dale all over 
Essex county. George S. Mandell of the 
Beverly Cove summer colony is the M. 
F. H. of the Myopia club and plans will 
be made at once to import another pack 
so that the plans for fall hunting will not 
be disarranged. 


* Rabies and its Increasing Prevalence " 
Subject of Article by George H. Hart. 


A pamphlet issued by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture on “* Rabies and 
its Increasing Prevaience’’ is so full of 
interest that we venture to quote from it. 
The article is by George H. Hart, V. 
M. D., and on page 8, under “‘ Popular 
Fallacies Concerning the Disease’’ he 
says: 

““In the category of infectious dis- 
eases rabies stands at the head of those 
about which the ideas of the general pub- 
lic are most at variance with the actual 
facts. It is commonly believed that a 
person bitten by a dog in perfect health 
is liable to become affected with hydro- 
phobia should the dog develop rabies at 
any subsequent period, however long af- 
terwards. Consequently believers in this 
theory are particularly anxious to have 
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the dog killed at once before he has had 
an opportunity to go mad. Nothing 
could be more fallacious and at variance 
with our knowledge of all infectious — dis- 
eases, and the killing of the dog should 
always be discouraged. 

“Until recently it was considered that 
the dog’s saliva became virulent only 
three days before the appearance of 
symptoms of rabies. According to some 
recent experiments by Nicolas it has been 
found that the saliva may become viru- 
lent six or even eight days before the 
symptons develop. ‘Therefore in case 
the animal remains healthy for ten days 
after it has bitten the person or animal, 
no danger need be apprehended from 
that bite even though the dog develop 
rabies within the next few weeks. 

““On page 15 under “‘ Proper Dis- 
posal of Dogs after Biting Persons,’’ he 
says: 

““In many cases in which a person is 
bitten by a dog there is immediately a 
great popular clamor to have the animal 
at once destroyed. This should always 
be discouraged. ‘The mere fact that a 
dog inflicts a bite on a human being does 
not by any means prove that he has 
rabies. ‘This is the dog’s only means of 
defense and he bites instinctively when 
harmed. When the dog has been killed 
at once and sent to the laboratory, an ex- 
amination is made for the microscopic 
evidence of rabies, which often is not 
found, as in many such cases the dog is 
not affected with rabies. In order to be 
on the absolutely safe side, however, the 
laboratory is then required to inoculate 
rabbits with the brain tissue. The in- 
cubation in rabbits requires at least two 
weeks, during all of which time the per- 
son bitten is kept in suspense. On the 
other hand, if the animal were left to live 
it could be examined by a competent vet- 
erinarian for evidence of rabies, and if it 
remained normal for ten days the bite 
would be harmless. 

“* Therefore, after a person has been 
bitten, do not kill the dog unless a com- 
petent veterinarian has pronounced the 
disease rabies or the dog is showing well- 
marked symptoms. Instead, when prac- 
ticable, the animal should be tied up se- 
curely and watched carefully for a week 
or ten days. In case suspicious symp- 
tons do develop the dog should be ex- 
amined by a veterinarian familiar with 
the disease, and if he pronounces the 
case rabies the animal may then be 
killed and the laboratory will be able to 
find the pathognomic microscopic evi- 
dences. At the end of ten days the dog 
may be killed, if so desired, but if the 
animal is valuable and shows no symp- 
toms of rabies there is no reason for de- 
stroying it. In this way valuable dogs 
can often be saved to their owners.’’ 

What Dr. Hart has to say concerning 
the Symptoms of Rabies in the Dog is 
too long to quote, but in a ‘* Summary 


of Symptoms’’ on page 14, he says: 

““The important symptoms, any one 
of which when well marked should ren- 
der the dog suspicious and lead to its 
being confined, are: (1) Change in 
disposition; (2) alteration of voice; (3) 
inability to swallow; (4) leaving home 
and returning in an exhausted and ema- 
ciated condition; (5) paralysis of the 
jaw; (6) swallowing abnormal substan- 
ces, aS wood, stones, etc.’’

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MEMORIAL DAY

Roundy’s band of Boston, A. B. 
Roundy, leader, furnished the music for 
the day. 

The address in the afternoon was by 


Rev. Herbert W. Stebbins, of Boston, 
and following are a few excerpts from 
his speech : 


“You have been told in the General 
Orders read by your adjutant that this is 
the 40th year in which the G. A. R. has 
celebrated this day. ‘This order came 
not as an order from the War Depart- 
ment, or from the state, or from the 
President of U. S. Indeed, while this 
is a state holiday it is not an national holi- 
day, for we have still the people of the 
Southland, in which they celebrate their 
own Memorial Day. 

“You are not called to commemorate 
the death orservices of the leaders of that 
great army; youare called to commemo- 
rate the memories of this. great army 
who offered their lives to the nation. 
Out on yon hillside, in yon valley are 
the graves of dead comrades. Stay not 
in your halls, but find the mounds; skip 
not one in the remotest corner where 
the body of a patriot lies. Nota patriot 
who gave his life on the southern field 
only, but the patriot who died at home, 
or in the prison pen. 

**When one by one the patriots shall 
be laid aside one more grave shall be 
added until those living shall be num- 
bered with those now dead. It is the 
service of the great grand people com- 
memorative of the great grand patriots of 
the U. S. There is no service like this 
the wide world over. 

“What makes this service unique is 
because the army was unique. This 
patriotic army of 1861-65 had the small- 
est percentage of men trained of any 
army we ever had. The men of 1776 
and 1812 had been trained to war and 
through war; but the men of 1861-65 
had the smallest number of trained men. 
It was also unique in that it had the 
smallest percentage of want and vice. 
Illiteracy was represented in this army 
the smallest of any army we have ever 
had. ‘The volunteer was called into ser- 
vice and he was trained with service. In 
England, Germany, Russia, and other 
foreign countries social rank governs 
position in the army. But here it was 
the people’s army and the best man 
could rise to the highest position.’’ 

‘The speaker alluded to the unique 
patriotism and the unique cause for patri- 
otism, and he went on to say what there 
was in the country to make the _ patriot 


love his country, such as freedom of soil, 


freedom of home, free public schools, 
town meetings, freedom in_ religion, 
freedom of suffrage,—a grouping of lib- 
erties which was unique in all the his- 


_ tory of the world. 


He pointed out how this patriotism 
was readily changed over into patriotic 
activity. He spoke, too, of the respect 
for authority and obedience to authority 
in that day, and lamented the fact that 
these characteristics of the old home are 
fast disappearing. 

“Your schools were taught by women 
in summer and by men in winter. You 
obeyed in winter if you didn’t in sum- 
mer. Constantly you have been cutting 
the man out of the home, and out of the 
schools and asa result today the boys 
are not being trained to respect authority 
as you were in the days of ’61, either in 
the home or in the school.’’ 

He spoke of the lyceums and the 
great good accomplished through them 
in training boys in debate and in gaining 
knowledge of affairs of the day. The 
speaker laid emphasis on the “‘ school of 
labor’’ of that day. 

““You had a distinctly high concep- 
tion of manual labor. You were trained 
to work hard; hard work that was hon- 
orable, and when the word came to fight 
for your country you were well trained 
to work. ‘There was nothing but pat- 
riotic sentiment in your heart. 

“You are war patriots. We are not 
training now in view of a war. But 
aren't we going to train patriotism any 
more? ‘The patriotic sentiment—love 
of country—rests entirely on the knowl- 
edge of things of value in your country. 
If you are not intelligently patriotic they 
can’t count on you for much. 

‘““How are we going to train patriotic 
sentiment today and thus carry on the 
work you did for us? We must educate 
the sixteen millions of people who have 
come to us in the last 40 years from 
foreign countries. “They have come 
here. “They do not understand us. To 
a very large percentage of the sixteen 
millions, coming to the U. S. means 
coming to a place where they can earn 
more money than they can get at home. 

‘What we need is to train these men 
who come here. ‘There is a great work 
for you sons of veterans. Let us gather 
them in tents and in halls, let views be 
shown them describing in their mother 
tongues so that every man shall be taught 
what we value and why we value it. 
Faith in men ts the source of American 
success. “Teach them what our great 
institutions mean, and show them a con- 
nection between them all. 

‘“Teach them respect for our flag. 
Make it impossible for any flag but the 
American to be at the right of your soul. 
Will you not teach these foreigners so 
that they will ‘stand attention’ every 
tmea flag passes by them.. We need to 
pay more respect to the flag and for the 
law.’’

thing or not. “The committee thinks the 
town is in a position to do it and accord- 
ingly have recommended it. 

The vote to substitute was counted 39 
voting in the affirmative and 43 in the 
negative. 

On motion of F. P. Knight the re- 
port of the finance committee was ac- 


cepted. Mr. Knight then offered the 
following motion: 
“Vorep: That the town acquire as 


an additional water supply all the waters 
of Gravel pond and Round pond, and 
the waters which flow into and from the 
same inthe towns of Hamilton and Man- 
chester, and the board of water commis- 
sioners are hereby instructed to acquire 
or take the same, subject to such limita- 
tions and restrictions, with such rights 
connected therewith, as they deem _nec- 
essary or expedient; and that the said 


board of water commissioners also pur-_ 


chase or take such lands, rights of way, 
and easements as they deem necessary or 
expedient for holding, storing, purifying, 
preserving and regulating the height of 
such waters and for conveying the same 
through the towns of Hamilton and Man- 
chester to one or more connections with 
the water distributing system of the town 
of Manchester; and erect upon the lands 
so acquired such dam or dams, pump- 
ing station, buildings, fixtures, or other 
structures; and procure, install and op- 
erate such machinery and_ appliances. as 
they deem necessary or expedient for 
sush purposes. ‘hat the town also es- 
tablish a high service system of distribu- 
tion of such waters and waters derived 
from any other source and for that pur- 
pose the board of water commissioners 
are hereby instructed to purchase or take 
a suitable lot of land on Moses Hill to- 
gether with such easements and rights of 
way in connection therewith as they deem 
necessary or expedient and erect thereon 
a suitable standpipe. said board of 
water commissioners are further instruct- 
ed to procure and lay such conduits, 
pipes and other works as they deem nec- 
essary or expedient for receiving and 
conveying said waters and procure, in- 
stall and operate in the present Manches- 
ter pumping station new pumps and ma- 
chinery of sufhcient power and capacity 
for pumping said waters to the said stand- 
pipe on Moses Hill and for properly dis- 
tributing the same.”’ 

Moderator Allen requested the Clerk 
to take the chair. 

Mr. Allen made athorough and com- 
prehensive statement of the conditions 
leading up to the appointment of the 
special committee on additional supply, 
and the work of that committee, treating 
of the whole situation in a most impartial 
manner, reading from 13 typewritten 


pages. He summarized his statement as 
follows: 

1. For 13 years we have been seek- 
ing additional water from time to. time 
and whentemporary relief has been had 
we have in a very short time been called 
on for further relief and another tem- 
porary source sought. 

2. We are now seeking for further 
relief from just these conditions. 

3. We wish and we ought to provide 
for the immediate need of 200,000 to 
300,000 gallons per day and at the same 
time have a sure source of further in- 
crease up to 1,000,000 gallons economi- 
cally and aiielly. 

4. We have two sources 16 consider, 
one temporary and effected by dee 
abie qualities, the other certain and per- 
manent and of the best quality, having 


‘the recommendation of one of the most 


eminent waterworks’ engineers in the 
country and the complete approval of 
the State Board of Health. 

5. There is a real need for high ser- 
vice and it can be most cheaply done 
when the other construction is made. In 
any case the plant must be designed for 
it. 

6. It will cost about $160,000 and 
entail a yearly fixed charge of $13,700 
in addition to our present water charges. 
We have cleared ourselves of an annual 
fixed charge of over $10,000 on Park 


bonds so that our net increase in fixed 
charges will be very small. 
7. The present market rates on 


money and material are most favorable. 
In concluding Mr. Allen said that: 
‘In consideration of these statements 
which I believe thoroughly to be facts I 
am of the frm conviction that the only 
wise course for the town to pursue is to 
adopt the plan as outlined by your com- 
mittee and their engineer giving to the 
water board all the discretion desirable 
in carrying out the details of the work. 
The future development of the town 
depends fully as much upon our own 
efforts and endeavors as it does upon that 
of prospective purchasers and _ builders 
and in the installation of an additional 
water supply of this character and of high 
service the best interests of the town will, 
I believe, be most fully and wisely con- 
served.’’ 


Mr. Allen also explained in his state- 
ment that the proposed new standpipe on 
Moses Hill would be 56 feet higher than 
the present standpipe and that it would 
be built strong enough to admit of build- 
ing an additional 25 feet at any future 
time. ‘The capacity would be double 
that of the present standpipe. While 
the pressure would necessarilly be in- 
creased, the pressure in the center of the 
town would not be over 109 pounds to 


- the square inch, and there would be no 


danger of the mains and very little of 
good house plumbing suffering very much 
as a result of the change, 


A letter was read from Major H. L. 
Higginson, who, though not a voter in 
Manchester, is one of its heaviest tax 
payers. Mr. Higginson urged action 
toward additional water supply and the 
adoption of the plans made by the com- 
mittee toward using Gravel Pond. 

F. K. Hooper said that he had always 
been in favor of every additional water 
supply and he was in favor of this one. 
He was in favor of high service, too. 
He was strongly in favor of the plan of 
the committee having this incharge prior 
to the present committee (Beaver Dam 
project) and he felt that this was as good 
a supply as any and much cheaper. The 
town had in mind the purchase of the 
electric light plant and he hoped when 
the new engines were installed in the 
pumping station they would be large 
enough and of sufficient power to use in 
generating our own electricity. He _ be- 
lieved this could be done and should be 
done. 

‘The motion as offered by Mr. Knight 
was put and carried, 95 voting in fayor 
to one against. 

F. P. Knight offered a motion that 
the sum of $160,000 is hereby appro- 
priated for paying the necessary expenses 
and liabilities incurred or to be incurred 
under the foregoing vote,’’ etc. ‘‘ And 
for the purpose of raising said “sum to 
issue bonds of the town * * * to 
the aggregate sum of $160,000, — said 
bonds to be each of the denomination of 
$1000, with interest coupon attached 
thereto, payable semi-annually, said in- 
terest to be at the rate of 4 percent. per 
annum,’’ the bonds to be numbered 1 to 
160 and to be payable five each year 
from the date of issue, the last five being 
payable 27 years hence. 

The motion was carried, 100 voting 
in favor to none against. 

The meeting was about to dissolve 
when W. C. Rust offered the following 
resolution: 

*“That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the establishing of a sanitarium in the 
Town of Manchester would not be for 
the best interest and prosperity of the 
town.’’ 

Mr. Rust said that it would be a great 
detriment to the town to have a_sanitar- 
ium within its borders, especially near 
Singing Beach, in the midst of the sum- 
mer cottages. It would certainly injure 
the town and hethought the town ought 
to be protected. ‘‘ An ounce of pre- 
vention is better than a pound of cure.’’ 
‘This thing should be stamped as a_ nuis- 
ance. 


F. K. Hooper said such a move would 
certainly injure the town. He hoped to 
see a first-class hotel here some day,— 
something fully up-to-date in every parti- 
cular. He believed that a high-class 
hotel would be well patronized. Peo- 
ple cannot now find such accommoda- 
tionshere and it is detrimental to the 
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town notto have it. I have contended all 
along that a hotel at any cost would pay. 
The Masconomo House was sufficient 
for the day when it was first built. “he 
town would be further developed by a 
first class hotel. 

The resolutions were unanimously 
adopted. 

The meeting dissolved at 9. 30.

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ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE 
EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


[It is proposed under this general title 
to present a series of articles on the prin- 
cipal writers of the period, beginning 
with Dryden and ending with Cowper. | 

The 18th century was an age of in- 
vention and material advancement. In 
1762, the Bridgewater canal, the first 
link in inland waterways, was opened; 
in 1763, the famous Wedgwood potteries 
went into operation; in 1767, the 
spinning-jenny was introduced, and the 
into shape by 
Watt; the power loom came into use in 
1784; meanwhile great improvements 
were being made in agriculture and the 
breeding of stock. But the century was 
not one of material activity. merely; its 
outward enterprise had its counterpart in 
the world of letters. 

In a rationalistic age, like the 18th cen- 
tury, men trouble themselves little about 
new ideas, but reason and debate upon 
ideas already possessed. The principal 
literary achievement of the time was 
naturally in prose, the medium best fitted 
for ratiocination and argument. Its chief 
prose writers are Swift, Steele, Addison, 
Locke, Defoe, Sterne, Johnson, Gib- 
bon, and Adam Smith, the author of the 
“Wealth of Nations’ and the founder 


of the science of Political Economy. Its 
‘great poets, not to speak of lesser lights, 


were Dryden, Pope, Gray and Gold- 
smith. Some of these, notably Dryden 
and Goldsmith, also excelled in prose. 
These names represent, as will be seen 


at a glance, a wide variety of taste, cul- 


ture and literary power. 

_ The century may be characterized as 
in general an age of coarse utilitarianism, 
of religious indifference and of political 
corruption; it was the age of rationalism 
and deism, an age of the religion of na- 
ture, a system too vague and colorless to 
have any vitality; it was, however, the 
age that gave birth to the masterly ‘‘ An- 
alogy’’ of Butler, the mysticism of 
William Low, and the evangelical and 
evangelistic fervor of Wesleyanism. In 
literature it is noted for no stars of the 
first magnitude; it was an age of the 
commonplace; it was to the spacious 
times of the great Elizabeth an age of 
penny-a-liners and poetasters. 

The spirit of the age was one of art 
it was marked by 
finish rather than originality; robustness 
of Bacon and Milton, and the out-door 
freshness of Shakespeare, had given 
place to the drawing-room manners of 


an Addison and a Pope. ‘The sturdy 
virility of the Ecclesiastical Polity had de- 
generated into the prim elegance of the 
Spectator and the Essay on Man. The 
luxuriance of nature disappeared under 
the pruning shears of art. Genius was 


measured by the foot-rule; thoughts 
were marshalled by a drill-sergeant, 
emotion was repressed, comedy and 


tragedy reduced to mere stage-acting, 
and life became a puppet show with Be- 
linda for its heroine and a lock of hair 
for its reward of valor. ‘This is not say- 
ing, of course, that the times of Queen 
Ann and the Georges could not boast of 
famous writers. It is only saying that the 
standard of greatness had changed; style 
had come to be the main thing; the at- 
tention of those who held the ear of the 
public was given less to what they had 
to say, and more to how they said it; 
writers employed their time in laborious- 
ly polishing a period or pointing an epi- 
gram or balancing a sentence, until Ene- 
lish literature well nigh lost its freedom 
and force. Letters were cultivated with 
great assiduity, and poetry became a fine 
art. Sermons, histories, essays were fin- 
ished to a faultless degree of nicety, but 
they lacked color and life. There was 
a studied conformity to classic ideals, 
but there was no great passion, no Ham- 
let, or Samson Agonistes, or Great- 
Heart; women who were unmoved by 
Desdemona’s tragic fate could weep over 
Clarissa Harlowe through six prosy 
tomes. “There was literary workman- 
ship, sometimes of a high order; but it 
was without inspiration or spontaneity. 
‘The best writers were not creators, they 
were mere artists.” 

It is true, however, and this must be 
said, after all criticisms are made, these 
men were in many instances artists of 
consummate taste and skill; if they 
wanted intensity and breadth, they were 
masters of detail; they wrought the lan- 
guage to a high degree of literary per- 
fection; they were without rivals in ver- 
bal criticism, and were adepts in syntax 
and prosody. Men like Addison, Swift 
and Johnson in prose, and Dryden, Pope 
and Goldsmith in poetry, were poten- 
tates who ruled the world of letters with 
a regal hand, and their deftness in shap- 
ing language to thought has hardly been 
surpassed from their day to this. One 
is unapproached as a master of satire, 
another was a prince of critics, a third 
still overawes us with his ponderous 
dicta, and a fourth touched nothing he 
did not adorn. Lacking as the 18th cen- 


tury was in imagination and invention, it 


excelled in the art of expression, It was 


the Silver Age of English ‘literature an4 
taste; an age in which writers studied not 
vnly men but manners, and in which 
the literary world was the vogue. It was 
essentially (1) an age of light literature, 
as became a polite society; (2) an age 
of satirical literature, as became a society 
which lived upon discussion of fashions 
and follies; and (3) an age of artificial 
literature, as reflecting a time in which 
conviction had given place to sentiment 
and thought to words and phrases. In 
short, despite the robust influence of 
Reynolds and Johnson, it was an age of 
dilettanteism in literature and art.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 
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GYPSY MOTH WORK ON THE NORTH SHORE. 


[The following statement onthe gypsy 
moth work on the North Shore, and 
calling attention to the seriousness of the 
situation, is made by Col. Wm. D. So- 
hier. | 

We started on the workin March with 
25 men, and increased up to a force of 
420 men. We have treated by clearing 
and burning the underbrush and ground, 
over 1000 acres, having 420 men at 
work at the end of that time. Good 
forestry work was done, the brush cleared 
and burned and all nests creosoted by 
the tree-climbers. 

We have found about 900 more acres 
which are more or less thickly infested, 
although some of them have not very 
many moth nests, but we have been un- 
able to treat them as yet. 

The first $30,000 were provided by 
agreement between Acting (Governor 
Draper, A. H. Kirkland, Supt. Gypsy 
Moth Commission, the City of Beverly, 
the Town of Manchester and the Sum- 
mer Residents Committee consisting of 
Oliver Ames, Charles A. Tyler, and 
Col. W. D. Sohier, as follows: The 
State contributed $10,000, the City of 
Beverly $5,000, the Town of Manches- 
ter $5,000, and the Summer Residents 
Committee $19,000. “This substantially 
paid for the work up to the time when 
spraying Was necessary. 

Four large spraying machines were 
bought from the fund, and have been 
constantly in use since. Where the 
woods have been cleared up and treated, 
they are each capable of spraying about 
10 to 15 acres a day. Inthe worst col- 
onies, of course, many nests were not 
treated, and there has been some defolia- 
tion, very noticably near Montserrat and 
the Beaver Pond colonies and Beverly, 
and some stripping in Manchester. Here 
we have endeavored to spread a protective 
belt around the colonies so that the cat- 
erpillars will be killed when they move 
outside and begin to eat. Mr. Kirkland 
estimates that this work will save a great 
many trees, and will lessen the cost for 
next year. 

A subsequent agreement was made 
whereby the State provided $5,000. and 
the Summer Residents Committee $5000, 
to pay for the spraying, and this sum has 
enabled usto continue the work upto the 
present time. More: money will be 
needed shortly, or it is inevitable that the 
North Shore woods, which form the 
chief beauty of Beverly and Manchester, 
will be destroyed, as one stripping of the 
pine or hemlock trees absolutely kills 


them. ‘The Summer Residents Com- 
mittee raised something over $20,000 by 
subscription, and it hopes that many re- 
sidents who have not yet subscribed will 
do so when they realize the actual con- 
ditions. 


The colonies extending as they do— 
a good many colonies over 100 acres 
each—from Montserrat in Beverly along 
through Witch Woods to Pride’s Cross- 
ing, back to West Beach and Beverly 
Farms by West Beach Hill in Brook- 
wood Road and elsewhere, back to 
West Manchester, one large one in the 
middle of Manchester, and two on the 
Manchester road, as well as other areas 
down by Manchester Cove near Mag- 
nolia station and up on the Gloucester 
line—would have entirely defoliated all 
the trees on the shore this summer if the 
work had not been begun when it was, 
and vigorously pushed. 

It must be remembered that any in- 
fested area, when the nests hatch out, 
only provides enough food for the cater- 
pillars which hatch upon that area, to 
last them for two or three weeks. ‘The 
trees are then all defoliated and the cater- 
pillars have to migrate in every direction 
in order to find food. They then spread 
as an army, covering the ground like a 
carpet, and defoliate all the trees in the 
neighborhood. By this time they are 
larger-and require more food each day, 
and the number of acres that a colony 


will defoliate in a year, as the caterpillars 
grow up, is from 6 to 10 times the area 
upon which they were hatched. As 
there were 1000 acres that were badly 
infested, it can be readily seen that there 
were more than enough caterpillars that 
would have been hatched out if this 
work had not been done, to have defo- 
liated and destroyed substantially all the 
woods in Beverly and Manchester at 
least. : 

(A map of the infested area was to 
have been printed but did not arrive from 
the engraver in time. It will be printed 
next week. —Ep. ) 


New Train Schedule. 


‘The summer arrangement of trains 
goes into effect next Monday.. We re- 
gret that we are unable to print a cor- 
rected schedule in this issue, the neces- 
sary changes not being at hand up to 
Friday morning. As a matter of fact 
the schedule is practically the same as 
last year, and differs but very little from 
the present arrangement. No new 
trains are added, with the exception of a 
Saturday afternoon train leaving Boston 
at 1.15 and returning leaves Rockport at 
2.50. While there are slight changes 
in one or two cases of a minute or two, 
there is no material change in any of the 
trains except that which usually goes up 
the branch between six and seven at 
night. ‘This train will go about 20 
minutes earlier, and will leave Manches- 
ter for Boston at 6.23, and Beverly 
Farms at 6.27. :

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ROSE AND STRAWBERRY SHOW 


The annual rose and strawberry show 
of the North Shore Horticultural society 
was held on ‘Tuesday and Wednesday 
of this week in a large tent on the lawn 
near the Essex County club house. The 
show was open to the public at noon on 
Tuesday and was open until Wednesday 
night. 

‘Though held two weeks earlier than 
that of last year, and though lacking in 
number of exhibits and quantity, the 
show easily made up in the quality of 
the exhibits. “The colorings were vivid 
and varied and the mingled fragrance of 
the roses, sweet peas, and other flowers, 
filled the air. 

One of the most attractive exhibits 
was that of Miss Helen Fitch who won 
both prizes in the class for best vase of 
roses, any variety, airanged for effect. 
Miss Fitch had a strikingly tall vase filled 
with a most charming collection of 
Druschki roses, the finest white rose cul- 
tivated, with red and pink roses _inter- 
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mingling. Her vase of Ulrich Brunners, 
some of which were of the most beanti- 
ful cherry red, won her second prize in 
this class. 

Miss Mary Bartlett (Bernard Reilly, 
gardener) won inthe class for best basket 
of roses, any variety, arranged for effect. 
The roses were of the tea, and hybrid 
perpetual varieties. 

In the special class for roses, best table 
arranged for effect, by ladies only: Mrs. 
George E. Cabot (Patrick Corrigan, 
gardener) won the gold medal offered by 
W. E. Doyle of Boston. The collec- 
tion was a very fine one and was very 
artistically arranged. 

Mrs. James McMillan (F. F. Brasch, 
gardener) won the silver cup offered ne 
R. & J. Farquhar & Co., for the best 
fifty blooms of tea or hybrid tea roses, 


five varieties, ten blooms of each, from 
plants growing in the open ground. Mrs. 
McMillan also won the gold medal 


offered by Samuel eeu & Sons for the 


best table of roses arranged for effect. 
Another exhibit by Mrs. McMillan 
which attracted much attention was the 
table of sweet peas. She had practically 
the only sweet peas shown, outside one 
of the commercial growers. 

‘The most striking exhibits of the show 
were the groups of foliage and flowering 
plants displayed by Mrs. Lester Leland 
(Eric Wetterlow, gardener), and 
William Swan. This was in the special 


class for two silver cups offered by Con- 


Mrs. Leland won. first 
place, as last year, and Wm. Swan, 
second. The groups occupied positions 
in the center of the tent, opposite the 
entrance. 

William Swan had one of the best 
general exhibits of anybody. He won 
the silver cup offered by Mrs. W. B. 
Walker, known as the Highwood Cup, 
to be won twice before becoming the ab- 
solute property of the exhibitor, for the 
best collection of delphiniums. His 
collection of herbaceous perennials also 
won him the silver cup offered by Morley,
